Paris Works Under Fire. 

Yesterday we were uncertain here 

. whether -the reports of bombardment 
were from the Germans’ long-range 
gun until the explosion shortly after 4 
o'clock which hit. a Paris church, 
where many were killed. One corre- 
epondent, writing a dispatch, looked 
up and sald: “It is the gun.” Then 
we all. went’on with our work. This 
is the ‘attitude of everybody.

A Wave of Fury Over Paris. 
Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 
PARIS; Saturday, March 30.—A. wave 

of fury passed over Paris :this morning 
‘when: it learned the death roll in the 
church struck yesterday. afternoon by 
a~ German. shell. If anything ‘were 
needed, which. it ig not, to steel the 
resistance of thé French people, this 
futile slaughter of women and children 
would provide’ it. *-As one French 
Deputy said’ yesterday at the scene of 
the disaster; “ Hach drop of this inno- 
cent. blood shall bear a crop of hate 
in France for the children and children’s 
childfen of these murderers.” 

I may. not be allowed to state that a 
great part of Paim Sunday’s victims 
were also struck in ehurch during a 
service, though fortunatély the number 
was far smaller. A prominent architect

A French artillery officer commented.

But I remarked that the sound 
of the explosion was far louder than 
normally to be.éxpedcted: Doubtless ‘the 
houses e¢ho the sound semewhat, but 
in my opinion the shells contain a mix- 
ture intended to makesas loud a sound 
as possible+part of the German .fright- 
fulnéss .bluff—-on the same lines -as 
“‘ maroon ’’ bembs,; which warn London 
of air raids, whose explosion is: terrific 
but absolutely harmless.

WAR CORRDSPONDENTS' HBAD- 
QUARTERS, March 29.—As I indicat- 
ed yesterday, the enemy ’s pressure has 
for the time being rélaxed a little 
across the Somme, east‘ of Corbie, and 
whatever effort he. has made during 
the last day and night has béen re- 
pulsed with-the most heavy losses, 

I will tell later of that fighting, but 
‘yesterday the most exciting situation 
atid the fiercest struggle. 5 was. on the 
left. of the British) ate ne: from 
Gavretie southward “40, Abeloy.the 
 Scarpe. Kt. was & deliberate, resolute 


effort by the enemy fo onptune.Atheds 
Three divisions of special storm troops, 
the 184th,.}2th, and 27th Reserve, had 
been ‘brought up for this purpose, 
though one of them had been engaged 
before::and<roughly handled. They 
were ordered ‘to. take Arras yesterday 
at ‘all costs, and before. their advance 
very heavy bombardment was flung. 
aver. the British lines from about. 5. 


hoursi. Meniwho were on the right 
in. this fighting .tell. me this gunfire 
was not quite so heavy as on the morn- 
ing: of the 2ist,; but still was of great 
intensity. It spread far behind the 
British lines to the back areas behind 
Arras, in order to_ hinder traffic: on 
the roads and to keep back supporting 
troops. Masses of men were seen by 
British alrmen advancing down the 
Arras-Cambrai road and round by 
Monchy Hill. 

Their main. thrust was toward 
Roeux, ‘that frightful little village, 
with its chemical works, which I. used 
to write about ‘so much in April and 
May last when the Scottish battalions 
of the 15th Division and the other 
men of the British Army fought in and 
out of it until all these ruins were lit- 
tered. with dead. Once again yester- 
day it became a shambles. 

Press On Over Their Dead. 

The British had machine. guns well 
placed with a wide field of fire, and as 
the Germans came down the slopes 
they were swept with streams of bul- 
lets, which cut swaths in. their 
formations, but oncé again, as on 
March 21, the enemy was reckless of 
life, theirs as well as the’ British, and 
always his tide of men flowed for- 
ward, passing over dead and wounded, 
and creeping forward like flowing 
water. The British field guns raked 
them while the heavies pulled further 
back to avoid being blown up or capt- 
ured. 

On and about Orange Hill and Tele- 
graph Hill British battalions, .- who 
know this ground of old, fought tena- 
clously under murderous machine-gun 
‘ire, the enemy’s screen of infantry 
covering machine-gun batteries which 
were rushed forward very quickly and 
took: up: positions in shell holes and 
behind -bits of broken wall and any 
kind: of cover, in ditches and sunken 
roads. . Their, rifle fire was weak, say 
the. British, who believe themselves to 
be much stronger as riflemen, but.the 
German--machine gunner is efficient, 
and their machine guns are very nu- 
merous. , 

At some. points the British suffered 
severely from their fire, and in spite 
of. the. most -atubborn fighting - they 
were forced to give a little ground 
here and there. The line was firmly 
held from the village of Bailleul, a 
mere huddle of bricks as I saw it last, 
below the line of tattered trees which 
lead to Oppy and down to Fampoux, 
on the Scarpe. There the line was 
somewhat bent back in the neighbor- 
hood of Fleuchy and Tilloy and Neu-

A footing gained by the enemy on 
part of Orange Hill and Infantry Hill 
rendered it necessary to fall back yes- 
terday toward the old German support 
lines before that battle in \April, 1917. 
The ‘British, fought like tigers, and 
would not retire until the pressure on 
them made it impossible to resist the 
continual .thrust of new attacks ‘by 
fresh troops, There. were hergic ac- 
tions by small groups of men strug- 
gling to hold up the front line, and 
some of them stayed so long after the 
enemy ‘had broken beyond them that 
they were cut off. 

Frightful fighting was happening 
not .far from. Neuville . Vitasse’ and 
Mercatel, and in this neighborhood the 
British held out with wonderful deter— 
mination until exhausted by battle and

Similar fights- were tn progress at 
Ablainzeville and Puiseux and. Rossi- 
gnol Wood, near Gommecourt, where I 
remember going out to the British out- 
posts when Gommecourt was deliv- 
ered from the énemy. in the days ‘of- 
good: remembrance. To: those of -us 
who know these places: it gives a 
sharp. edge of regret to our knowl- 
edge that they are.again under the 
evil spell of bloody strife. 

The result ‘of yesterday's fighting 
was proof that the British are con- 
tinuing to make the enemy pay a 
dreadful price for any advance, and 
that though he may be able-to thrust 
forward his line in places he is never 
able to break the British Hine entisely 
and in an overwhelming, way, for the 
troops fall. back when ‘necessary in 
an -orderly. way, keeping in touch 
on their right and left under cover 
of dauntless réarguards and forming 
new lines. 

Battles South of the Somme. 


South of the Somme ‘the British line 
has been drawn “back slightly near 
Proyart, in order to straighten it out. 
I wish I had time to write more about 
the heroic British, but I have hardly 
time to rush through this general out- 
line of today’s position. The men are 
beyond all words ‘magnificent, -so 
steady in adversity, so long-enduring, 
so unmoyed by any bad luck, so de- 
fiant of fatigue and weakness of the 
flesh even. ,When individual men can 
hardly walk their spirit 1s strong and 
keen. ‘Though many battalions have 
suffered heavy losses in this long and 
fierce fighting, the ‘survivors take 
their places in the firing ‘line and are 
ready to meet the enemy again and 
punish him again and make him pay 
his toll in fees of blood. Many of 
them have fought with martyrs’ cour- 
age and offered’ their lives up for 
their country in a spirit of heroic sac- 
rifice. 

So was it with the body. of men fight- 
ing yesterday near Neuville Vitasse. 
They fought until” only thirty men 
were left standing and not any offi- 
cer. Somebody then took command 
and organized a new defense, and 
those thirty fought on until most of 
them had fallen and their leader had 
been, taken prisoner.

“TI have visited all the American 
troops in France, some of them re- 
cently, and had an opportunity to ob- 
serve the enthusiasm with which of- 
ficérs. and. men received the an- 
nouncement that they. would be used 
4n the present conflict... One regiment 
to which the announcement was made 
spontaneously broke into cheers.” 

Secretary Baker, for obvious rea- 
sons, declined to discuss just what 
part the American expeditionary 
force might play or were playing. 
This. will become known in due time. 

The news that the force was to 
participate at all was met. with 
cheers and shouts of delight from one 


end of the American zone to the) 


other, even at the front. 

The officers. and men had about 
come to the conclusion that they 
were to be forced to sit back and 
watch the progress of events, and 
they were glum. Today they are 
smiling and demonstratively congrat- 
ulating one another. There was much 
slapping. of one another on the back, 
while some of the troops threw up 
their hats and danced’ when the news 
reached.them. 

There is still no news from the 
fighting engineers. 

Secretary Baker; having conferred 
with the allied co nding officers 


‘and statesmen, desires to return to 


the United States as soon as possible 
and make available the information 
he has obtained from his observations 
and cohferences. He has completed 
the inspection of men and material, 
which he.found a very inspiring task.

FOES NEARLY BROKE

Bat French Aid Proved Effective 
in Impeding German Advance

Oise had fallen quiet, all the enemy’s 
efforts to cross the river having been 
thwarted. 

Immediately west of Noyon Mont 
Renaud and some neighboring hills have 
been recovered and are strongly held. 
The bridges over the Oise between Pont 
l’Evéque and Chaunay have been broken, 
and the river there is so well covered 
by artillery and infantry that there. is 
no danger of ‘a passage being forced. 


This was the first fruit of the French 
northward’ movement on the évening of 
March 21. Several divisions ofthe neigh- 
boring French army were rushed up in 
motor wagons to the. aid of. the British 
rightwing, ‘which was thus enabled to 
draw-north along the Crozat Canal. Their 
Buns and supply columns’ ‘followea. On 
the*next'day a further force was placed 
opposite” 'Chauny, and other French 
troops Wére ordered to extend their lines 
northwestward, keeping in touch with 
the-retiring British right. The constant 
displacement required in this delicate 
task*and ‘the fact that the French were 
gradualtly’drawing upon themselves an 
increasing: part of the German onset ex- 
pleain:therdelay in making considerable 
counterattacks. 


On the 24th the French repelled re- 
peated attempts to cross the Oise, and 
their lines,’ which already stretched to 
Evricourt; more than half way from 
Noyon to Lassigny, were extended to 
the neighborhood of the latter town. 

The difficulties inevitable in so rapid 
& movement of reserves were met ev- 
erywhere with splendid cheerfulness and 
energy. One of the artillery regiments, 
brought up by motor wagon, had no 
horses with it, but got its pieces into 
action, and, having to retreat, dragged 
them back three miles by hand. 

Meanwhile, definitely checked on the 
south, and feeling all the time for the 
line of least resistance, the German 
host was gravitating rapidly’ westward 
between Roye and Chaulnes. Now that 
the danger has completely passed it 
may be said that it came very near 
breaking through the allied front in this 
region on the 25th. The 26th and 27th 
saw an accentuation of pressure at the 
point of junction, but, while the front 
was pushed back on the first day to 
l’Echelle-St. Aurin on the Avre, and on 
the next to Montdidier, other French 
troops had beer brought up to strength- 
en the British right, and yesterday 
after several hard combats, it seemed 
that the offensive was definitely con- 
tained.

Secret of Foch’s Success. 

What is the secret of General Foch’s 
success in this war? I have asked many 
people in his entourage and have boiled 
down the information into the following 
heads. 

First, 
reason, 

d, yet his decisions are lightning- 
like and bold. 

Third, his zeal and energy are great. 

Fourth, he has an even temper. 

Fifth,. he inspires.men and commands 
them. 

Géneral Foch was an authority on 
strategy before the war. He was 
Director of the war school. Clemenceau 
put him there while Prime Minister. It 
was considered a pretty sporty thing for 
Clemenceau to do, seeing that Rose was 
a devoted Catholic. 

When the war started Foch was at 
Nancy at the head of the Twentieth, 
known as the ‘ Division of Iron.” It 
was the best command in the Frénch 
Army. The Twentieth was wiped out, 
or, at least, the originalfsoldiers were 
all killed. Their successors were just 
as good. This famous corps always had 
the place of honor. 

Foch was not long in getting an army 
to command. A world war suits his 
style and develops his abilities. He is 
never at a loss because he sees 6very 
situation in military terms. His bring- 
ing order out of chaos in Italy was as 
fine as his victories on the Yser. He 
is at his best in an emergency and nearly 
four years of war has not affected his 
initiative and energy. 


Famous Sayings By Foch. 


He is not only a military expert, but 
also a. philesopher.. Among his battle 
sayings is a famous one: “ The battle 
is never lost until its loss is admitted.’ 

One of his dispatches reads ‘‘ My left 
wing is broken, my right. wing is 
crushed; we are attacking in the centre 
all along the line.’’ 

When Joffre sent Foch the insignia 
of the Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor the latter said to the officer 
who acted as.a messenger: ‘‘ That is 
very nice, but I'd rather have the 
bridges over the Marne.” ‘ 

After the battle of the Yser he said: 
“When our line held there I knew that 
if we did not make too many mistakes 
we had won the war.”’ 

General Foch is counted as the most 
intellectual and diplomatic of all high 
officers. He has great vivacity and 
imagery. A story is told of him that a 
friend went into his office one day and 
found. General Foch under the table 
while his aid sat at another,, The Gen- 
eral was illustrating an account of a 
battle, and his getting under the table 
was a gesture to make his meaning 
clear. 

When I heard this story I recalled 
some of Billy Sunday's methods of em- 
phasizing his meaning. 

General Foch is-an ardent churchman, 
and goes to mass regularly. He lives in 
a@ small flat near his office, with his 
wife and two daughters, and goes out 
very little. Most of the great French- 
men are homebodies and.avoid society. 
He is a very careful liver and loves 
walking. He has no politics, but is pa- 
triot to his heart’s core. 

In this mixture of religious devotion

side the church. A_ shell had burst 
against the wall of the clerestory of 
the church nearly in the middle of the 
nave, just above the side of the chapel. 

There was a moment's silence, during 
which not a soul in“the crowded church 
moved. , 

Then the whole of the massive stone- 
work supported by one of the huge pil- 
lars was hurled with a frightful crash 
down on the mass of kneeling people in 
the nave. 

There was again a moment's pause, 
broken only by the tinkle of priceless 
stained glass, which showered -down 
from.all the windows. Then the shrieks 
of the helpless victims rent the dust- 
filled air and a rush was made for the 
doors. Large pieces of stone from the 
wrecked roof were still falling, but the 
parish clergy and others among the 
congregation worked heroically to res- 
cue the victims buried under the heavy 
masses of stone, but in the majority of\ 
eases their efforts were unavailing. The 
number of dead was nearly equal to that 
of the injured. 

The. police took charge immediately 
and helped to get distracted women and 
children out of the building. American 
ambulances, manned by American Red 
Cross men and women, figured promi- 
nently among the earliest help to ar- 
rive from outside, and did magnificent 
work in disengaging the injured-from 
the wreckage despite the constant 
further falls of stone. 

Within half an hour nearly sixty in- 
jured persons had reached the hospitals 
and long rows of dead lay on the floor 
of the church. 

The fallen wreckage made an-enor- 
mous heap in the centre of the church, 
rising to the level of the top of the high 
altar. This escaped jnjury, but prac- 
tically the whole ancient stained glass 
in the-church, which, like that of 
Rheims, was of inestimable value, was 
destroyed.

The Food Administration anhounced 
today. that citizens of Grimes Cgunty, 
Texas, had agreed to usé no wheat until 


flour has been turned over toe the Gov- 
ernment at cost; with the promise of the 
quick delivery of others which are now 
in transit. @ cars, intended for 
local consumption, will be diverted to an 
Atlantic port.. Food Administrator 
Hoover. sent this message: 

“We compliment, the citizens of 
Grimes County upon their patriotism, 
and every pound of wheat flour they 
conserve will go to our associates in the 
war.”’ 


+ A report of the expenditures of the 


Food Administration since its creation, 
whith was made public today, showed 
total disbursements outside of the $50,- 
000,000 invested in thé grain corporation 
of $1,607,337.41. i 

Of this amount $748,605.18 was spent 
on the conservation pfogram since Aug.

, ‘Genployse Told AU Must Pull To-

Gickad. March 30.~The eight-hour, 
‘wage increases, equal pay for like work 
by /men and* women Were. granted to 
‘Chicago packing house employes.today 
by Judge-Samuel Alschuler, . arbitrator 
in the resent wage-hearings here. Sev- 
eral other demands of the workers also 
weté.franted: The award-was made on 
the six principal points raised by the 
loyes, and was as follows: 

; Beginning May 5, 1918, eight hours 
‘shall constitute the basic work day, and 
such work:day shall be completed, in so 
far as possible, | within nine consecutive 
hours, 

2. Overtime shall be paid for at -the, 
rate ‘of double time for all Sundays and 
holidays; except that where the dpera- 
tion is necessarily and generally carried 
on for. seven days provision may be 
made for relief workers so as to give 
the regular employes a day off. The 
relief workers are to receive the work 
day wages for such work. The ordinary 
week-day overtime shall be at the rate 
of time and a quarter for the first two 
hours and at the rate of time and a half 
for succeeding hours. 

8. Where plants are opérated by three 


the next harvest. Onéearload of wheat |ight-hour shifts employes shall be al- 


lowed: twenty. minutes for lunch. 
4. Effective Jan. 14, 1918, the wages 
of all hourly wage workers shall be in- 
creased from 8% to 4% cents an “hour, 
the larger amount going to those who 
have been earning 30.cents an hour or 
less. -Piece workers are to receive a 
proportionate percentage increase, and 
in all cases the rates are to be adjusted 
so that the compensation of the new 
eight-hour day shall at least equal that 
formerly paid for ten hours’ work. 
. Wage rates shall be the same. for 
men. and women doing the same class 
of work. - 
6.-There .shall be no change in the 
guaranteed time in effect Nov. 30, 1917, 
except that Swift & Co. are required to 
e. their _weekl geieny: forty 
hours, the same as in all other plants. 
The afbitrator also handed down a 
form of working agreement. which pro- 
vides for hearing of grievances, either 
through the employes personally or by 
csi, ora selected by them, it 
being “understood that there shall be. no 
permanent grievance committees. Em-. 
ployes may not be discharged because 
of trades union membership or activi- 
ties not carried on at the plants. ‘The 
principle of-seniority is established: for 
ail employes below the grade of fore- 
man. 
The companies are required to furnish 
proper. .lunchrooms, washrooms... and 
dressing rooms, and “employes are not to 
be required’ ‘to ‘join company sick and 
death benefit associations. After a per-

hour day. The arbitrator also made a 
glans reduction in the demanded rates 
for overtime.on week days, the change 
being a reduction of one-quarter time 
in the first two hours. 

Leaders of both sides said they. were 
satisfied with the findings. . Ogden 
Armour so expressed himself on behalf 
of the packers and John Fitzpatrick, 
President of the Chicago.

editor of Coal Age, who declared the: 
method.is resulting in dissatisfaction 
on) ‘the. part of miners and idle plants 
for the less favored companies. 

Mr, Parsons hag- just returned from 
Washington, where he talked with Na- 
tional Fuel. Administrator Garfield. He 
also had a conference with Frank J. 
Hayes, President of the Miners’ Union. 
Mr. Parsons says the threatened coal 
miners’ striké in the Central Pennsyl- 
vania. district was talked. over, and he. 
was assured by Dr. Garfield. and Presi- 
dent Hayes that there would be’ no 
strike. Dr. Garfield said..that the 60 
cents increase awarded to the operators 
was not an additional profit, but actu- 
ally the rectification of an éarlier price 
which had been based upon a not too 
thorough investigation. 

**Let us go a step further,’’ Mr. Par- 
sons says in his article on ‘‘ Economic 
Suicide,’’ 
strike at present, the men must be 
happy in their work and the mine own- 
ers prosperous if a maximum produc- 
tion is to..be. attained. The Govern- 
ment: is pursuing an economic policy 
which is certain to defeat the con- 
structive efforts of the Fugl Adminis- 
tration,

The recruiting campaign was beacuin 
shortly before the United Statés entered 
the war. Recruiting was begun in 
earnest on April 1, five days before the 
declaration of War, and one day prior 
to President Wilson's appearance be- 
fore Congress to deliver’ the address 
which resulted in that declaration. The 
regular army then. consisted of 121,797 
enlisted men, and in order to bring it 
to full war strength it was necessary 
to obtain 188,808 additional soldiers for 
all branches of the service. 

So successful have been the efforts of 
the recruiting officers that they have 
more than doubled the number of re- 
cruits which they. started out to get, 
Inchiding the figiires of Friday's énlist- 
ments, the number of recruits obtained 
since April 1 was 398,105. This figure, 
added to the enlisted strength on April 
1, gives a total of 519,902, but this must 
be reduced by about 18,000 due to 
deaths, expifation of enlistments, &c. 

Since the United States entéred the 


war the President has received author- o 


ity to. organize new units and to enlist 
men for them within his discretion. This 
authority has lifted the lid off the prior 
fixed limit, and recruiting officers are 
accepting recruits physically and other- 
wise fit without regard to any set weal 
of ‘strength. 

When the recruiting campaign was eet 
gun on April 1 each State and the Dis- 
trict:of Columbia was allotted a certain 
quota of enlistments baséd on popula- 
tion and prior enlistments. Only eight 
States have failed to complete their 
quotas. Six of them are in the South. 
Vermont is the only Northern State to 
fail, lacking 74 to fill its allotment of 
710 up to yesterday. Wisconsin is the 
only Western State that has not filled 
its quota. It was allotted 4,666 and is 
still shy 38382. 

The other States which have failed to 
fill the allotted quotas are Arkansas, 
allotted 3,148, lacks 7388; Louisiana, al- 
lotted 8,312, lacks 73; Mississippi, al- 
lotted 3,634, lacks 1,933;: North Caro- 
lina, allotted 4,412, lacks 1,469; South 
Carolina, allotted 3,080, laéks, 1,345, and 
Virginia, allotted 4,122, lacks 1,288.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—A compre- 
hensive program for the settlement of 
disputes between ‘labor and capital. by 
the general adoption of which strikes 
ahd lockouts would be averted and pro- 
duction kept at a maximum during the 
period of the war, was submitted today 
te William B.. Wilson, Secretary of 
Labot;-by the War Labor’ Conference, 
whith has been in session here several 
weeks. It-is believed that Mr... Wilson 
will approve the recommendations and 
that the machinery necessary. to cerry 
out: the plan will be created within 
a short time. 

‘One of the most important recom- 
mendations contained -in the report 
places in the hands of an umpire power 
to. make final ‘decisions, from which 
there can be no appeal, when all other 
channels of conciliation have been ex- 
hausted. The umpire is to be selected 
either by the unanimous vote of a Na- 
tional War Labor Board, ‘the creation 
of which is recommended in the report, 
or ‘drawn by lot from. a list of ten 

ns to be nominated by the Presi 
dent of the United States. 

The agreement to accept such. a pro- 
vision received the full approval of the 


fivé representatives of capital and five} 


representatives of organized. labor par- 
ticipating in the conference, the biter 
sélected by. the American, Federation of 
Labor. Should the recommendations 
receive the approval of Secretary Wil- 
son and the President and ‘be put into 
effect it is the general understanding 
that those who refuse to abide by. the 
plan will be looked upon as outlaws 
and’ obstructionists. 

Ex-President William H. Taft and 
Frank P. Walsh, selected respectively

Organized labor ‘agrees to abandon 
any demand for the closed shop.

The complete pro- 
gram proposed is given in ‘this letter 
submitted today to Secretary of Labor 
Wilson:

Despina Dayidowitch Storch, known 
also.as Mme. Nozgier and Countess de 
Beville, who was one of the four sus- 
pected spies taken recently in the Be- 
cre Service net, died yesterday morning 
at Ellis Island of pneumonia, where she 
wes awaiting deportation to France,. 

tt was at first rumored that Mme.. 
Storch had committed suicide, but this 
was ‘denied by. Deputy Immigration In- 
spector Byron H. Uhl. 

With Hligabeth Nix and the Baron de 
Beville and a man, who said he was 
Baron Robert de Clairmont, Mme. 


‘| Storch was arrested, suspected of act- 


ing. with German agents. While she, 
Mme. Nix, and Count de Beyille were 
taken. to Ellis Island after the Presi- 
dent had ordered them deported on the 
suggestion of Chief de Woody, head of 
the Department of Justice Secret Serv- 
jee Bureau, Count Clairmont was al- 
jowed to remain in his apartment, where 
he now is dangerously ill. 

Immigration Inspeetor Uhi said. last 

night; ‘Mme, Storeh contracted a bad 
cold soon after she arrived on Evis 
Island on March 18, and she was Fe- 
moved to the hospital. She made 4 
brave fight for her life and every effort 
was made to save her.

The papers seized when Mme, Storch 
was first taken {nto ecugtody show that 
she had her friends in New York ar- 
ranged in groups, so to speak, one 
group being kept in ignorance of the 
fact that she was equally friendly with 
another. This fact has been sybstan- 
tiated through examination of persons 
representing her various sets of in- 
timates. 

Many of the friends of. Mme. Storch 
were in position to give her importent 
data regarding the munition situation in 
this country, and frem these persons if 
is believed she obtained, by protesting 
her loyalty to France and the Allies, 
much information of value to the enemy. 
This information is said te have been 
transmitted to Berlin through channels 
which are not open to inspection by al- 
lied censors. 

When the United States officials. be- 
gan their investigation of the activities 
of Mme. Storch and her friends several 
| weeks ago, it was necessary to get a 
secret service man into her good graces. 
For this work a young agent was se- 
lected and within a week he wag a boon 
companion of the yeung woman. Both 
Mme. Storch and the Baron dé Bevillé 
are said to have hecome very fond of 
the young American Secret ‘Service man. 
Through the activities of this agent the 
Government listed the usintances of 
Mme. Storch and her leged aceom- 
plices, and kept track of Storeh's 
every movement.

Ten CENTRALPARK 


Unsuitable Terrain Gives Added 
Reason for Abandoning 
Whole Project. 


WOULD HAVE TO BE BLASTED 


Matter to be Decided at Liberty 
yr mien Committee Meeting 
Tomorrew. 


The project for making extensive ex- 
eavations in Central Park for the pur- 
pose of reproducing a front-line trench 
of the Allies in France, may be wholly 
abdantioned whem the »wutject comes. zp 
for consideration again at a meeting 
of the full Liberty Loan Committee on 
Monday. . 

Some members of the committee who 
were willing to have the trench system 
built in Central Park as a publicity de- 
vice are said to be opposed to having a 
controversy annexed. to the publicity 
program, when the third Liberty Loan 
is launched. While no member of the 
committee could’ be found who would 
make a statement yesterday, the prep- 
arations for digging the trenches in 
Central Park were at a standstill, and 
the rumor was persistent among the 
snen who were charged with the actual 
work that there would ‘be no further 
epoliation of Central Park. 

Many of the original indorsers of the 
plan to’ dig the trench system were 
greatly surprised, it was learned, to 
find that the plan was steadily in- 
creasing in unpopularity, and that the 
trench proposal was not only opposed 
by the friends of Centra! Park, but 
that there was a very widespread senti- 
ment that it was an extravagant and 
ill-advised plan to spend $50,000 or more 
on a spectacular publicity device the 
benefits of which would be speculative. 
The number and quality of the letters 
written to THE NEw YORK TIMES on 
the subject were said to have had a 
great deal of weight. 

Thomas C. Desmond, who volunteered 
his sérvices to the Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee, which placed him in charge of 
the construction of the trenches, said 
yesterday that the Sheep Meadow near 
the Sixty-sixth Street gate on the west 
wide had been practically decided upon 
as the site of the trench system, if it 
were to be dug. But the organization 
of men, which was collected to dig the 
trenches, has not yet been put to-work, 
and orders were issued that no actual 
trench digging should be begun until 
Tuesday at the earliest. 

New causes were discovered yesterday 
which. will increasé the delay if the 
trenches are dug. A number of small 
holes, dug over the Sheep Meadow to 
ascertain the depth of the soil, showed 
that the solid rock was so close to the 
surface’ in many places that the ‘trench: 
pystem could not be dug according to 
the plans originally outlined. Various 
modifications have been made neces- 
sary by the character of the ground, 

Several loads of lumber were dumped 
on the Sheep Meadow earlier in the 
week, so as to have all the materials 
ready when the word for the digging 
should be given, but the work of moving 
~mai Ss to the site was Greys yes- 

tong ‘discovery. Si ‘the’ shallowness ‘ot 
the soll in many places caused other 
difficulties, because the system of drain- 
age required by the trenches would 
have to be quite extensive. As heayy 
rains are nurmally quite frequent dur- 
ing the season when the trenches would 
be exhibited, drainage pipes are neces- 
sary for every few feet of each line of 
the complicated trench series, in order 
to prevent the trenches from having 
several inches of mud and slush at the 
bottom as real trenches do, While the 

‘ mud would add to the realism it is ob- 
jectionable because the plan was to al- 
low the public to climb down into the 
trenches and explore them from end to 
end so as to be impressed with the 
actualities of modern warfare. 

After the delays over the selection of 
a site Tuesday is the earliest day on 
which real construction work could be- 
gin, and four days later the campaign 
opens. Mr. Desmond said yesterday 
that, considering the necessity for the 
drainage system and for building special 
listening posts, machine-gun and trench 
mortar emplacements, it might be ten 
days or longer before the trench system 
could. be thrown open to the public. 
‘What*value the spectacle might have in 
accelerating the sale of bonds would 
corisequently be lost for a week at the 
least. e 

The fact that the Sheep Meadow had 


been settled upon as the site and that 
—, time was being wasted in delay 
‘or no acknowledged reason, tended yes- 
terday to confirm the reports that oon 
whole plan was very likely to be dro 
tomorrow when. the full Liberty 
Committee meets. At any rate, it is 
believed to be certain that several in- 
fluential members of the committee de- 
sire to terminate the controversy at once, 
and have the Liberty Loan campaign 
Jaunched, without friction. through inci- 
dental matters, even at the sacrifice of 
the advertising value which some of the 
ublicity advisers of the committee see 
n the Central Park trench s ey 
ose directing the public ity ‘of the 
Liberty bond campaign ea ly have 
ceased to dwell on the Central Park 
tre es as a leading publicity feature, 
indicating that the abandonment of that 
feature would not seriously impair the 
value of their publicity program.

PARIS, March 30.—Mrs. Mary Borden- 
Turner, formerly of Chicago, and Brig. 
Gen. Edward Louis Spiers of the British 
Army, were quietly married here to- 
day. The civil ceremony took place at 
the British Consulate, and the religious 
rites at the French Protestant Church, 
Temple de L’Etoile, in the presence of 
the British and American Ambassadors.

PLEASED WITH PRICE SCALE 


Decision to Continue Quotations for 
the Second Quarter of the Year 
Satisfies Producers.

PITTSBURGH, March. 30.—The iron 
and stéel industry is satisfied with the 
decision reached at. Washington regard- 
ing prices. All steel: prices previously 
set are continued for the second quarter 
of the year, while pig iron is unchanged 
except for reductions of $1 in basic_and 
$1.10 in Béssemer, while all grades of 
ecrap iron upon which prices had been, 
set are reduced $1. The only important 
divergence made from the request of the 
producers is that.the price. schedule is 
continued for three months only instead 
of six or nine months. 

The United States Steel Corporation’s 
announcement of a 15 per cent. wage 
advance, effective April 15, followed the 
official announcement that existing 
steel prices had been continued. After 
April 15 wages in the steel industry will 
be nearly triple those paid in 1898. From 
1899. to 1913, inclusive, there were eight 
general wage advances, with two reduc- 
tions interspersed, the reduced rates 
being paid for short periods only. The 
net increase in the period, on the basis 
of the general rate for common labor 
in the Central West, was 56 per cent. 

Since the war started there have been 
five 10 per cent. advancés, the 15 per 
cent. advance now scheduled being in ad- 
dition. The 10 per cent. advances went 
into effect Feb. 1, May 1, and Oct. 1, 


1916, and May 1 and Oct. 1, 1917. The 
six ‘advances, computed precisely, total 
8 per cent., making the new scale, ac- 
cording to a strict, goenputa ten, En Fa 
cent. above the rate in 1898.

WAR FINANGE BILL. 


Conferses Agree On $3,000,- |

Various’ Changes Made in Operating 
Features of the Measure— 
May Pass This Week.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Ser- 
ate and House conferees on the War 
Finance Corporation bill reached an 
agreement today upon essential features 
that had been in dispute for ten days, and 
the revised measure will be reported to 
both houses of Congress early next 
week. 

One.of the chief changes made in the 
bill was to increase. the total of money 
authorized to be advanced to corpora- 
tions and firms to $3,000,000,000, instead 
of $2,000,000,000, as fixed by the House. 
In the original bill as it passed the Sen- 
ate the amount had been put at $4,000,- 

The House amendment providing for 
seven members of the Capital Issues 
Committee—which is to pass upon all 
advances—instead of five, as fixed by 
the Senate, was accepted. All are to be 
appointed by the President, with the 
consent of the Senate, the conferees 
thus retaining the provision’ that was 
put in by the Senate to keep the ap- 
pointive power out of the hands of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The House proviso that not more than 
four members of the Capital Issues 
Committee should be of the same podlit- 


ical faith was rejected by the conferees 
and eliminated from the bill. 

Various changes were made in the 
operative features of the bill. One of 
these was the ce of the e 
gate of the direct loang that oe 
Finance Co ration may make to 
and corporations.. The House tinea the the 
limit at 16 2-3 per cent. of the corpora- 
tion’s paid-in capital stock, together 
with bonds outstanding at the time of 
the loan. The conferees reduced is 
to 12 per cent. Under the agreement 
the War Finance Corporation would be 
enabled to loan up to:12 per cent. of 
$3,500,000,000, the aggregate of capital 
stock and bond authorisation. This re- 
striction applies only to direct loans. 

Another change, which will work to 
the advantage of corporations and firms 
seeking advances, through direct loans, 
was an agreement to provide that 
‘* adequate security ” be accepted by the 
corporation instead of insisting upon 
collateral security. The House voted 
that borrowers from the corporation 
direct be obliged te put up 133 per cent. 
of security. he conferees reduced this 
to 125 per cent., besides removing. the 
gen for putting up oearenst The 
125 per cent. proviso, we exp aes. 
will not affect ehronies. hey wil 
obliged to offer ‘ adequa uate Be Fe 
but the conferees. felt that further re- 
striction would be unnecessary, with 
the roads Onder Government coptrol. 

A Housé provision that gave the con- 
ferees much trouble was one forbiddin 
the Federal Reserve Banks to discoun 
paper of any firms or corporations until 

hey had exhausted a eligible paper. 
This, the Cocresery ¢ the Treasury 
maintained, would hinder the banks in 
the speedy aid contemplated under the 
bill. The conferees agreed to eliminate 
it. The Federal — es as 
bill now. stands,

THE LIBERTY LOAN BILL. 
Mr. Kircnim, introducing the third 
Liberty Loan bill, said that he thought 
ho more debate or delay would be nec-- 
essary than: was sufficient simply to 
_ explain it. Certainly no obstacle will 
be put in the way of the bill outside 
of. Congress, .and Secretary MCADOoo 
fas done about all of the explanation 
which the country, at least, requires. 
The withholding of the privilege of 
conversion inte later bonlis is a recog- 
dition of the increasing burden: of that 
privilege, and the incréase of rate by 
one-fourth of #° per’ cent., to 4% per 
cent., may be ire ded as the price 
paid for that Cancellation. In this re- 
spect the 3% per deiits bre privileged. 
The tax exeinption and cotiversion 
priviléfes givefi them by law were 
@otiverted into contract rights when 
the Treasury accepted the price paid, 
and their privileges cannot be taken 
away. That sives those bonds & scar- 
ity value, for sentiment is strong 
against creating any more tax éxempt 
bonds, except as regards estate and 
‘mheritance taxes, including the new 
privilege of paying such taxes in: Lib- 
_ erty bonds if such bonds shall have 
been owned for six months before 
@eath. The 8s are now selling above 
the bonds bearing a higher rate of in- 
terest, ‘And it would not be stirprising 
if they should sell up to a premium 
taking good the loss of interest by 

‘their lower rate. 

Cofiversions of eatiier into later 
bonds, it is provided, shall hereafter 
be regarded as made. on an interest 
date, 86 that adjtistments of interest 
ttiky be avoided. The s6-called sink- 
ing fund, or rather stabilization fund, 
ie borrowed apparently from the Brit- 
ish precedent. Five per cent. per 
year is. allowed, calculating upon the 
total of all converted bonds. Until 
tie conversions are made the total 
cannot be known, but the sinking 
fuhd may approach a haif billion dol- 
late.

The securities, bonds or cer- 
tificates, atithorized by the law, may 
be issued in foreign moneys at the 
par fixed for exchange ptirposes by 
the Director of. the Mint, but the 
bends are not to be issued both in 
dollars. and foreigit moneys. The 
proceeds of such isstiés miay be de- 
posited in foreign banking institu- 
Hots. ‘The payment of Government 
bbligations abroad is an obvious use 
for such issues, afid it is not impos- 
sible that they also might be used for 
purposes of commercial exchange, at 
feast on Gévernment account.

MAGYAR LAND. 

Using the breathing space obliging- 
ly provided by the Bolsheviki, 
Magyar statesmen ate doing their 
best to harmotiige the name given to 
their country in their own tongue 
With the fact of a State in which a 
central Magyar .mihotity is keeping 
an unsteady domination over a ring 
of suppressed mitior’ nationalities. 
The Slovaks in the north, the Ru- 
manians in the southeast, the Jugo- 
slavs in the southwest, have giver 
the Magyars: much trotible in the 
past and will give them more in the 
future except in the event of an 
overwhelming German victory. What 
the Magyar ‘leaders think are. the 
chances of winnifig such a victory we 
do not know; but ‘at least they are 
jdsing nétime in getting ad mtich 
Ye possible accomplished before the 
peace conference forces them to what 
may very well be an inconvenient 
reckoning. = 

The subject peoples He, generally 
speaking, on the borders of the 
Magyar territory,.ahd the measures 
now being‘ put into force by the Hun- 
garian Governmeijt are Workfis from 
the very frontiers inward. | Tt 'seems 
to bé thé purpose to put, a thoroughly 
Magyarized strip: between “the Serbs 
and Rumanians afd their respective 
unredeemed proviticés, between thé 
Blovaks and kindred Slav. peoples, 
And then work inward as there is 
leisufe to do 86. As a Deputy of the 
Government coalition said in the Par- 
liamént about a morth ago: “ Where 
the nationalities live we must create 
new, modern marches,” maréhes mod- 
éled ori the Ostmark against the 
Hungarians which bééame Atistria, 
on the Mark of Brandenburg against 
the Baltic Slavs which hecame 
Prussia. 

The present activities are most 
efiérgetic ih Transylvania, momen- 
tarily redeemed by the Rumanians 
only eighteen’ months ago, and: still,. 
apparently, cherishing recollections 
of its few brief weeks of reunion with 
the rest of the race. Abolition of the 
Rumanian culture, which has been 
allowed a Bare existence heretofore, 
forcible expropriation, forcible prose- 
lytizing, abolition of local self-gov- 
ernment, and the substitution of a 
eéenitralized, hence a ‘‘ safe,” admin- 
istration—these aré the eleménts in 
the program, atcording to the state- 
ments of Hungarian Ministers them- 
selves. : - 

Cotint APponri, Minister 6f Educa- 
tion, says: ‘‘ My aim is td strengthen 
“everywhere the national Magyar 
“ State. I have begun by multiplying 
“thé State. schools to place a barrier 
‘along the frontier.” This is ampli- 
fied by another official of his de- 
partment, who explains: “In ail the 
‘frontier counties instruction must 
“be based on a Magyar education, 
“beyond reproach from the point of 
“view of loyalty.” This establish- 
ment of néw schools is to be aided by 
fepréssion, of apg nian educational 
activities. 

A Greek Catholic Bishopric of Mag- 
yar nationality, alréady established be- 
fore the war, is to. be the model for 
many more, and quotations from Hun- 
garldn newspapers. cite unctuous’ offi- 
tial observations as. to the eagerness 
of the loyal Rumanian-spéakinge popu- 
lation to become affiliated with this 
handmade organ of the State. But 
apparently care is to be taken that no 
more than is necessary of this popula- 
tion is to be left in ita old séata; “ the 
soll of these threatened districts,” says

But a writer in the New Europé who 
has analyzed the provisions of the new 
bill declares that it assures to the 
Magyats 62.6 per cent.; to the Ger- 
mans 12.5 per cent., and to the sup- 
pressed nationalities only 24.9 per 
cent. ofthe total electorate. He quotes 
the Minister of Suffrage as defending 
his policy in Parliament with a state-: 
ment that even if universal suffrage 
is adopted the reapportionment will 
give to the Rumanians of Transyl- 
vania, some 55 per cent. of the popu- 
lation of that region by the most 
Magyarized statistics, only four of 
the sixty-four parliamentary seats, 
and two of thése aré a bit doubtful. 
,8So it goes in the land of Louis Kos- 
sUTH, who received more support in 
America than has been accorded to 
representatives of most other sup- 
pressed nationalities, and who in-his 
own time managed to combine a fight 
against the Hapsburgs with a very 
active é6ffort-to Magyarize non-Mag- 
yars in Hungarian territory.

THE COLLEGE GIRL WITH THE HOE 

Considering that @_ college girl, if 
she is a nofmal young woman, never 
torgetd her complexion, there is some- 
thing heroic about thé act of the fifty- 
four Mount Holyoke students who 
have vVolktinteéered to work on fatms 
this Stimmer, all through the caloric 
intensities of July and th8 wilting dog 
days of August. They must be dis- 
tinguished from the 320 other girls 
whose enthusiasm was limited to rak- 
ing, lawn-mower propulsion, and 
seeding in the Spring on the college 
fatm. Which aré the more ardent, 
the more self-sacrificing, patriots is 
not a matter for speculation. How- 
ever, it must bé explained that of 
the- 820 Spring volunteers 148 were 
willing to cultivate the village farms, 
concerning the definition of which 
oné is not quite certain. Several hun- 
dfed of the Mount Holyokers have 
not yet filled in the questionnaire 
which President WooLLny submitted 
to them with the following appeal: 

The college farm is a training camp 
for young Women just as military 
camps are training camps for young 
meh. Considet your work dn the 
fatm this Stmmer as a step similar 
to that of the enlistment of your 
brothets. It is @ Work not for the 
college, but for the country. 

Spring work on the college farm at 
Mount Holyoke begins on a* minor 
sealé that makes no rude demand on 
the muscular energies. The “ farm- 
érettes "—a title in which there is just 
a trace of levity, although it is com- 
ing into common use—are asked only 
to plant seeds in the greenhouse. 
During the Summer thirty acres will 
be cultivated outdoors. ‘We suspect 
that hired men with calloused hands 
will do thé plowing, and that the 
young ladies will try to.do the rest 
tinder the instruction of Dr. WooLLEy 
and assistants. A canning plant is to 
be installed, and here the volunteers 
will be in their element and in the 
Shade. They agree that there is such 
a thing as being too bucolic. Vassar 
seems to be running neck and neck 
with Moufit* Holyoke, for at Pough- 
keepsie 150 girls have “ signed” for 
Spring work on the campus and inh 
the college gardens, while as many 
more will forego their vacations to 
hélp till the Vassar farm of 1,000 
acres during the Summer, receiving 
current farm wages. 

Some of the hints about farm work 
which the college girls are receiving 
from their men folk border on the 
patronizing. Thus the girls are bid- 
deh not to forget that automatic 
toiler thé fatmer’s wife, but to share 
her burden by putting on the coffee- 
pot at break.of day, turning the slug- 
gish flapjack, bojling the new-laid 
efes (imagine such extravagance 
when, eggs are fifty to seventy-five | ;. 
cents & dozen!) and churning butter 


by the hour, not to speak of frying f 


doughnuts, pééling the potatoes, split- 





ting wood, feeding the pigs and hens, 


kitchen; in fact, it might be more of 
an ordeat for her to boil an ess hx ee 
to ‘tend a potato’ patch. 

A’ mistake will be made if the watt 
to. which the college girls are invited 
is ‘not graded into at least light farm- 
ing and the réal thing, to which Ham- 

LIN ‘GARLAND has applied the methods 
of Zora, “Light farming might 'be 
‘Gefined as helping in agriculture with- 
out destroying ‘the illusions of youth 
or. prematurely ageing the novice 
The occupation of. ‘Maud Muller would 
be light farming; any college girl can 
rake a meadow sweet with hay, and 
perhaps the ‘Judge would ' not: get 
away. Riding a horse to pasture 
would come under the head of Nght 
farming; also, driving anything on 
wheels; going down to the spring 
with the crock of butter;’ picking 
lilacs for thé parlor . vase; giving 
Rover a bath, although this is rarely 
done on the farm; selling fruit and 
vegetables, particularly sweet corn, 
to Summer cottagers; shelling peas 
and beans and paring apples under 
the gnarled apple tree; putting, up 
the hired man’s luncheon and mixing 
his hayfield drink. All these occu- 
pations are essential to life on the 
farm, and the importance of them is 
by no: means to be underrated. 

For heavy farming many robust 
young women in the colleges qualify. 
They can pitch hay, and in most of 
the arts of husbandry they should be 
man’s‘peer. They can drive an auto- 
mobile, handle a horse with miore 
sympathy and. understanding, scatter 
seed with an eye-as sure, and guide 
the rake and tedder as stolidly. If 
their war patriotism takes the form 
of helping on the farm, instead of 
knitting socks for soldiers, they will 
“carry on” heroically. The hand of 
encouragement should be held out to 
them. But, for the less substantial 
and resolute sister light farming must 
be recommended. The orthodox and 
realistic toil of the field she is not 
fitted for, and she must forever ban- 
ish the dream of marrying a farmer.

When the Colonel was President the great 
increase in foreign haval construction began. 
In 1907 Germany taid down four dread- 
noughte, in 1908 four, and, continuing this 
policy, Germany fofced the United States 
Navy into third place, because in these yeafs 
our navy was restricted. to the two ship a 
year program. 

The Colonél has ‘‘ pointed with pride” to 
his message in 1908 asking for four battle- 
ships, but, although at that¢imeée he had un- 
précedented- control of - -Corfgress, there was 
no application of the big btick, and his Ad- 
ministration Was, doutented. with the restrict- 
ead program for our navy, passing this pdlicy 
on to his successor. In fact, so imbued. was 
the Colonel with the two-ship-a-yéar idéa 
that in his hand-picked Progressive platform 
of 1912 there was the. following: ‘And as 
the hest means of preserving peacé, we pledge 
ourselves to maintain for the present the 
policy of building two battleships @ yeaf.”’ 

Consequently the Colonel holdé” thé +tecord 
of not only allowing our navy=to fall buck 
tnto third place, but of announcing. his. in-. 
tention of keeping it pene ih aos sme bast, 
means of preserving peace.’

AMENDMENT VOTES. 


A Supreme Court Decision on Ar- 
ticle V. Suggested. 


To the Dditor of The.New York Times: 

In a letter published in THs Times on 
March 16 the writer discussed the Con- 
stitutional provisions of Article Vv.” tor 
the proposal of amendments to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, and stated that, ‘‘ not 
having access to the files of the Con- 
gressional Record,” he did not know 
whether any of the amendments to the 
Constitution now in force were proposed 
by Congress by less than two-thirds of 
the whole number; that ‘is, by less than 
two-thirds of each house. In a letter 
by .Francis W. Coker, . published, in 
THe Times on March 23, the votes on 
most of the amendmenttts now in: force 
were tabulated and reférence given to 
the pages of the various Congressional 
publications wherein vox votés wére 
recorded. 

The facts thus enumeratea are of 
value only as disclosing the duration of 
timé in. which the “ legislative interpre- 
tation ” that ‘‘ two-thirds of the House ”’ 
and ‘‘ two-thirds of the members prés- 
ent ’! are synonymous, has existe@, and 
the extent of the activities of Congress 
based onseuch legislative 

As the function. of Congress ‘under 
Article. V...is solely to propose amend- 
ments,. and the, function of the State 
Legislatures . thereunder is ,to. ratify 
them, it is’ not to be inferréd that an 
amefidment itiproperly ptopésed by 
Congress may not be properly approved 
by the State Legislatures, and when so 
approved by thrée-fourths of all the 
Statés may not become a part ofthe 
Constitution, .and it could be argued 
with much reason and plausibility that 
were the United States’ Supreme Court 
to pass upon ‘the quéstion it would 
hold that any State having adopted 
such an amendment would be estopped 
to deny its validity for lack of proper 


-, proposal by Congress, and that having 


been properly adopted by thrée-fourthd 
of all the States, the improper proposal 
had been cured; that the proper ap- 
proval was the important thing. _ 

Of course, no interpretation by Con- 
gress of the meaning of the terms used 
in the Constitution is binding on the 
United States Supreme Court, or ousts 
it of jurisdiction. : 

It seems cértain that while the pro- 
posed prohibition améndmént is being 
considered by the various State Legis- 
latures, and before it has beén approved 
by three-fourths of the States, the va- 
lidity of the proposal thereof by Con- 
gress catt bé tested in the Supreme Court 
by a proper action. 

The Staté of Rhode Island: having re- 
jected thé prohibition améndment (as 
the writer is informed) could bring. an, 
action in the Supreme Court as provided 
by. Artidle -III., Section 2, against the 
Clerk ‘of the House of Représentatives 
and the Clerk of the United States Sen- 
ate, askifig for an order severally en- 
joining them from. certifying to the 
Legisldtures of the séveral States that 


been proposed by the Congress as pro- 
vided by. Article V., ahd also for an or- 
der directing said clerks, in case such 
eertificate Had already been sent, to 
forthwith rescind such notification as 
having been made undef.a mistake of 
fact, and that no such amendment had 
beén proposed. 

New York State could do the same—in 
fact, any State not having as yet ap- 
proved the proposed amendment could 
bring such an action; and the matter 
could be brought on for decision by the 
Supremé Couft,

some personal matter that was perplex- 
ing or worrying them. 

“For instance, a mother notified the 
Director at Camp Meade that she feared 
her son was_ill. He was found in the 
hospital. sick with pneumonia. A’ mes- 
sage was sent to the mother, and for the 
seven successive days during which the 
lad hovered between life and death, she 
was kept notified of his condition. 

** The seventh day. the wire read:,‘ Joe 
has passed the crisis and will get well.’ 
Later, another telegram was sent: ‘ Joe 
still improving. Will-be out in a few 
days.” You can imagine: the comfort 
this attention brought to the heart and 
mind of the distracted mother. 

Adjust Claim for Damages. 

** A soldier’s little daughter met with 
an automobile accident. There was no 
one to take legal action in the case. 
Through the services of the Field Direc- 
tor, to whose attention the matter was 
brought, the man got damages, and it 
didn’t cost him a cent. A lawyer might 
have suggested, ‘T’ll go 50-50 with you.’ 
The American Red Cross ‘said, ‘I’ll 
gladly render you this ‘service free of 
charge.’ 

“The family of.,a Brooklyn soldier 


, was about to be dispossessed. The man 


notified the Field Director at Camp 
Devens, who sent a Red Cross represen-

RED CROSS WORKERS SAFE. 


Had Complete Organization for Aid- 
ing Refugees from German Drive. 


Whether American Red Cross workers 
who were on duty in the devastated sec- 
tions of Northern France were caught 
in the German drive and what aid thése 
during the last ten days is the subject 
workers. were able to tender.the Allies 
of.a statement: issued by the New York 
County Chapter of the Red Cross yes- 


terday. The ‘statement was prepared 
by Paul U. Kellogg of the Executive 
Committee of the chapter, who has -re- 
cently age ag a from France. 

ile*thé’ Work of repair and crop 
planting has been wrecked, so far as 
the battle zone fell back,” Mr. Kellogg 
Says, “‘ unquestionably the French have 
brought the civilian population to safety, 
Reports* which, have, come in recent 
months from. behind the German. lines 
as to the abuse of French civilians have 
been %of' a sort which would lead them 
to bend every effort to get the civilians 
out: As early as last January, the Red 
Cross in Paris had batteries df camions 
stocked with blankets, medicines, food, 
to rush to, any point on the battlefront, 
where a new stream of ‘refugees might 
originate. Interdepartment plans had 
been -worked out so that the whole 
‘transportation service of the Red Cross, 
the. ,stores in its regional warehouses 
and at Paris and its staff resources 
could be brought to bear at once. . More- 
over, beginning last December, the Red 
Cross Bureau of Refugees, on invitation 
of the French Government, had under- 
taken to organize work of placin 
repatries coming: from’ Switzerland an 
Evian to take up life as fugitives’in the 
towns and villages of France. ‘The staff 
engaged in this work of placement would 
be’ available at the.distritution end of 
the stream of refugees; just.as the 
Bureau of. Reconstruction and Relief, 
with its warehoyses, motors, and dis- 
trict’ agents, would function at the 
source.

Some of. the larger ootameretal and 
manyfacturing enterprises in the coun- 
try will°make temorrow .a holiday, so 
that every workman may get his gar- 
den started. without, the loss-of a day’s 
wages. As an extra incentive, . some 
large employers have engaged tractors 
to go from plot to plot to do free plow- 
ing for their°men. “ This, War Garden 
holiday has been recommended by the 
Food Garden Commission in Washing- 
ton on: the. theory ‘that .a- man once 
started in a garden will not ve it 
up; that either. self-interest, de 
the scorn of his neighbors wiil eep ‘him 
at his task till the game is won. 

As to whether war gardening is a 
paying national asset, there is no differ- 
ence of opinion. Every agency of the 
Government and every private enter- 
prise that has been organized to help 
toward victory and combat war. weari- 
ness and inertia has given its full ap- 
proval. Herbert C. Hoover has said 
that every meal raised in a home gar- 
den means just one more ration for a 
soldier or for a noncombatant who 
must be fed.abroad. The War Savings 
Stamp sellers tell of home gardeners 
who have given. pledges to turn in for 
thrift stamps from day to day through- 
out the season the money ‘ordinarily de- 
voted to table vegetables. Director 
General "McAdoo of Railroads gives the/}’ 
war garden his: blessing withthe state~ 
ment that over: pound of food praquoes 
free on board the “back door will reléase 
rolling stock to haul a pound of muni- 
tions for the armies in -France,: and 
with millions of war gardeners produc- 
ing ‘billions of pounds of food the 
aggregate saving to _ transportation 
energy is well worthy of consideration. 
Dr. Garfield. has said that the necessity 
for hauling food long distances to cities, 
which might have been produced in war 
gardens and stored on home premises, 
was-one of the large factors in. delay- 
ing coal transportation in the frigid days 
of last Winter.. Promoters ‘of prepared- 
ness rank the hoe almost with the gun, 
and . put’ the_ fertilizer bag on . the 
pedestal with the high explosive shel). 
In the Army Quartermaster Department,

From the comparative obscurity of 
his ranch in Bliss, Okla., to the cyno- 
sure of all_eyes‘in the pugilistic world 
within the short space of a few days 
is the experience of .Colonel Joseph.Car- 
son Miller, the wealthy Oklahoma 
ranchman who is promoting the pro- 
posed world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship boxing contest between Jess Wil- 
lard and Fred Fulton. As if to add to 
the experience, which he enjoys im- 
mensely, Colonel Miller ascribes the 
‘whole sitiiation to an unexpected meet- 
ing with the champion. 

‘The Oklahoman during his few. days’ 
stay in this city ‘has proved that he is 
a typical Westerner. .He has all the 
traditional characteristics accredited in 
fiction and mind pictures to the inhab- 
itarits of the so-called ‘‘ wild and 
woolly.’’ 
up is the absence of the proverbial six- 
shooter. 

Colonel Miller was born in Crab 
Orchard, a, little known, place just out- 
side of Lexington, Ky., but at an early, 
age he shifted his scene of operations 
to the broad confities of Oklahoma, and 
‘lit- 4% there that he: accomplished most 
of his success. He is about fifty years 
old, judging -from his appearance—he 
hasn’t yet divulged bis age—and is in 
his every movement the Western plains- 
man personified. He has a breezy, good- 
natured disposition, and in, his gait, 
when he walks; he betrays that he has 
been accustomed to out-or-door living. 
He parades about in a wide, gray som- 
brero, which is as much a part of the 
Westerner as are cowboys in any Wild 
West show under a tent.

TOBE COMPULSORY 


Commandants, Now. Regard 
Sports as Most Important 
saad of Military Training. | 


* athletics has. practically hecome com- 
pulsory at the army training camps, for 
the. wonderful progress the- new soldiers 
have made because of proper physical 
training has swept aside all objections 
which. Some of the old-fgshioned army 
officials have had against siving up so 
much time to sports. 

The Y. M. C, A., which is supervising 
the athletic activities in the camps -for 
the Government, announced yesterday

that there had been another. urgent ‘call 


from France. for. more baseball equip- 


ment. The cable waS as follows: ‘‘ Sup- 
ply exhausted of firstbase mitts, masks, 
eatchers’ mitts, fielders’ _ gloves, and 
rules supply low. Spring supplies should 
be’ rushed, as rapidly as possible on dif- 
ferent ships. Increase of athletic goods 
essential. Unexpected needs at fronts re- 
quire a Jarge increase.’ 

Dr. George. L, Fisher of the Y. M. C: 
A. physical department: said yesterday 
that he had just received a report from a 
representative in one of the Wesiern 
camps in which the camp Commandant 
said: ‘‘ From now on athletics is com- 
pulsory ih this camp. What I saw in 
concentration camps of France con- 
vineés me that the best preparation we 


can give our men for the military 
problems, they: must solve in © the 
trenches of° the ‘western front, is a 
plentiful cupply. of play,/ athletics prop- 
erly supervised, so that in a gathering 
of s0 many thousand virile young 
Americaris all may receive equal bene- 
ts.” 


While the Y, M. C. A. has already 
sent over much athletic equipment, 
there is still Oreeut need for more, and 
the call for athletic pastimes among the 
soldiers has never been so general as at 
the present. time. 

here is one camp in the United 
States,” said Dr. Fisher, ‘‘ where there 
were 400 basket ball teams in rourteen 
leagues and wheré 20;600 men play the 
game at least an hour-every day. With 
so many men engaged in sport a re- 
vision of the system of athletic recrea- 
tion has become necessary. ..

A report from a camp in France 
showed that,one athletic director has 
been successful in turning an entire regi- 
ment into one great track team. 

‘These men know how to play. now,;’’ 
said Dr. Fisher. ‘At least 70 per .cent. 
of them had no idea where to begin 
when they. were sent to the training 
camps. So war has done what the most 
prominent advocates.of physica! training 
and scientific play have faiied to do. 
It has made, the young men of America 
nearly’ 100 per cent. interested in ath- 
letics as active participants, 

‘Those: boys who are sending for 
mitts and gloves aren’t soing to.give 
up playing ball when they come home.

Walter Camp Plans to Make Lessons 
Compulsory for Sailors. 
NEW HAVEN, 'Conn., March. 30.— 


‘Every sailor in the various training 


stations throughout ‘the country is to 
be taught to Swim as a military re- 
quirement, according \ to plans an- 
nounced today by Walter Camp, General 
Director of Navy Athletics of the Navy 


Department Commission on Training 
Camp; Activities. 

In a survey of the teeintine stations 

Director Camp. has, foynd that almost 

per: cent: of embryo sailors are un- 
able to swim. - T condition, he says, 
although alarmi is easily explained 
inasmuch as most of the men have 
had little opportunity in this direction, 
as they. have come from communities. 
and .cities. where. facilities for aquatic 
sports are not available, 

Two methods are being employed in 
the naval stations in teaching the sail- 
ors to swim. One is in the water, the 
natural way, and the other is-on dry 
land..-To-a novice the idéa of a man

SHERIDAN LAID TO REST. 


Body of Noted Athlete Burned in 
Calvary Cemetery. 


The body of the late. Martin J. 
Sheridan, the greatest all-around 
athlete this country has ever known, 
was laid to rest yesterday in Calvary 
Cémetery after simple services. had 
been held ‘over the body at St. Vin- 
cent Ferrer’s Roman Catholic Church, 


thronged about the streets over which 
the funeral procession passed on the 
way ffom Sheridan's late home, 722 
Lexington Avenue, to the church, but 
the funeral itself was of riconspicuous 
character, in keeping with -the per- 
sonality of the former Olympic cham- 
pion during his life. 

A police éscort of thirty of his com- 
rades of the department to which he 
had -been attached for the. past twelve 
years accompanied the procession. 
Others in the procession wére promi- 
nent followers. of athletic competi- 
tions, officials. of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union and local. clubs and men 
and women friends and admirers of 
the once great athlete, who had 
known him as an athlete and. detec- 
tive. At the church seventy-five po- 
licemen and fifty firemen stood at at- 
tention in the street until the casket 
was placed on the catafalque.

SHERIDAN RULED IN SPORTS.; 


Former World’s fs Champion Unbeaten 
for Ten Years. 


Through bis performances in amateur 
athletics: over a period of ten years Mar- 
tin’ J. Sheridan, .who was buried in Cal- 
vary Cemetery yesterday, earned & 
world-wide reputation. 

Sheridan's public life began almost 
with his initial athletic competition iri 
1901, and froin that time, whén he was 
a decidedly raw athlete, until his recent 
death, the reputation of the big Trish 
athlete incréased with each succeeding 
year. His life, after 1911, when He re- 
tired from athletic ‘competition, was 
spent in comparative quiet: He followed 
his profession of detective attached to 
the local bureau with the same zeal and 
zest which had marked his efforts on 
the athletic field. He was appointed to 
the force carly in 1906, and his record 
as a detective was unblemished. At the 
time of his death he was a first-grade 
detective sergeant and was in line for 
promotion. 

Sheridan was’ without question the 
greatest all-around athlete this country 
has ever known. Athletic officials, and 
authorities on sport have givefi,to the 
departed athlete this honor ungrudging- 
ly, and in their calculations they have 
not overlooked the perfornfances-of the 
latter-day athletes, Jim Thorpe and 
Fred Thomson. ‘The point is friade that 
Sheridan, while in his athletic’ career, 
accomplished his championship and rec- 
ord-breaking feats with less competition 


than was furnished later when Thorpe 
and Thomson were earning their laurels. 

Four times he was crowned Olympic 
King, and on eleven occasions he won 
national honors, not to-mention numer- 
ous association and district ‘champion- 
ship titles which he won in methodical 
regularity. He was a capable all-around 
athlete ane, three times was all-around 
champion of the country, but his great- 
est a any wee af displayed in-hurling the 
discus n 8.Ccompetiton he created 
a record Ae betteren the initial mark 
ih six suéceeding instances, 

When 16 yéars old Sheridan came to 
this <ountry.. He was born in Bohola,: 
County Mayo; Ireland, in 1 
father had been a great ‘uthtete ‘mn “the 
old country, but artin delayed ‘ dis- 
playing his athletic talent antil he came. 
to the United States. He engaged in 
his first competition in 1901 and, as_& 
member of the Pastime Athletic cub, 
won a handicap discus throw at Celtic 
Park. The second time hé competed in 
this event Sheridan again was victor- 
ious, and in his third competitive ap~- 
pearance. he created a new world’s dis-. 
cus throwing reeord.. This was at Pat- 
erson, N. J., when he: hurled the Greek 
missile a distance of 120 feet 2 2 inches, 
‘bettering by almost two :fe 
of John, Flanagan. From 
Sheridan’s careér was marked-with one 
sons string of victories and record- 

ing performances. In each succeed- 
ing year up to 1905 Sheridan bettered his 
discus mark, but several of his bad ah 33 
ances were disallowed by the A. A. U. 
because of protests. 

in Sheridan won his first all- 
eround diasoplonaht p, when, in_ the 
games held at Boston, he was placed 
in yt be? event on the RISE, earn- 
ing, incidentally, seven firsts. His feat 
waa the greatest in the history of ath- 
letics up to that time, but later he im- 
proved on this himself. 1In,1907 and 1900 
the Irish-American A. C. star was again 
the all-around champion. In 1906 Sher- 
idan achieved his greatest athletic glory. 
In this year he earned two world’s 
championships at thé Olympic games in 
Athens and was second in three other 
events, His total.number of points ond 
America was fiineteen, and this fi 
still stands as the greatest individua ef: 
fort of an American contender in Olym- 
pic competitions. His last national dis- 
cus throwing championship title was 
won in 1911, gnd subsequently he re- 
tired from athletics. In 1904, at St. 
Louis, and 1908 at London Sheridan also 
won Olympic fame as a discus thrower. 

In his later life Sheridan.never really 
broke away from the athletie sport. He 
was active as an 
athletes, in the capacity of aiding in 
the promotion of various athletic meets, 
and always ey in sport quietly, 
for his own ponet it, as he. often. ex- 
pressed it. Four years’ he insti- 
pr age the first Bet of athlotic games in

Teachers College to ene tw Aid Movement 
for Patriotic Services in Schoois. 


Preparations for the national move- 
ment to organize for- patriotic services 
the 750,000 school teachers and the 22,- 
(000,000. pupils of the United States are 
to begin Wednesday at Teachers College, 
Columbia University,. according to an 
angjouncement made yesterday. This 
campaign has as its motto: “ Every com- 
muwhity a little democracy ; every schogi- 
house a community. capitol.’’ It. is —. 
ported by the United States Bureau of 
Education and the Council of National 
Defense, and the indorsement of Presi- 
dent Wilson, who has said: 

‘*It will, I believe, result, when thor- 
oughiy carried out, in welding the na- 
tion together as no nation of’great size 
has ever been welded béfore. It “will 
build up from the bottom an understand- 
ing and sympathy and unity of purpose 
and effort which will, no doubt, have 
an immediate and decisive effect upon 
our great undertaking.” 

Through the community centré the 
Bureau of Education hopes to reach 
every home in the country. The centre 
will be built around the schoojhouse, 
where the children. will be taught to 
help the Government win the war, and 
will render patriotic service by provid- 
ing recreation and entertainment for 
soldiers, by aiding the Red Cross, by 
teaching boys to give intelligent and 
efficient help on the farms, and by see- 
ing that labor ae eg for the protec- 
tion of women and child workers is en- 
forced. Evéry community will be taught 


to make itself as nearly self-supporting 
as wa ao through the conservation of

SEES LACK OFCULTURE HERE 
Dr. Sapir Says “Mechanical inven: 


tions Have Destroyed Originality. 


Americans, perhaps more than any 
other nationality, are. sadly lacking 
in culture, because the introduction 
of mechanical inventions has de- 
stroyed their originality and re- 
sourcefulness, Dr. Edward Sapir, 
Chief of the Division of Anthropology | p 
of the Geological Survey of’ Canada, 
said last night in a lecture on “Cul- 
ture” before the Institute of Arts 
and Sciences of Columbia University. 


“It is in America, perhaps ‘more’ 


than ih any other part: of the world,” 
said Dr. Sapir, “that the unsatisfac- 
tory nature of a geographically wide- 
spread culture, of little dépth or in- 
dividuality to begin with, is painfully 
manifest. To find substantially the 
same cultural manifestations, mate- 
rial and spiritual, often indeed to the 
minutest details, in New York and 
Chicago and San Francisco, is sad- 
dening: It argues a shallowness in 
the culture itself and a readiness to 
imitation in its bearers that is far 
from reassuring.

A Jenny gown imported for this sea- 
#on is made of amethyst heavily woven 
jersey cloth in silk. Its sleeves, cut 
originally to fit the arm, are slit on the 
outside from wrist to elbow, button- 
holed about the ¢cdges—which are in this 
way left free—with yarn of the same 
shade and then allowed to show the 
chiffon sleeve of a violet underblouse 
peeping out through the opening. For 
the rest of the costume the straight-cut 
coat is buttonholed all around the open- 
ing at the front, here again showing the 
violet underblouse as an under layer. 

Sleeves are véfy apt to emerge from 
the waistline instead of confining them- 
selves to any restricting armhole., In this 
event they are cut square, and allowed 
to fall as they will about the arm, not 
being overloaded with cuffs. A gown 
with this sort of sleeve was made from 
a blue and white spotted foulard, the 
only relief in the way of trimming being 
crépe chiffon in the same shade of blue 
introduced as a part of the drooping 
sleeves, and constituting two narrow 
panels on either side of the front in a 
line from the neck to the upper iach 
of the kem of the gown.

DIRE NEED 
ARE AT OUR OWN DOORS 





T has been said often of late that in 
] an effort to help relieve suffering in 
Europe this country has been forget- 
ting its own charities. A visit to the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children last week brought out justifi- 
cation for the theory. The society needs 
more help than it has been getting. 
The little children and older girls were 
gathered on the roof when the visitor 
arrived. There were, perhaps, thirty of 
them, in all sorts of conditions, some 
from homes, so-called; others from off 
the streets and alleys. They were a 
forlorn Jot. The one happy thing about 
them was the fact that they did not ap- 
preciate their own plight and could 
smile in the face of it. Their clothes 
were in many instances too large for 
them. Little bodies were hidden in 
great drab-colored sweaters. The 
sleeves dangled and flopped. Occasion- 
ally & more ambitious youngster in the 
lot would’ struggle valiantly in the 
search for a hidden hand, which, how- 
ever, would soon be lost to view again 
in the folds of the garment. 
Lack of proper clothing is the big 
problem of the society. Before the war 
it had always been well supplied with 


sexes. 
wearing apparel has been turned to Bel- 
gium, Serbia, and France. 

According to Thomas F. Moore, the 
society’s Acting Superintendent, the 
organization is anticipating a situation 
similar to that which exists in the 
other countries now at war. 

“Germany,” he said, ‘‘is facing an 
appalling condition of child neglect and 
child delinquency. This is’ directly due 
to the war. The neglect comes from 


home and the child’s being left to shift 
for itself. The delinquency comes from 
the relaxing of the almost military dis- 
cipline forming a part of every German

SCHOOLS FOR NAVY OFFICERS 





HE war has ae the navy to be 
increased in numbers from 50,000 
to 260,000 men, and the authorities 

have great difficulty in getting the new 
officers required. The merchant marine 
hag nét furnished many because of the 
great demands of the merchant marine 
itself. So the navy has had to estab- 
lish schools for téaching navigation, 
seatnanship,; and ordnance. It has 
shortened the course at Annapolis and 
organized a number of new. schools. 
One, of these is at Newport,’R.-I., and 
the director is Lieutenant ‘Alexander 
Hamilton Rice of the Naval Reserve. 
Although’® Lieutengnt ‘Rice is not by 
profession a iaval-officer, but is a sur- 
geon by education and practice, he has 
been an arctic explorer and has spent 
years along the tributaries of the Ama- 
zon River. H@ ‘has also,been a surgeon 
on battle fronts in Francé, is an expert-

With the limited time it would be too 
much. to expect the school to turn out 
finished naval officers, but a. good start 
has been made, and the pupils are 
‘* pointed right.’” Those who pass their 
examinations at the end of four months 
are commissioned ensigns in the Naval 
| Reserve. 

All battleships and ‘cruisers and most 
of the destroyers have reserve officers 
on board, mixed in with other officers. 
Many of them are soon intrusted with 
responsible duties.

would fall with a crash, and the present 
ruling classes in Germany would be dis- 
possessed of their power. It will be to 
prevent’such a thing from coming about 
that the great peace offensive will soon 
be launched; against which we would 
be wise to prepare. 

Descend from high purpdaes to hard 
facts: France. is fighting against the in- 
vasion of her cherished soil—and all the 
annals of splendid chivalry have not 
surpassed her-story of the last four 


years.. Not: only must the foe be driven 


out, but “Alsace-Lorraine must be re- 


stored. . ; 
Unprepared . ‘thongh she was, Great 

Britain,. at forty-eight hours’ notice, as 

one man, went to war with Germany 


because all her instincts for fair: play | 


were outraged by the callous violation 
of the integrity of Belgium. As. the 
tales of horrible crimes became public 
there was. a blaze of wrath in every 
British breast. 

The United States entered the war be- 
cause it had been spat upon, because 
its citizens had. been callously drowned, 
because miscreants abused the. hospital- 
ity. of the Republic by plotting its un- 
doing. : 

The policy of breaking the strength 
of Germany, of making the war one to 
preserve the ‘rights of ‘democracy 
against the greed of one people to ex- 
ercise ‘world power wit’: an iron fist 
came afterward. But it is’ a policy 
which has grown and waxed in vigor, 
until now we feél the war is not one‘of 
revenge, that it ‘is not only for the 
restoration of torn France; not only 


for the rehabilitation of Belgium, not 


only’ for: the succor of gasping Serbta, 
but ‘for .even’ a nobler purpose: ‘the 
guarding. of the: whole werld. from the 
horrors of Prussianism. 

‘Germany is under no. misapprehension 


‘of the genuineness of deductions by the 


‘eaders of the people in the democratic 
lands. She may keep her -heel on Bel- 
sium, and drench the: fields of France 
with blood; yet Germany knows just as 
well as we know that, whatever hap- 
pens, the war will be waged by the 
Allies so long as she.is in those regions. 
Yet Germany wants peace.- She must 
have peace. She must have it soon; She 
has delivered ‘her boldest stroké. 
can never repeat it... She knows- Britain 
is not yet at the top of its man power. 
She knows ‘that in time America can 
place ten million .men in the field, -if 
necessary. Hence the peace offensive 
to which we are. going to be subjected. 
The greatest battle in all history has

sinen: in. progress for ten days. “ Though 
scarréd‘and bloody, the British Army is 
proud to. have borne the; brunt. of it. 
In time we shall begin to learn :what 
that battle has meant in lives, in sacri- 
fice, ‘in: horror. - 

And when we stand silent and pale, 


trying, but ineffectively, to realize the 


tragedy, we will ‘be having proposals 
of peace issued from the Wilhelm- 
strasse intended to appeal to the tear- 
soaked-hearts of the allied democracies. 
This is no guesswork. Every one famil- 
iar with the working of German diplo- 
macy has seén that in the Berlin over- 
tures for peacé, while the attitude is 
adamant: in regard to. Alsace-Lorraine, 
there has’ been indication of a willing- 
néss to loosen the grip on Belgium and 
Northern France. For -Germany fully 
comprehends there can be no peace 
while shé holds those ‘regions. She 
has got to get out before she is’ pushed 
out, If she holds on till she is pyshed 
out she will be a defeated country and 
much more than-occupied territory in 
the. western theatre ‘of war will have to 
be ‘yielded.. ° . 

She wants a settlement - which — will 
“ save her face,’” which will retain the 
Hohenzollern autocracy in power, and 
which can be and will be paraded as a 
great German victory. 

What, then, are caréful watchers of 
the European situation expecting? 

No other than that before long Ger- 
many will offer to voluntarily evacuate 
France, retire from Belgium ' without 
indemnities except so far as there be an 
international fund, and that the future 
of Alsace-Lorraine be decided by a 
plebiscite ten or. fifteen years hence. 

In return Germany will expect to be 
allowed to retain the already occupied 
parts of Russia abutting the Baltic 
and the Black Sea. We have good 
réason, to anticipate these will be the 
prélHminaries to a suggested round table 
conference to negotiate peace. Here lies 
the danger. 

If ever that conference is held, even 
under an armistice, the war will never 
be resumed, never. There lies the 
double danger. 

No patriot in‘any of the allied coun- 
tries would say such a _ termination 
could he satisfactory. It falls far short 
of the declared aim of the Allies; indeed, 
in fact, it is antagonistic to it. Every 
man familiar with. European affairs rec- 
ognizes it would leave Germany strong- 
er than ever and ready to bide her time 
when she might make a more efféctive 
bid for world mastery. Therefore, it 
may legitimately be asked, where lies 
the possibility of the German peace-of- 
fensive’s being successful? 

I am-not in the counsels of: the Wil- 
helmstrasse. But I know something of 
the cunning of German diplomacy, and 
certainly have I most carefully watched 
all the peace palavers and taken note 
of the veiled hints which have dropped 
from the minds of German: Government 
officiais. 

The world will soon: be aghast:at the 
carnage perpetrated during this new 
battle of the Somme. ~ From agonized 
humanity will go up the cry, Why, why? 
Then anticipate that the Kaiser, making

Russia needs ‘syinpathy and help. But 
is not the crowd disgusted with Russia? 
As Russia’ has “* let us*down,’’ is there 
going to be a great fervor among the 
allied countries to continue the war in- 
terminably in -the. interests of ‘Russia, 
which; ‘in. some sections, has shown a 
“ self-determination "* to accept the sov- 
ereignty of Germany?- ’ 

Is it. ndt possible that the “masses of 
France, -which have suffered so much 
and so nobly, may be. inclined to accept 
the return of-the north, with the prob- 
lém of Alsace-Lorraine-'to be settled 
later, as a bléssed-termination to years 
of .pain? 

I know that among many of the in- 
dustrial ‘classés. of Great Britain there 
would be.a movement for peace if Ger- 
many retired from. Belgium. grhey sup- 
ported the war mainly because Belgium 
had been invaded... Now, if the invaders 
shall have gone, why. must tens of thou- 
sands of more lives be given? 

I agree that such an attitude ‘would be 
short-visioned-and disastrous in the end. 
But the’ man: is a: fool. who shuts his 
eyes. to. gravé ‘possibilities simply bé- 
cause they are unpleasant... .Lamentable 
though the battle offensive: of the .Ger- 
mans.has been;. it sinks into insignifi- 
cance when we contemplate the possi- 
hilities of a peace’ offensive which will 
have for its object.the salving of pres- 
ent pain, but with dire consequences for 
democracy in the. future. 

No Government.in. any. of the allied 
countries can stand against-the force of 
public opinion. The fear, - therefore, 
which confronts.us is -that torn and 
distraught peoples ‘may be allured by 
the German bait*to agree to what look 
like big concessions, ‘but which will be 
but a scheme to: yield what cannot be 
retained in order to extend the German 
Empire elsewhere. 

This prospective peace offensive should 
not be ignored nor lightly treated. Un- 
fortunately there are millions of men in 
the allied countries .who, by whisper, if 
not: by open assertion, will preach that 
Germany cannot be beaten and that the 
ceding of captured. territory in the west 
is a fair compromise. -But Germany is 
beaten. No’ progress over France is 
| any compensation for the-frightful at- 
trition in German man power -during 
’these last few yéars. Germany is beaten 
because in. thé greatest battle-in the 


in breaking and curling up the British 
line. Germany, comparatively, is much 
weaker today than when she began her 
war offensive. The beginning of the 
peace offensive will be an admission of 
the failure of the war offensive. 

What we all néed is to be quite sure 
of the goal we want to reach, and to 
strive on unswervingly. Wherever we 
see signs. of.the peace offensive we 
should combat it and resist it. If, truly, 
we have ideals, they must be fought for. 

America has her-ideals. After suffer- 
ing insult with long patience, America 
announced her intention of stripping to 
give the world bully a whacking. I am 
positive that America, which has not 
yet got her fists. qut of her coat sleeves 
to administer the whacking, is not going 
to pause to talk terms of peace with 
Germany, which has flouted and* derided 
her and stabbed her honor. Pegce, with- 
out full punishment, would be Gishonor.

The fult Significance of this announce- 
ment, made by James L. Wilmoth, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Engraving and 
‘Printing, may not be appreciated by the 
man in the. street. He may not compre- 
held the stupendous nature of the task, 

For the first issue 6,060,400 bonds 
‘were. printed; for the second, 17,363, 
'the third printing is estimated at 21,100, - 
- 000, making a total of 44.523,500 bonds 
to. be. printed, without taking into con- 
sideration the coupons’ atipohes to each 
converted bond. 

Perhaps even, these figures convey 
little.. lt is easier ‘to’ speak of millfons 
than to vistialize them, Each of thesé 
bonds ig 9% inches long. Were they 
/threaded in a great Liberty chain. they 
would stretch from San Francisco to 
New York, from New. York to Ham- 
‘burg, and. from Hamburg to Berlin, 
with comparatively few of the coupons 
used to complete the chain. When it is 
taken into consideration that there are 
sixty coupons for each coupon. bond 
of the first loan, it is possible to. begin 
to understand what. has been done by 
the fifteen huge presses employed: in 
' printing these bonds, twenty-four hours 
a day, six days a week. 

It took” about thirty days from ‘the 
time. the special paper was received for 
the printing of the certificates of the 
second issue until a bond was com- 
pleted isi every detail. It required the 
services of 450 employes for eight 
months to complete the bonds for the 
first loan, with 275 more engaged for 
three months on the convertible bonds. 
For the second issue 325 men and women 


were kept busy for five and a.half}. 


months. About 400 are working in 
eight-hour ‘shifts on- the bonds for the 
third loan. 

The faces and backs of the bonds ‘of 
such denomination are printed in dif- 
ferent colors. and show different por- 
traits. Here are the colors and portraits 
of the registered bonds of the second 
fsaue: $50, dark brown, Jefferson; $100, 
orange, Jackson; $500, dark blue, Wash- 
‘ ington; $1,000,: green, Lincoln; $5,000, 
“red, Monroe; $10,000, purple, Cleveland; 
$50,000, olive, McKinley; $100,000, light 
! blue, Grant. ; 

With the advent of James L’ Wilmoth, - 
‘formerly Chief Clerk of the Treasury 
Department, as head of the Bureau of 
Engraving the work: began to speed up. 
The bureau had been printing four bonds 
| to the plate. He installed a system by 
which six engravings were put on each 
plate—50 per cent. added efficiency. 
Four printings had been necessary for 
the surface work. He put in a new plant 
. which did the work in two printings— 
: 100 per cent. added efficiency. 

By the middle of March he was able 
, to report that all the registered con- 
verted bonds of the ‘first loan had been 
( delivered, and 4,704,000 of 4,720,000 cou- 
‘pon converted bonds. Of the second 


loan, all, the registered bonds had -been’ 
| delivered, and 14,412,000 of 15,948,000 


coupon bonds. Of the third loan. more 

than two-thirds of the 21,100,000 had 
: been plate printed as to backs, and more 
' than one-third as to faces.’ 
:. Amother fact to be borne in mind is 

that, in one all-important particular, it 
' has been impossible for the bureau to 
H increase its force. In the whole world 
there are probably not more than a hun- 
| dred skilled banknote engravers. wg 

“‘ The real crackerjacks ’ in the. busi- 
ness,” said Mr. Wilmoth plaintively, 
‘‘can be counted on the fingers of your 
two hands. I have one or two of them, 
and altogether I have thirty-three first- 
class men. But I cannot increase my 
force, much as I want to; the men are 

' mot to bé had,” 
To the wizardry of these artists, 
whosé microscopic eyes detect tiny im- 
perfections in banknotes or bonds 
which, to.the layman, would appear 
perfection itself, is matched the magic 
of machinery. The sunlight, streaming 
through the great glass sides of the 
Bureau of Engraving, which render ar- 
tifictal Tight unnetessary' except at 
night, focuses upon the machine which 
is to transfer into substance the bram 
and the artistry of the engraver. 
A ‘plate of steel 19% by 21% inches 
has been made as hard as applied sci- 
ence can make steel by what is known 
aa the potassium process.’ This ,is laid 
on the bed of the machine and one 
“. wonders how from this super-hard ‘sur- 
face it will be possible to obtain even 
@ partial reproduction of work so deli- 
cate as that supplied by the engravers. 
One of the master workmen appears to 
read the thought in the mind of the 
visitor and approaches the: point of a 
cylinder of steel-hovering above the flat 
plate... ‘

/ When: this precious paper is delivered 
to. the bureau it finds its way’ day by 
day on requisition to the Chief of | the 
Wetting Division. To the ordinary lay- 
man it might seem that there are po- 
sitions of more importance in the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. than 
that of the individual in charge of the 
duty of wetting paper. But as a matter 
of fact it is doubtful whether James B. 
Wilmeth has a more important aid than 
the head of this division. Certainly he 
has qt one to whom.is trusted. a larger

Should he 
err.in -his judgment. the whole work of 
the preparation of the bonds may be 
held up for days and even for weeks. 

’ A calm, quietly cdénfident person, this 
chief, whose fingers, strangely akin: to 
those of a musician, sense the final 
product and pronounce it gaod. _ With 
many assistants, hé appears to do-every- 
thing himself. Heit is. who. wets the 
cloths, and it is he who counts the 
sheets of paper before placing them, 
twelve or twenty-one ‘at a time, between 
these cloths under the -heavy weight.

for the’ purpose of printing. the backs, 
is now. to’ be- dried again, thén wetted 
once rhore, before the next definite step. 
in the printing process is. undertaken. 

1f-a consignment of these. partly print- 
ed bonds reaches the drying room during 
the afternoon, they remain during the 
whole of thé evening and night: with the 
door of: the room locked, and extreme 
dry heat is maintained there until morn- 
ing. When they are taken from the 
drying room they go to the, examiners. 
For a whole day. they pass through the 
hands of ‘wonien whose sole work. it is 
to scrutinize Treasury notes, bonds, and 
postage stamps of 4ll denominations and 
to detect the slightest imperfection. Is 
there a “sly: wipe’’ defect, however 
faint; itis caught at once. . When these 
women -have set aside all bonds which 
are manifestly imperfect they proceed 
to indicate any regarding which there is 
question. These go in turn to the Chief

And -now -we-. are. back again, with 
the least important part of the bond 
printed, in the wetting room. All the 
time expended to prepare -the paper 
for the printing of the.backs is now to 
be consumed once more in preparing 
for the printing of the. faces—all the 
time, and generally more. 

, Behold the greatest press-room in the 

world! Fifty-eight enormous printing 
presses. assembled. in’ one long’ crystal 
palace. Here are. workmen engager 
day and. nightyin shifts of-eight hours. 
To. the stranger watching this enor- 
mous battery turning out Liberty bonds 
by the thousands and tens of thousands, 
the most remarkable phenomenon is the 
comparative lack of noise. .True, there 
isa steady whir of machinery, but 
the continued roar which might be ex- 
pected is absent. 

Ever, fast thé bonds, are printed. But 
all these bonds, -with the faces printed, 
have now to .be taken once more to 
the drying room. Released from. there 
and sent again to the examiners, they 
must remain in the hands of the latter 
at least twice as.long as,on the former. 
occasion, when the comparatively simple 
design of the back alone.had to be 
searched for imperfections. The scrolt 
-work and ornamentation demand the 
most rigid scrutiny and every hair-line 
that was the pride of the engraver has 
to go under observation. 

The new Liberty bonds, 
six, are now actually printed except for 
the letterpress setting.forth the interest 
and other terms of the jssue, which will 
be inserted later on the flat press when 
‘the terms aré.authorizéd by Congress. 
Then comes a final pressing and the 
approved bonds go to the cutters and 
trimmers to be cut into single securi- 
ties. 

But still the work is not complete. 
Each’ individual bond must be exam- 
ined ‘for a possible tiny flaw that may

“Of course, the 
spy is still at work, and we may be as- 
sured that he Will go to‘any length to 
carry out the’ instructions of: his mas- 
ters! ‘There has been @ lot of sabotage 
‘practiced’ in ¥arious parts of the coun- 
try,’ “efforts Have been made to destroy 
crops,*'and other outrages attempted, 
but s0 ‘fat the score is all in favor of 
the United States. 

“A word as ‘to the enemy incendiary. 
Numerous outrages have been commit- 
ted .or attempted, and in’ practically 
every instance these crimes have been 
German, inspired and paid few with 
money from Berlin. We know that Ger- 
man agents of the Rintelen type have 
expended millions of. dollars in this 
country’ to finance violence. But the 
German ‘spy in the form of incendiary 
and at .times a murderer, at least at 
heart, has. proved a bungler, unable to 
cope against the effectiveness of the Se- 
cret Service departments, aided as those 
departments have peen by the police of 
New York: atid other American cities.

REAM music of bent ‘scales and

"sight impression, at best—that 
was printed of the late Claude De- 
sbussy’s ‘‘ Pelleas and Melisande’’ on 
its Manhattan premiére ten years ago, 

\given by the daring manager, Oscar 
| Hammerstein. Debussy, who died at 
‘his’ Paris home ‘last week, had made 
singularly little noise in the world for 
a decade since this town saw and heard 
his subtle evocation of eloquent music 
drama from maeterlinck’s poetic play. 
With his ‘ Afternoon of.a Faun” of 
about the same period, Iater done here 
at the Century and Metropolitan by the 
Russian Ballet, the curious and soli- 
tary. Work of a ohe-opera composer re- 
mained his chief memorial on the Amer- 
ican: stage. 

'  Pelleas’’ was then declared to be 
the only: modern cpera in which the 
speech of singers ‘was’ catried unfail- 
ingly to every hearer, word by word, on 
its rainbow fabric cf hushed oreheéstra 
tone; and so it was again, for the six-

ington ‘only two months ago; in its last 
local revival by Campanini. The orig- 
inal ,Manhattan production. was received

Mary Garden, after a series of pictures 
transcending in calm beauty any other 
like portrayal, who-held not only curios- 
ity but admiration to the close. Her 
spirit faded, the tears of Melisande grew 
chill, and the ghastly flesh.of a bosom 
that ceased to breathc,: the stark soul- 
lessness of .open-mouthed. morjbundity, 
gave to ancicnt couch and cradle and 
chamber ‘and castle-wall an atmosphere 
that could almost be tangibly felt by 
the beholder. The silent, kneeling wo- 
men, the only ‘‘chorus’’ save: three 
lind sieepers o” an earlier scene, were 
typical ‘of thousards of spectators in 
tiie darkenea at Gitorium. 

The popular demonstration which ac- 
claimed ‘‘ Pelléas and Melisande,’’ a 
modern masterpiece, seized not on the 
impressive final episode but rather on 
the previous fourth act, when the mad- 
dened Golaud put his brother to the 
sword and his. wife to flight after the 
lovers’ stolen farewell. The sons of 
the son of Arkel were d race inured to 
frightfulness. Neither Pelleas singing 
*to MeHsande’s Lorelei tresses in a bal- 
cony, nor Golaud hurling her about the 
castle halls by the same wonderful -wig 
of long hair, yielded anything of real- 
ism to the one-time spoken perform- 
ances 6f Maeterlinck’s play. 

In Paris, before she came to New 
York,» Miss Garden appeared as many 
jas sixtf-eight times in Debussy’s music 
drama. ‘“Why do I rave over ‘ Pel- 
leas’? she wes again recently quoted 
as sayifig. ‘‘ Because I regard it as 
the most wonderful opera in the world, 
a creation of genius, unlike everything 
that has preceded it in music.”’ 

Mr. Gatti-Casazza of the Metropoli- 
tan cabled last Tuesday to the com- 
poser’s Paris publisher, Durand: ‘* To 
you, intelligent and sincere editor of 
my good friend, Claude Debussy, one of 
the glories of Latin musical art, I send 
My most earnest condolence, sharing at 
the same time in the mourning of all 
French artists.’’ 

Chairman Otto H. Kahn of the Opera 
Board has indicated his wish that both 
Debussy’s ‘ Pelleas.’* and Charpen- 
tier’s ‘‘ Louise ’’ should be added to the 
regular- Metropolitan repertory. The in- 
terest of the moment in Debussy .gives 
emphasis. to reports that a production 
such as Mr. Kahn proposed may be 
among the plans now forming for next 
season. ;

Soprano’s Opera or Tenor’s? > 

Philip Hale, whose. wide survey of 
operatic history has before now produced 
volumes on ‘‘ Carmen” and on “ Trova- 
tore,” gave in The Boston Herald some 
interesting facts as to other operas and 
their interpreters of other days, as sug- 
gested after a visit of the Chicago stars 
to Bastern cities recently in company 
with Mme. Galli-Curci. 

Boston’s erudite. critic, having raised 
the question of the soprano’s exclusive 
Proprietorship of ‘‘ Lucia,’’ hastened to} 
add that it was not always so. The 
opera was written for a tenor, Gilbert 
Duprez. The act that was eagerly_await- 
ed was. the last, in which Edgardo bids 
farewell to earth. There was no yawn- 
ing during the preceding acts. The ‘‘ mad 
scene was thought to be only one of 
many striking episodes. The first ques- 
tion was, ‘* Who takes the part of Ed- 
gardo?”’ - | 

It was so in Italian cities, in Paris, 
in London, in New Yorks The critics of ! 
Kew York-spent their eulogies or censure 
on the Edgardo.of a performance, not 
on Lucia. The talk was of Bettini or 
Salvi or some other Italian tenor whose 
name ended ‘in “i” or ‘o0.’’ Women 
gushed/ and‘ wept over’ the dying Ed- 
gardo.. The madness of Lucia left them 
unmoved. ° 

Look at Gautier’s feuilletons, ex- 
claimed Mr. Hale, and see the attention 
paid in Paris to Rubini, Ricciardi‘ and 
other tenors in the opera.’ In 1888 there 
‘was a benéfit for Fanny Dilsler and her 
sister. The ‘‘ grande scene” from 
*“* Lucia " was on the program. Was it 
the ‘‘ mad scene ’’? No, it was the great 
scene by Duprez,; who brought tears to 
all eyes. 

The first Lucia, Fanny Persiani, whose 
@ppearance on the stage was singularly 
undistinguished—she was described as 
pale, plain, and anxious; tasteless’ in 
dress, hér hair. her only good .point—was 
fre of, the art of, singing as few 
women’ ip any time have been.” Her 
Voice . ‘dn acute soprano,’ rather 
“ acrid and piercing, penetrating rather 
than full, and: always Hable to rise in 
pitch; considered as soynd,, noone could 
by ariy possibility find pleasure in it.” 

It was also gaid her voice did not blend 
with 6thers, “ Passionate action was be- 
yond her reach.”’: This voice was devel- 
opéd to its utmost capacity. Her style 
was. perfection. She had the finest pos- 
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sible atéent. Every phrase kad its full- 
est measure. There was ‘‘ secure musical 
€ase.’ She had taste. and extraordinary 
facility. in -ornament.* Such-: was the 
judgment of. Chorley, an.experienced and 
discriminative critic. He added that she 
‘threw expression: into’ her ‘embroideries 
and flourishes. ‘Yet in her day ‘‘ Lucia ” 
was a “tenor epera.’’

In 
the third act she sang the- card scene 
standing, and’ cloge to the footlights, as 
though addressing the audience concern- 
ing the fate revealed in the cards. 

As .a whole, the tmpersonation was 
boldly sensual from. the monient when 
Carmen, the woman with perilous eyes 
and madding gait, rushes: down ‘the 
bridge in the first act until, a glittering

It 
is recalled that Verdi, the composer, 
was born a little over a century ago, at 
a -period when, as now, contending 
armies swept over Italy: In a general 
flight from the invaders, who sacked 
his birthplace, the Httle town of Ron- 
cono, women, with their children, 
sought the protection of the Virgin in 
the village church. According to tradi- 
tion, all were murdered except one, 
who, with her baby at her breast, 
escaped by: hiding in the belfry. This 
woman was Verdi’s mother, it is said, 
and the child was Giuseppe Verdi, the 
composer. : : 

The Requiem was written. by Verdi to 
cémmeémorate the death of his friend 
and counselor, Alessandro Manzoni, one 
of the most distinguished writers of his 
day. The author’s plan to produce it on 
the first anniversary of Manzoni‘’s death 
was accepted by the Town Cbuncil of 
Milan and the Church of San Marco was 
designated as the place. Hither when 
the Requiem was given for the, first 
time came all the music lovers of Eu- 
rope. Since then it has been admired 
by others all over the world, being uni- 
versally tegarded as representing, with 
some of this “‘ third period ’’ operas, the 
loftiest expression of the Italian ‘com- 
Poser’s genius.

Types of American Folksong. 

Good Americans agree at this. time, 
when the country. through the war is be- 
ing nationalized and unified as never 
before, that anything containing the na- 
tive music. should be of peculiar interest. 
The old idea that America was barren 
of folksongs, has been refuted by the 
research wark of collectors and scholars, 


j}who have gone into the deserts of the 


Far West, into the Appalachian Moun- 
tains, and into the ‘plantations ~of the 
South, bringing treasures of. folk lore 
of the Indian, the Anglo-Saxon, and the 
American negro. ‘ 
. A special feature of the concert of the 
Schola Cantorum a wéeK hence, on 
Tuesday evening, April 9, at Carnegie 
Hall, will be. examples of these three 
varieties of American folksong. 
negro..group will consist of three part- 
songs, .all based on traditional ‘‘ Negro 
Spirituals ’* sung in slavery. The -first 
of this group; ‘‘God’s Goin’ Ter Move 
All'de Troubles Away,”’ is from the col- 
lection of Natalie Curtis, now Mrs. Bur- 
lin, whose work in collecting Indian folk 
lore also is well known. During her 
stay in. the South she was impréssed 
with the -unique ‘improvisation in part 
singing of wholly untaught negroes. 
With the aid of the phonograph she 
made complete. and accurate record of 
the harmonies, as well as.the melodies 
of the old songs, harmonies which the 


- colored people improvised as they sang, 


and which, while simple, have the rich, 
warm,. though: .archaic, quality of the 
truly primitive in.negro music. This is 
the first time ‘that ‘the old song men- 
tionéd, just as it is sung by negroes who 
have no ‘knowledge whatever of music 
notation, "has ever been prepared for 
concert performance, and, in fact, it is 
published of this 
song in any form, Miss Curtis believes. 
_ An. interesting ‘contrast to the primi- 
tive negro music will be furnished by 
the performance of two negro folksongs

arranged ‘by a musician of. that. race, 
Harry T.-Burleigh. ‘These are. striking 
examples. 6f the ‘use. to which, the. negro 
composer puts’ the old melodies of his 
people, songs which’ are’ peculiarly his 
own artistic heritage, and which Mr. 
Burleigh has expressed in simple, art 
form, wholly consistent with the charac- 
ter of the songs and with their resent 
and rhythmic structure:: 

The Anglo-Saxon’ group will be SS 
sented by two ‘of: the “‘ Lonesonie 
Tunes” from ‘the Kentucky Mountains, 
as collected by Lorraine ‘Wyman and.

And, if it is to score 
its full effect, Milt’s description of his 
interview with Lincoln must come as 
Something quite fresh and new—have 
even an element of surprise. To my 
mind, the real trouble with the pre- 
ceding three acts and a half is least 
of all that we do not know explicitly 
Milt’s motives. Even to those who 
come .t6 the performance with no 
knowledge of the story, it is quite 
clear that he is in the right; and nine 
out of ten in every audience have 
heard all about the pledge to Ljncoln. 
No, the trouble is not a lack of knowl- 
edge of what has preceded, but a lack 
of any effective portrayal of Milt's 
present sacrifice and suffering. 

“Up to the outbreak of the “war 
Milt had been a good father and hus- 
and, a stanch patriot. To reveal his 
reason for now joining the Copper- 
heads was of course not possible; but 
for. him to ask his wife and son to 
have faith in him, to suspend judg- 
ment, was only human. Lincoln him- 
self would have been the first to un- 
derstand this. If, as a result of such 
pleading, they suspected the real fact, 
they would be the last to divulge it, 
for their patriotism was no less ardent 
than Milt’s. But suppose Milt suc- 
ceeded in keeping them in the dark as 
to his missién as spy, as he doubtless 
would have done, there might still be 
a scene of intense and very affecting 
drama. 

“As for the granddaughter and 
Milt’s ol@ neighbors after the war, I 
confess that the motive for conceal- 
mént remained a mystery until I read 
Mr. Thomas’s note on the play in last 
Sunday’s TiMEs. The author of the 
novel on which the play is based 
makes the déath,of Milt's wife ‘ bear 
so heavily on his hero that late in life 
the old man is a little touched in his 
mind.’ His long silence then becomes 
a sort of mania. Since his son and 
wife have died cursing him, why 
should he bother about his neighbors? 
He lives in his great sacrifice of the 
past; why should he stale it, make it 
common, by pleading it-as a justifica- 
tion to common men? But of all this 
there is no hint in the play. The fact 
of his delusions is stated;. but the scene 
is sO casual, so unrelated to anything 
that has happéned or does happen, 
that it only“adds to the general sense 
of mystification and bafflement. 

“A Milt who pleaded with wife and 
son, though he could not explain; a 
Milt. who held proudly, if a little In- 
sanely, aloof from his. neighbors out 
of réverence for a gréat memory, 
would have been deeply human, in- 
tendely interesting—where this Milt is 
an insoluble, and not very interesting, 
enigma. All this, I believe, could be 
conveyed without telling the audience 
anything that is not now told. And 
the ‘effect of the detailed disclosure at 
the end, instead of being discounted, 
would be. redoubled. Above every- 
thing, we should have, as the upstot 
of it all, 
really human, character and play—a 
thing which I-for one prize far beyond 

‘a Galli-Curci triumph ’ of the the- 
atre.” 

This: suggestion. is presented for 
what it may be worth... One thing 
séems certain. To develop drama be- 
tween Milt and his wife would require 
a power of emotional writing of a very 
unusual ‘order, while to establish Milt's 
post bellum silence as‘the result of 
gentle mania would call for a delicacy 
and subtlety in characterization quite 
consummate. And throughout there

out in his book on playmaking, ‘there 
are subjects which it is quite impos- 
sible to work out to a@ satisfactory last 
act—" blind alley themes,” he calls 
them. Have .we not in “ The Copper- 
head ” a theme which affords a stir- 
ring finale, but only at the expense 
of all that precedes—an effect that can 
bé achieved orily as a result of two 
hours and a quarter of hanky-panky? 
This is a hard word; but, if we grant 
that any plausible and dramatic un- 
folding of the story would “ give 
away” the climax, then the conceal- 
mént upon which the ultimate effect 
depends can only be a feat of legerde- 
main. 

Except for the uncommonly patriot- 
ic mood in which ‘we all find ourselvés 
it may be doubted whether an audi- 
ence would’ wait -in- patience for that 
stirring quarter of an hour. 

Mr. Thomas may of course remind 
us that the proof of the putting is in 
the beating. Or, to vary the sporting 
proverb, a ball in hand ts worth two in 
the Bush Léague. Which reminds us 
—for again we are editorially plural— 
that Sunimer fs at-hand, when play- 
wrights cease from troubling and the 
critjc ts at rest. 


IN THE MAILBAG. 


John Corbin, Dear Sir: . 

I noted with interest your article, 
“Arthur Wing Pinero and His BHos- 
well,” published Sunday last. -You are 
quite right in withholding from Pinero 
the greatness which “ his adoring, but 
irrepressible Boswell,’’ Clayton Haril-_ 
ton, so steadily and persistently claims 
for him. Unquestionably, Pinero is a 
master in theatrical “teehnique, but 
where real’ dramatic, technique is. re- 
quired Pinéro fails miserably. He has, 
however, done a few very good things, 
such as ‘‘ Mid-Channel”’ and ‘‘ The Gay 
Lord Quex.”’ ' 

But, to come to the point, I not only 
agree with you that ‘‘ The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray’”’ is not a “ great” Slay at 
all, but’ say furthe? that it is mush 
purely. It is an effective play, but the 
source of effectiveness is not that in- 
spired by great art; instead, that which 
may hold in dazed susperise a. crowd 
witnessing a ‘public hanging, or other 
like performance. 

You say. that ‘Paula's tragic end is 
oceasioned by a Coincidence * * * the 
sudden appearance of her former ‘ pro- 
tector.’ ” (Hugh) ‘‘ Ardale.”’ With this 
opinion I must beg to disagrée. Paula 
commits suicide because Pinero had 
nothing more to gay. In fact; the drama 
in the play has petered out about the 
end of Act IV., so Pinero, clever man 
that is, obligingly lets Ellean inform 
the audience that Paula is no more 
per sé, arid Amidst the ear-splitting din 
of clapping palms the curtain descends. 

Again, you say that Paula marries 
Anbrey not because she loves him, but 
because she has found her former 
private relationships to jar on Her del- 
icate and sensitive nerves. If this be 
so, how do you reconcile this statement 
with the facts, that in Act I., Paula, 
in realization of the enormous danger 
Anbrey is of being ostracized socially 
for marrying her, télls him she will 
reléase him if he so desire; that Anbrey 
lets Ellean come home_from a convent 
to live under the same roof as Paula; 
that Paula complains (Act II.) that An- 
brey gives to Ellean the affection of a 
woman he respects, to her the affection 
of a woman he merely loves? If Paula 
had not loved Anbrey she would not 
havé complained; if she expected from 
Anbrey the afféction Ellean got, she 
certainly showed and had some honest 
love for him. So, do you think yourself 
justified in calling her a married mis- 
tress? 

I would like to know whether you have 
noticéd that Cayly Drummie is one of 
the play’s defects..

English actors in this country are in- 
clined to look upon this gradual trans- 
formation with regret. The passing of 
the actor-mahager' means, among other 
things, that a theatre loses its individual. 
ity as the home’ of a certain actor’s 
prodtictions — productions which, by 
reason é¢ither of the star’s limitations or 
of his fondnéss for a particular line of 
parts, gradually take on a defifite char- 
acter and thus attract a definite public. 
The advantage of this system, obviously, 
is that the theatregoer can depend upon 
a -cértain theatre to furnish him with & 
certain kind of entertainment; wheréas, 
undér the system of indiscriminate pro-. 


duction, a musical comedy is not untikely, 


to follow a war mélodrama into a thea- 
tre, to the confusion of the occasional | 
playgoer. This, together with the, senti- 
mental association, comprises the case 
for the public; the points viewed with 
regret by the actor are those growing 
out of the production of plays by groups 
who are hécessarily fréquently compelled 
to subordinate all else to the commercial 
exigency of thé moment. 


Something -of an attempt was tmade 
recently to start an Ibsenic controvérsy 
in Lothdon by the production of 4 
play called. ‘‘ Realities,”’ a sequel to 
‘*Ghosts,” and a play never before 
heard of.

William Allen White, in a little ro- 
mance published a few years ago, said 
that ‘the most important factor in will 
power is self-respect. A respect for 
your profession. and its relation to our 
social lifé will bé one of the most help- 
ful tacttors jn your career.. Your great 
office is.:to lift. those people in front of 
the footlights from the dull mediocrity 
of the monotony in which most of them 
are. 

Goethe ‘says that only the hypocrite 
professes not to undérstand any crime 
that one of his fellow-men may commit. 
He fortifies this by saying that each one 
of us. has, in himself the inheritance of 
all the qualities that are in the human 
hleod, and we, therefore, understand 
their’ crimes, and have some potential 
tendencies toward them, just as we un- 
derstand and have potential tendencies 
toward all things heroic. These tenden- 
cies have been submerged and controlled 
and almést obliterated by the inhibitions 
that ‘civilization has cultivated. But 
they ‘stile lie deep in our subconscious- 
ness, like, irritating foreign bodies. 3 

Children in their play sportively evince 
these tendencies. Every boy: likes to pre- 
tend to be a robber or a fighter or a 
David or Goliath, as, John Haberton 
ys, “ something bluggy.” If we are 
wise parents we let the children play 
and get thé things out of their syetem. 
If we are not wise we say to the boy 
of imagination, ‘‘ You are not a police- 
man,. you,are not a stage driver, you 
are hot a highWayman,” and with suf- 
ficient denial we ultimately make him 
into @ perfect business man. —

pitcher. If he has been a fighter or a 
carpenter or an adept of any kind he 
carries each of these personalities into | 
his new work, which absorbs them. The) 
agreeable people that we meet are the 
people who have, done many things. 
People that we call rounded personali- 
ties are those who have fitted into many 
places in their life experiences. 


Now when an auditor sits in front of 
a play that you are presenting and sur- 
renders himself to the characters that 
you portray, he adds those to his ex- 
periences, and through your work, in 
addition to the entertainment he has re- 
ceived, he has added just that much to 
his own personality. 


For this work ‘your equipment ‘can 
never be too high. By your equipment 
I mean your equipment on .the: three 
planes on which you will meet your 
audiences and your work—the physical, 
the mental, and the spiritual. 


You want to make your bodies as 
perfect for the work as your time -will 
permit. If I were going to give you in 
one word the most valuable advice that 
I can find, it would be to relax, because 
rélaxation is the secret of all power. 
Whether you are painter or singer. or 
speaker or player, to know how to relax 
at ‘the proper time is the great secret. 
Don’t stand in the wings before you 
are ready to come on, and wring your 
hands in tension and anxiety. Relax. 
If you wish to go in front of the curtain 
for a speech, relax; and remember that 
you can’t relax from half tension. Take 
a deep breath and let go completely. 
Repeat the performance

In my own opinion the man who uses 
his hands most gracefully in, the thea- 
tre today is Eddie Foy. You laugh at 
my mention of him because he. is a 
comedian.

But his gestures are marvelously 
graceful; and it is his knowledge of 
boxing that makes him so easy with 
his hands. , 

Take care ‘of your voice. You have 
an organ of speech. Cultivate and 
make it a responsive inetrument. ‘Don’t 
think that in the theatre you have only 
to talk—that, because you have talked 
all your life you are therefore equipped 
for your present duty. A girl may 


| throw a ball of yarn at a kitten all of 


her spare time, but that will not equip 
her to step up to home plate and throw 
down to second. That requires a spe- 
cial cultivation of a certain set of 
muscles. Proper speaking in the thea- 
tre requires special cultivation of the 
voice. 

I would say, as one exercise, study 
and speak French—not .German; the 
guttural quality of German will give 
you nothing that is useful to your 
equipment. French pronunciation is 
filled with dental and labial intricacies 
that will be miost useful in all enun- 
ciation of your English speech. 

Read Shakespeare aloud.. Study the 
long speeches, and when you find some 
particular polysylabic difficulty go 
back and repeat and repeat until you 
have mastered it. 

Make your mental equipment as fine 
as. you can. Don’t waste time reading 
the newspapers, except the large head- 
lines and editorials, to keep you in- 


formed. If you haven’t time for any- 
thing else, read the Bible and Shake- 
speare. ; 


When you get a part, inform yourself 
about every reference and allusion in it.

“Papen Countess Have “Rlesady Gained| 
--Much Through: Economy Due to 
Turning Forward Hands of Clock 


pT was as a war measure that Joshua 
commanded the sun to stand still. 
When the great national leader of 

. the Israelites. wanted a longer period 
for the smiting of .the Amorites at 
Gibeon, he cried out: “‘ Sun, stand thou 
Still-upon Gibeon; and thou, moon, in the 
Valley of Ajalon.’’ There were no clocks 
in those days. If there had been, it is 
conceivable that Joshua might have. put |. 
the clock forward an hour or two in 
order to save that much daylight for 
the.. bagtle. 

_- When Germany, in 1916, adopted the 
plan of saving daylight by turning. the 
clock: forward, it was done as a war 
measure, mainly to allow more muni- 
tions to be manufactured in the day- 
light hours.: The-example of Germany, 
where the movement was a_ success, 
was soon followed in England, France, 
Italy, .Holland, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden, Belgium, Austria, Portugal, 
#eland, Australia, and parts of Canada. 
Then, “after two years of propaganda, 
our. own Congress: passed the Calder- 
Borland. bill, which went into effect at 
2°-o’clock this morning and will con- 
tinue. in force until 2 A. M. on the 
lest Sunday in October. 

“The routine -of life will not be af- 
fécted by the change which put -the 
clock” one hour forward today. The 
Waster Sunday sermon begins at the 
-ustial hour, according to the clock, 
though it will be an hour earlier by 
suntime. Dinner -will be served at the 
same hour this evening as on any other 
Sunday. as far as the clock goes, but 
the sun will say that the time is an 
hour earlier. 

The benefit of the change will first 
Manifest itself this afternoon. There 
will be plenty of daylight at the end 
‘ef the day, in which to finish. the last 


~. @@t of. tennis or the complete round of 


golf.: It is hardly likely that any base- 
ball games will be “ called on account 
6f darkness,’’ unless they happen to be 
double-headers which began late. Those 
who spend the afternoon in the country 
pr in the city parks will find an addi- 
tional hour of enjoyment in daylight. 
When the hands of the clock begin to 
point toward the dinner hour, sport 
lovers and strollers: will be torn be- 
tween the desire to keep on enjoying 
the extra hour of daylight and being 
On time at the. .evening -meal, the 
chances favoring a tardy appearance 
at the table. - 
: Most people probably will retire at the 
“accustomed hour by the clock tonight 
and will arise tomorrow morning’ at 
the usual hour by the clock. Taking 
up. their accustomed round of duties in 
fhe morning, they will leave their busi- 
hess places at the usual time, 4, 5, or 
o’clock, but in reality. the. sun will 
dicate the hour as 3, 4, or 5 o’clock. 
us commuters with war gardens will 
have an added hoiir’ of’ daylight. “No 
failroad time--tables“ will ‘be ‘changed. 
- Banks will be opened at 10 A. M. as 
usual and business appointments will 
4 in no. way affected. 
* About, $40,000,000 in lighting. bills will 
be saved by the operation. of the plan, 
according to Robert L. Brunett, Public 
Service Commission engineer of Provi- 
dence, R. I. This figure is given as the 
Saving to the consumer of lighting cur- 
. rent and gas, and, in. addition, .it is es-. 
timated that 1,000,000 tons of coal will 
be saved annually. 

tn England a special committee ap- 
pointed by Parliament to investigate the 
results of the daylight law, after it had 
been in operation’a year, reported that 
an average reduction’ of 20 per cent. for 
lighting purposes was given by the 
power companies. Thirty-one private 
Companies estimated a reduction of 23 
percent., andsixty-four municipal plants 
reported a reduction of 18.3 per cent. 
The percentage of .reduction in -indi- 
vidual companies ranged from 1 to 55. 
In the consumption of gas in Great 
Britain the average saving reported to 
the. committee was 9 per cent. Edin- 
burgh reported a saving of 8 per cent., 
or $30,000. Nottingham placed its sav- 
ing at 16 to 15 per cent. and Belfast at 
5.25 per cent. The total saving in the 
use of artificial light and fuel in Eng- 
land was estimated at $2,500,000 a year. 
~The annual consumption of petroleum in 
Great Britain was reduced by 11,500 
tons. 

The extra hour. has been a boon to 
the workers in all the countries that 
have tried the plan, In England the 
extra daylight was largely used in the 
cultivation of gardens and contributed 
te-the increase of the food supply. Mil- 
ligns of workers, women. particularly, 
were benefited by the long, light even- 
ings. The police reported that the ten- 
dency throughout the country to spend 
the extra hours of daylight out of doors 
inade for an improvement in the general 
bral tone of the people. In particular 
tHere was noted a decrease in juvenile 
offenses, 

The adoption of the plan in France 
. im 1916 resulted in the saving of about 


442,500 tons of coal in the six months, °

increased the loading capacity of the 
docks at Calais by 250 tons a day, be- 
cause the longshoremen compensed.. to 
work overtime-for. the extra ‘ho 
Marseilles the. extra freight handle< be- 
tween July and September amounted to 
nearly 13,000 tons. 

The municipal gas works at Berlin. ,re- 
ported a decrease during- May and June, 
1916,- of 508,000 cubic meters, in. spite 
of the fact that 18,090 new meters were 
installed in the first six months of 1916, 
and the records from January to -April 
showed an increase of 2,400,000 cubic 
meters output. of gas, as compared with 
1915. 

Albert Halstead, U. S. Consul Géneral 
in Vienna, reportéd that in the Austrian 


for five months in 1916 caused: the peo- 
ple to consume 158,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas less than usual, saving $142,000. The 
city also required 14,000,000. cubic feet 
of gas less for street lighting. 

Though the daylight saving plan has 
been regarded as'a modern idea, it is 
known that Benjamin Franklin gave it 
considerable thought and wrote an 
article on the subject in French. This 
was published in the Journal de Paris 
on April 26, 1784, and can be found in 
English under the title, ‘‘ An Economi- 
cal Project,’”’ in his collection of essays. 
It was written in a semi-humorous vein, 
and Franklin purposely exaggerated in 
his whimsical way: the sum total of 
savings that would be effected, -but the 
plan appealed to him seriously.: After 
recalling that one day he went to bed 
at 4 o’clock in the morning, and that 
when something suddenly awakened him 
at 6 o’clock he:was surprised to find 
his room filled: with sunlight, the writer 
continues : 

‘“‘This event.has. given rise-in my 
mind to. several serious and important 
reflections. I considered, that, if, I had 
not been awakened as early in the 
morning, I should have slept six hours 
longer by the light of the sun; and in 
exchange have lived six. hours’ the fol- 
lowing night by candle light; my love of 
economy induced me.to muster up what 
little arithmetic I was master of and to 
make some calculations.”’ 

Estimating that there were then 100,- 
000 families in Paris,’ each consuming 
half a pound of candles an hour, and 
taking into consideration that very late 
risers wasted -in the Summer ‘season 
seven. hours of sunlight a day, and sub- 
stituted seven hours of candlelight after 
sundown, he calculated that. in the six 
months from April to September, with 
wax or tallow at 30 sous a pound, a 
total saving of about $10,000,007 might 
be effected. 

Of course, his estimate was exagger- 
ated- purposely, for there were few peo- 
ple who habitually slept seven hours of 
daylight. However, he imagined some 
interesting means by which the law 
might be put into eperation. He. pro- 
posed that a tax of a fraiic be levied on 
every window found clesed when the sun 
was shining: that. no family ‘should be 
supplied with more than one pound of 
candles a week; that no coaches,. except 
those of physicians, surgeons, or mid- 
wives, should be allowed on the streets 
after sundown; that every morning at 
sunrise al] the church bells should ring, 
‘‘ and, if. this is-not sufficient, Tet can- 
non be fired in-every- street to: wake the 
sluggards. effectively and make. them 
open their eyes to see their true. inter- 
est.” It was Franklin’s. thought. that

The originator ofthe ‘project in Eng- 
‘land..was .the late William” Willett, 
architect. During thirty-three years he 
rode in the early-morning to business in 
London through. practically empty 
streets, ‘and the reflection was borne in 
on him that the. best. part. of the Sum- 
mer day was being wasted. 

Among the advantages urged in favor 
of the idea in this country was that it 
would offer opportunity to 20;000,000 
workers engaged in trade, transporta- 
tion and other pursuits outside the field 
of agriculture to spend an extra hour 
of daylight in working on the land. after 
the end of their regular working’ day. 
It is believed that work in* gardens in 
the additional hour will méan_consider- 
ably more food for this country and for 
the Allies. ; 

Besides, in the Summer a.cool hour 
in the morning will be substituted for 
a warm one ih the afterngon; there 
will be less danger from accidents, be- 
cause artificial light will not: be needed 
at the end of the day; there will be‘ bet- 
ter use of recreational facilities;.eye 
strain will -be lessened because of. 1éSs 
use of artificial light; there’ will be an 
increase in health of workers and_ their | 
families; the rush hour. of city travel 
will come in daylight, and there will. be 
a great reduction in expenditure for 
light and coal. ; 

Daylight saving in the United States 
is not altogether new. Some'communi- 
ties have adopted the dévice merely by 
changing their time to that of the,near- 
est time zone to the East. Cleveland 
_ been using Eastern time: since May 

, 1914, and the change has. enabled. the 
pF serie to have 234 hours of aadjtional 
daylight in the year. It is caiculated.} 
that most of the extra, time has. been | 
spent in recreation. Detroit followed the 
example of Cleveland on: May..15, 1915, 
and has saved annually’ , epeetaed by-cur- 
tailing light. 

One advantage of the plan is ‘that it 
brings the United States into conformity 
with European nations. Last. Summer 
there was a difference of six..hours be- 
tween this country and:Europe’ instead of 
the usual five hours. This put thé Stock 
Exchanges of New York, out of: touch 
with the European Exchanges: for the 
entire business day, whereas formerly 
this country and Europe‘fiadone hour. in’ 
common when business could! be, trans-. 
acted on both Exchanges.;....}.: 

When the-bill was befére: the isin 
of Commons a member objedted te it'on’ 
the ground that under thé: Hew law tn 
some cases the younger son? ‘would’ be 
made the older. He said: 

‘‘Take the case of parents’ who have 
twins. The clock is to be put back one 
hour on the ist of October at 2 9’clock 
in the mgrning. At 1:55 that night the 


eldest twin is born, and he is registered 4 


as having been born on Oct. 1 at 1:55 A. 
M. The second twin is born ten minutes 
later, and therefore he should be entered 
as having been born at 2:05 on the same 
date, and is therefore properly registered 
as the younger son. But between the @ 
two births. you put the clock back an 
hour, wit he result that the eldest son 
is born at 3:55 and the youngest at 1:05, 
nearly an hour earlier.’’ 

The members of the house decided that 
the case was one that would have to be 
specially provided for if it should ever 
arise. 

Daylight saving in this country has 
heen inaugurated with the approval of 
practically all sections. Capital and 


labor united on the plan. It had the 
support of a ioc ae scientists, legis- 
lators, Chambers of Commerce,’ and in- 
numerable other organizations.

Who and whence and why is this 
picked champion :chosen among the 
many who have been called? Ferdi- 
nand Foch! ’There is a strange Tet- 
tonic ring in the name. Can he be @n 
Alsatian? Not at.all, and as far from 
it.as_possible. He comes from.the far 
‘ gouth ef. France,-from..the foothills, of. 
the Pyrenees, where he was born in 
a little town named Tarbes. He had 
@ narrow escape from being a Span- 
jard, for he is of Basque blood, and he 
spent the first years of his life within 
sight of the Spanish border. 


LIKE JOFFRE, ARTILLERYMAN. 

The name is pronounced:as though 
it were spelled with an unaccented’ e 
and the o long—Foche. Marshal Joffre 
comes: from the same province. Like 
Joffre, the new Generalissimo also is 
an artilleryman; like Joffre, he ex- 
celled in mathematics in the military 
like Joffre; he saw war first 
and had 


school; 
at the siege of Paris in 1871, 
his first Colonial command as ‘Gover- 
ner of ' Madagascar. 

There the similarity ceases. Joffre 
is fat; Foch is thin. Joffre is tall; 
Foch is medium. Joffre is a defensive 
‘fighter; Foch an_ offensive fighter. 
Perhaps there is no better way to de- 
fine the difference in the two men 
(who, incidentally, it 
thoroughly devoted to each other) 
than by noting the slang words used 
by the soldiers in referring to them. 
Joffre, throughout the army, is “ Papa 
Joffre.” Foch, to his soldiers, is “ Le 
Patron,” which, in sterling United 
States, means “ the boss.”

Generals become known to history 
for their, trenchant reports or their 
vigorous commands.. Already Foch’s 
retort to an officer who protested 
egainst further fighting on the score 
that his men were exhausted has gone 
around the world and has become a 
watchword in all the French armies. 

“Tired out! ” .exclaimed Foch on 
that occasion. “So are the Germans! 
You are to attack! ” 

His dispatch to Joffre. just before 
his advance which turned the tide of 
battle at the Marne might be suspected 
of hiding a shaft of Gallic wit, were 
4t not a record of events penned at 
one of the critical moments of his 
country’s history. 

“My right has been driven in,” he 
wired,’ in effect, “my left has been 
driven in, Consequently, with all that 
is left of my centre, I will attack! ” 

That was the.advance which: shat- 
tered von Btilow, stopped von Kluck, 
and saved Paris, 

Now that Foch is in the saddle it 
js easy to turn back and see that his 
command was inevitable from the he- 
ginning. The only wonder is that it 
did not come earlier. Generally recog- 
nized as the logica) leader by military 
critics, among them all the leading 
Americans who have been on the other

He has arrived; a Pyrenean. moun- 
| taimeer, lithe as a panther, with the 
! aquiline nose of a conqueror; five feet 
‘six inches in height, .165 ‘pounds in, 
‘weight, 6614 years. old, and, judging 
iby ‘his record, ‘possessing the mental 
qualifications that Machtavelll de- 
clared essential to any leader, whether 
jin politics: or in war—speed, decision, 
| and a unity of: control. 

‘More important, perhaps, than all 
else, if one may indulge in subtleties 
that seem out of place ata serious 
moment, he has the true flair, that an-' 








peels irresistibly: to the French, ana 
which never. is amiss in any country, 
surely not in America. He has the 
indefinable quality of the picturesque, 
the élan of the fighter who grasps at 
once Bismarck’s “ imponderables ” 
and Napoleon’s “ divines.” As he has 
said himself in his. textbook, . “ The 
Conduct of War,” one of the chief- 
modern authorities, “ war is not an 
exact sciénée, but is a terrific and pas- 
sionate drama where man with moral 
and physical’ faculties is cast for the 
principal part.” 

Wherefore one may, now look for 
man, the principal actor,r to emerge 
again to the centre of the world’s 
stage and play his titanic role, while 
machines, electricity, foodstuffs; poi- 
sons, explosives, transportation, dis- 
tribution, and politics (both national 
and international) stép aside and be- 
come tools or puppets in that hands of 
their master—-man. 

Foch is the sort of Gerieral that the 
French loved of old, like the black 
Turenne or the great Condé, the type 
of leader that from Charlemagne to 
Napoleon carried the Gallic arms vic- 
toriously threughout Europe. He-not 
only acts like a General; he looks like 
one. He not only achieves victory, but 
he does it with an ésprit that intoxi- 
cates the popular imagination. 

This may be the reason, or a chief 
among the reasons,: why he has not 
intrusted with su- 
preme command. Since the 13th 
Veridemaire, (Oct. 5, . 1795,) when 
an obscure, Corsican rtiteryman 
(are they to be always .artillerymen, 
these great. French. leaders?) was 
ordered to clear the streets of Paris, 
French parliamentarians have been 
subconsciously fearful of a “‘ man on 
horseback.” Curiously, it is a literal 
fact that Foch is fond’of horseback- 
ing. He has a-black charger of which 
he is extremely fond. ’- Incidentally, 
he looks very well on it. Also, in- 
cidentally, -Joffre never did -care for 
horséback riding,’ being more modern 
in his tendencies and inclining to the 
more prosaic elegance -of~a motor 
car’s tonneau. 

All of this may be- most incidental, 
may be-declared at so solemn a mo- 
ment of no moment at all. But who, 
in a-republfc, can ever forget poli- 
tices? It’ is undeniable that French’

do not forget: Boulanger and his black 
charger, for one need not go back..to 
1795 to recall him,;. but. only: to 1887. 
However, the allied democracies. of 
today are not fearing harm to: de- 
mocracy from inside their own ranks, 
as long as the Prussian menace can 
be warded off. 

NO DANGER OF A DICTATOR. 

For 1918 is neither 1795 nor 1887. 
Napoleon was a rabid adventurer in 
an unsettled adventurous age—and 
young. Boulanger was a middle-aged 
intriguer in an isolated and decadent 
epoch. Foch is a completely matured, 
judiciously thinking man in the ripe 
flower ‘of a fine career, while France 
has not been so solidly established and 
so well governed as now since the time 
of the Great Louis. At the same time, 
she is sustained, morally and politi- 
caily.as well as economically and mili- 
tarily, by the soundest: and surest 
alliance which ever favored her. © If 
vague fears of “the man on horse- 
back:-” have weighed on her, they may 
well be dismissed as idle today.

» Foch avas born Oct. 2, 1851,. four 
months before “ Papa” Joffre. ; A 
course in a military school, a’ minor 
commission in an artillery regiment 
during the Franco-Prussian war, slow 
and gradual advance in the army dur- 
ing the generation that. preceded the 
holocaust, ripe experience in colonial 
government in. Madagascar’ and, 
finally, directorship in the Ecole’ de 
Guerre. Yet he became more ofan 
articulate authority than Joffre. He 
is the author of two, books whichzare 
standard, even in Germany: ‘it: may 
be said in passing that there. for 
twenty years he has been appreciated 
at his true worth, and it is safe.to say 
that nowhére-in the world has ~his 
present appointment been taken. with 
greater seriousness than at the .Im- 
perial Grand Headquarters. The two 
books are “ The Principles of War.” 
and. “ The Conduct of War.’”’.. They 
would bear quotation to a considerable 
length at this time, and it maybe, well 
to pick from them his opinions on the 
two vital subjects of most general jm- 
portance. (In the main they are tech- 
nical disquisitions on tactics. and 
strategy.) 

In the beginning of one of his vol- 
umes \Foch has placed a quotation. 
from. Joseph de Maistre, “a lost bat- 
tle is a battle one believes one’s self to 
havé lost; in a material sense no-bat- 
tle .can be lost. * * * A_ battle, 
then, can only be lost morally.’ If so, 
it is only morally that a battle is won.”

“ except for the Commander in Chief, 
every officer is ‘subordinate. Every 
one of them: in seeking to command 
must seek -to obey. - Obedience, how- 
ever, is'a difficult.art. Many cireum- 
stances, to say nothing of the enemy, 
interfere with, the execution of ‘the 
order received. To-overcome these 
difficulties demands’ a mental. disci- 
pline that -is intelligent and alert. 

“A commander, then, should be, 
first» and foremost,: a man ‘of. char- 
aeter, but he should also be. capable 
of the -comprehension ;and resources 
necessary, for obedience. . Discipline 
involves a merital dttivity; an: activity 
of *reflection; >it is.not .a matter: of 
immobility, like the ‘silence of the 
ranks. Discipline. -in a’ commander 
does. not mean: merely. the execution 
of orders within convenient, just, ra- 
tional, or even possible limits. It 
means a frank entry into the 
thoughts and intentions of whoever is 
in supreme command and the adoption 
of every Means to satisfy them. 

“ Discipline does.not mean a silent 
acquiescence that limits itself. to what- 


promising-one’s self;. it is: not the art 
of avoiding,responsibilities. .It is.the 
art of acting in the spirit: of a given 
order, and-calls us to that.end-to:find 
in..our intelligemce a. means. of: ex- 
ecuting, the order, and in our char- 
acter the energy to, take the maces* 
sary. risks.”

said that he is “ great in his vision 
of the next hour.”

ly, and thus to anticipate the coming 
movements that are. to be made 
against him. It was this quality that 
doubtless. endeared: him to Joffre. at 
the. Marne to.such an extent that the 
Field: Marshal called him, in a burst 
of generosity, ““ the first strategist in 
Europe.” 

His second frequently noted quality 
is a tenacious memory coupled witha 
curious disdain for detail. He deals.in 
principles and vital decisions, leaving 
the mastery of a mass of details to 


others, «as ‘well as their execution. Yet,- 


with: this’ faculty of disattachment 
goes an intuitive perception which un- 
cannily picks out the essential from 
the mass,_so that he never seems.un- 
informed, and a. memory that never 
forgets even the smallest detgil. 

It -is- said»that his memory: is so 
good that he will not burden it with 
the infinitude of trivial matters which. 
might easily.absorb the time of a com- 
mander in so vast'a complex machine 
as the allied army. To illustrate this 
a story;is related of a subordinate offi- 
cer approaching him for the-first time 
and timidly recalling that he once was

“ Do not misunderstand me,” quick- 
ly replied Foch, his eyes twinkling. 
“Jt is Germans that I sacrifice. I 
never throw away my own soldiers.” 

WHAT HE DID AT THE MARNE. 

Just. the same, when the moment 
arrives,, Foch will not hesitate to put 
his last ounce of energy, his last man,

The story of this, the finest of 


‘| Foch’s achievements, has been often 


told, but will r repeating. Captain 
xX. of the French Army, in -Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine, summarized it graph- 
ically last year. The Captain described 
the day, Aug. 30, 1914, as one of ter- 
rific heat, when there might have 
been seen pacing to and fro in front 
{ of ‘a little hotel in the market place of 
* Attegry, & small town above Rethel 
on the Aisne, a man with an anxious

mans; if they took it, the plain was 
lost and the way to Paris:open. To 
lose that cliff might precipitate upon 
the French Army a’ double Sedan. 
From that cliff a retreat could easily 
be turned into a rout. It was then 
that Foch rose to his classic decision 
to order a general advance on all his 
shattered fronts, while thus would be 
screened the flanking movement 
which he hoped. would prove -the 
tierce in his rapier thrust. 

“ The chateau of Mondemont,” wrote 
Captain X, “ which the Germans had 
just seized, was retaken by our troops 
after three successive attacks. 
last of these, more violent than the 
rest, was made at nightfall with the 
help of two guns daringly moved up 
to within four hundred yards, in order 
to shell the defenders. At the most 
critical moment of the conflict General 
Foch improvised and executed a most 
skillful manoeuvre, to which our final 
‘victory was due. 

“The Germans had driven them- 
. selves into our army like a wedge; 
their front took the form of an elbow. 
General Foch was inspired to turn to 
our own advantage a position which 
| abpeared wholly favorable to the 
{enemy. He: seized the nearest neigh- 

boring division and slipped it abruptly 
from left to right in such a way as to 
throw it suddenly on the German 
flank. The movement took the enemy 
by surprise. In a smaller way it was 
the same manoeuvre as that by which 
General Joffre threw Manoury’s army 
on the flank of von Kluck. In each 
case the result: was admirable: The 
two manoeuvres were the deciding 
cause of the German retreat and won 
us the victory of the Marne.” 

In 1916 a party of correspondents 
visited the 1914 battlefield and went 
over the disputed ground. All were 
especially fascinated ‘by the line from 
La Fére Champenoise in Mondernont, 
the line which had been held by the 
9th Army under Foch. It was then 
learned for the ‘first time that Foch 
had under his command only about 
120,000 men, while he was opposed by 
about 200,000 Germans, and that these 
included the Prussian Guard, the 
flower of the Kaiser’s army. 

‘The headquarters officers in charge 
of this party, though discreet in sin- 
gling out any one officer for praise, 
which is distinctly the French way, 
yet were clear in indicating that it 
was the French consensus of opinion 
that, while-every General in the allied 
line contributed to the victory of the 
Marne, it was.Foch who, with inferior 
forces but brilliant» strategy and re- 
fusal to recognize a suspicion of de- 
feat, caused more trouble to the Ger- 
mans than .even~Manoury and. the 
army of Paris. 

FOCH’S FEAT AT THE YSER. 

Again, at the Yser, Foch performed 
a similar feat. It was at the first bat- 
tle of Ypres. Here it was that, in the 
words of The London Standard, “ he 
loosed the dikes and flooded the Ger- 
mans with Frenchmen.” The Ger- 
mans then seemed-to have an incred- 
ible supply of reserves and forced the 
attack relentlessly and, it seemed, vic- 
toriously. The Belgian and English 
armies, left to themselves, must have 
given way before the incredible as- 
saults.. Foch, at the crisis, spared 
nothing of the French reserves. It 
Ras never been officially revealed how 
many. corps he threw into the breach, 
but he succeeded in raising a human 
dike to stay the Teuton inundation. 

As each battalion arrived it was 
thrown into the furnace. Nota day, 
not. an hour, could be lost. Every 
gap had to be filled. Nor did the 
French under Foch limit themselves 
to. the defensive. From time to time

There is only little doubt that when 
German talons become firmly fixed on 
the throat of Russia, so that all of 
Russia's material in food and supplies 
will be at the German command, Ger- 
many will be willing to make peace on 
a basis which at first blush would 
seem. generous. In other words, she 
would ‘undoubtedly be willing to ex- 
change her position in the west and 
retire behind her own borders in ex- 
Ghange for a free hand for the de- 
velopment of her plans in the east. 
‘GERMANY FORCED TO STRIKE. 
Russia was. apparently complacent 
and: thoroughly reconciled to her dis- 
métibermént by Germany. But the Al- 
lies were not equally so. They, indeed, 
gavé Germany full notice that she 
was not, to be allowed to retain what 
she had taken, that they would not 
recognize her so-called agreement with 
Russia unless she was able to defeat 
them in the west. Only-then would 
her claim to Russia be recognized. 
Emphasis was laid .on the fact that 
Germany could win the war in the 
west, and there only. Germany was 
therefore confronted with the proposi- 
tion of waging war in the west her- 
self—that is, of assuming the offens- 
ive—or of permitting the Allies to 
take the offensive at a time and at a 
« point which was best suited to them. 
Time was with the Alles, and Ger- 
many could not afford to wait. They 
were steadily growing stronger; not 
only were supplies being accumulated, 
but the number of men from America 
was steadily increasing. If Germany 
struck in 1918 in full force, there was 
a chance ‘of victory, however small it 
might be. If she waited until next 
year, thé end was beyond doubt. 
RUSSIA HASTENED DECISION. 
There was also the question of Rus- 
sia to be considered. Russia is most 
unstable, and it is impossible to gauge 
one day ‘what will happen the next. 
Although Germany is in the saddle 
there now, there is still serious unrest 
and resentment even in Ukraine 
against the demands which Germany 
is making. While it may take a long 
time before Russia can put into the 
field an army that would be of mate- 
rial assistance to the Allies, German 
aggression might provoke an attempt 
et guerrilla warfare on a large scale, 
and this in itself would demand a 
strong guard in the eastern theatre. 
Before the necessity for such a guard 
became too pressing, Germany had to 
. strike while she was still able to use 
her maximum man power. She was, 
moreover, undergoing a small though 
steady wastage. If she intended to 
win at all, and was not to be content 
with a drawn battle, she had to strike 
early, before the growing strength of 
the Allies had reached its maximum 
and while her own strength was at its 
height. 
DEFINITE MILITARY GOAL. 
Germany, therefore, has set about 
to end the war. . She has struck with 
hér forces fully mobilized, with a full 
store of equipment and material pre- 
peared fof just this move. She has 
launched this attack to end the war, 
and is mentally prepared to use 
everything she has in this effort. It 
is useless to argue otherwise. This 
offensive, before it is ended, will cost 
; deemeny over a million men—maybe 
considerably over a million. Such an 
expenditure can be excused only in 
case of victory. Her’ people know 
what this great battle is being fought 
for; there can be no excuse accepted, 
no. end regarded as suitable. except a 
~~ eomplete allied defeat, It will do Ger- 
many no good to gain’additional square 
miles of French territory and then to 
settle down again.in trenches; and it 
is of no consequence;how many miles 
she gains. None of {t will have any 
value unless the Allies agree as‘a re- | 
suit to lay down théir | arms and cease 
to fight.

Germany is not blind to this. She 
launched this attack for a definite, 
positive military decision. If she 
loses this fight, if she is thrown back 
and beaten before she reaches Paris or 
the Channel ports, the war will end 
before the end of 1919. 

NOT POLITICAL MOVE. 

It is entirely an error to regard this 
battle as having had its origin in a po- 
litical conception. Those who have 
clung to the theory of the possibility 
of a revolution in Germany, who have 
felt that there was a definite line of 
demarkation between the German 
Government and the German people 
in this war, must have been unde- 
ceived by this time. The failure of 
the German people—fighting for self- 
defense alone, it is alleged—to act 


on Russia after peace had been de- 
clared is sufficient proof for even the 
most skeptical. There is, therefore, 
no ground for the assumption that the 
German attack was in answer to’ in- 
ternal pressure. That assumption 
may be madé with reason when the | 
military situation is such that a given 
move does not logically grow out of it. 
But when there are sound military 
reasons for a military operation, it is 
useless to search tor'any other motive. 

The Germans have come to a com- 
plete realization of the small value at- 
tached to the occupation of territory. 
Their entire press has been very tem- 
perate in commenting on the advance, 
cautioning that such territorial gain 
as has been made {8 not of itself im- 
portant unless the destruction of 
either the French or the British army 
should follow. Thus the possibility of 
defeat is already being discounted: 
But none the less the German plan 


out, not with the idea of réaching 
Paris, or even the Channel ports, but 
of destroying the most powerful army 
of the Entente, that of the British. 
OPENING OF OFFENSIVE. 

The strategy by which this is meant 
to be accomplished is simple. In es- 
sence it is nothing more than to strike 
in full force along the Oise, the blow 
falling between St. Quentin and La 
Fére, at the junction of the French 
and British troops. Where two armies 
speaking a different language and un- 
der different commands are linked in 
a battle line, the point of juncture is 
always a weak point and the one most 
likely to be broken. It was the Ger- 
man intention by a sudden and over- 
whelming blow to break the connec- 
tion at this point, regardless of cost, 
and then, following quickly up the 
Oise Valley, to throw large forces 
squarely across the British right, and, 
turning it, roll it up. As a necessary 
adjunct to this plan, the British salient 
at Cambrai had to be destroyed. Oth- 
erwise an advance down the Somme 
would have left the entire German 
flank exposed to attack from the 
north. .

| BACK TO THE OISE. — 

‘The clearing out of the Cambrai 
salient opened the way for the real 
attack further south. This fell in the 
angle between the Oise Canal and 
that of the Somme, and, as was the 
case before Cambrai, the Allies” line 
was overrun in the first rush. The 
French and British line was, how- 
ever, in no sense ruptured,. but of- 
fered a continuous front to the Ger- 
mans throughout. From thé very 
beginning there was no indication of 
panic in either the French or British 
Army, no sign of a rout. There was 
a ‘hurried retreat, but it was a retreat 
made in good order. 

Falling back, both armies fought 
their way steadily from point to 
point, making the Germans pay heav- 
ily for each gain. Not.once did the 


French in. their retreat give up the|,;. 


southern bank of the Oise. In the 
first part of the week only a very 
small propertion of the French were 
engaged, but these few held. their 
positions firmly to the south, though 
giving way east and west.. The French 
were finally forced back across the 
Oise at Noyon, giving this city to the 
Germans. The point of crossing the 
river, just below Pont l’Evéque, was 
thereafter used as the pivotal point, 
the French army turning on it as 
they swung westward in the exten- 
sion of their line. 


BRITISH DEFENCE STIFFENS. 


In the north, in the meantime, the 
British were fighting the same sort 
of delaying action which marked the 
retreat in the south. Slowly they fell 
back toward the old battlefield of the 
Somme. The British problem was a 
difficult. one .to solve, and was done 
which demanded great courage on the 
part of those charged with the duty 
of making a decision. There were 
strong reserve armies back of the Brit- 
ish line, which were being kept in 
readiness for action when the occasion 
demanded. At-the same time the use |

TELLS HOW TO STOP ~ 
‘ANNOYING KNOCKS)

Were you ever troubled by, a persis- 
tent motor knock that came suddenly 
and went as quickly—not.a Knock from 
a loose part, but one that comes and 
goes as the spark is advanced or re- 
tarded, or as the throttle is opened and 
closed? > 
ignition. Do not confuse the knock 
with that. of a loose bearing, although 
it is sometimes difficult to distinguish 
between them. 
re- -ignition means ignition of the 
compressed charge of gas in the cylin- 
der before the dead centre is reached. 
This has the effect of making pressure 
in the opposite direction, which results 
in a distinct knock. Ignition should 
eccur-in a manner to push the piston 
downward on the power stroke; that: is, 
the pressure from the burning and ex- 
panding gas should not be fully exerted 
on the piston until dead centre has 
been passed. So long as this is prop- 
erly regulated no pre- -ignition knock 
can oczur. The common causes are: 
Spark too far advanced, glowing car-

Italian Motor Exports Increase. 

Motor exports from Italy passed the 
hundred-lira mark for: the first ten 
months of 1917, according to statistics 


just issued by the Ministry of Finance. ! 


The exact figure, which ineludes both 
touring cars and lorries, is 112,268,805 
liras, this amount representing 7,916 
lorries and 614 touring cars. Compared 
with the corresponding period of 1915, 
the increase is 122 per cent. 

Between Jan. 1 and Oct. 31, 1917, Italy 
imported 251 motor vehicles of a total 
value of 1,256,000 liras. For the corre- 


sponding period of 1915. the imports 
amounted: to.-.5,139,460 liras for 386 
vehicles, of which 373 were touring cars 
and 13 lorries. This represents a. de- 
crease in value of about 308 per cent.

brings the spark into the compression 
stroke, several degrees before dead cen- 
tre. This ‘will stop the piston in its up- 
ward movement, or evén cause a knock, 


because the piston’ has time-to reach’ 


dead centre before the full pressure of 
the explosion is developed. But if the 
car is on a hill, making the engine pull 
more slowly, -the case is different, The 
piston does not have time to réach dead 
centre before a good part of the ex- 
plosion pressure is developed and so the 
downward pressure causes a knock. 
To stop this it is merely necessary % 
retard the spark lever. 

Another cause ‘of pre-ignition a 
knocking is glowing carbon in:the head 
of the engine. This may be caiised. by 
using too much gasoline or too much 
oil, sometimes from overheating or from 
using a poor grade of oil. Carburetor 
troubles which would cause it are leaky 
float valve, heavy float, spray nozzle 
adjustment too wide open, air valve 
stuck or too tightly adjusted, or ‘choke 
valve not opening properly. Excess of 
gasoline is shown by back smoke, 
whereas a _ bluish-white smoke indi- 
cates oil. 

The action here is due t6 the fact that 
gas becomes heated when compressed. 
If we do this in the presence of glowing 
carbon or red-hot metal the gas is: ig- 
nited at a certain poifit of compression. 


‘This will not ignite the incoming gas on 


the suction stroke,.but requires a press- 
ure greater than atmospheric before ig- 
nition can take place. If we feed in a 
large supply of gas by means of the 
throttle, the compression pressure is 
raised ‘and ignition comes before dead- 
centre—pre-ignition—and we hear a 
knock.- If we open the switch the en- 
gine will probably continue running—it 
is firing itself. 

An overheated engine may result from 
failure of the cooling system, running 
on low gear, racing the engine, or lack 
of oil. With overheating may be classed 
a glowing snag of metal left.in the 
cylinder head by the machinist working 
on the casting. The red-hot metal sets 
fire to the mixture at a certain ‘point of 
compression and a knock’ results. If 
the switch is opened, the engine «runs 
In, such a case the engine 
roust be stopped immediately, so as to 
prevent ‘any harm’ to pistons, cylinders, 
or bearings. Throw out the clutch, put 
gears in high speed, close throttlé to 
weaken the explosions, apply foot brake 


gently, and let in clutch suddenly. This 
throws the whole weight of the car on 
the engine, which stalls. 

It is not particularly difficult to dis- 
tinguish the various kinds of knocks, the 
principal. difficulty being to locate and 
remove them. To identify a -spark 


; Knock retard the spark, slightly and the 


knock will stop. carbon knock will 
not disappear even with. spark retarded. 
Also, by removing valve’caps or spark 
plugs you can note to what extent the 
cylinders are carbonized. Other knocks. 
such as those caused by a glowing metal 
snag, &c., can only be located by closé 
inspection on the part of an experienced 
mechanic.

Were Unitarians. The contributien of 
one Unitarian Church (King’s Chapel), 
te this object was about $12,000.

Now comes ‘the world -war and sum- 
mons these organizations to a work 
which is mueh larger than their creed. 
The Y. M. C. A. has undertaken many 
functions to which it would be-absurd 
to apply “the test of church membership. 
A physical director, for example, or a 
teacher of boxing, can hardly be 
examined in Protestant doctrine. Few 
Christian churches—even Unitarian—are 
likely to supply the fistic artists now 
desired. The Y. W. C. A., in the 
gracious hospitality of its hostess 
houses, finds it difficult to enforce the 
rule that a cup of cocda shall be poured 
by none but Evangelical hands.* 

In this situation there are two possible 
ways of procedure.

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A HBALTH MINISTRY! 


Takes Drastic Action to Lower 
~ the Death Rate Due 
to the War. 


TO COMBAT . STARVATION 


But Experts Say Nothing Can Re- 
_ store. the Health of Many 
Adult Sufferers. 


BY JULIAN. GRANDE. 

BERNE, Treb. 26.—In a ‘recent article 
1 dealt with the appalling infantile 
morality in Austria ang the ravages of 
tuberculosis, which is now known as 
the Viennese malady. I also touched 
upon the increase of disease in general 
in Austria since the war, and on the 
high death-roll, which has risen every 
year since 1913, 

Matters have now become so serious 
that a Ministry of Health is being 
formed in Austria, which is finding that 
her former health laws, which date” 
back to 1870, are inefficient and evaded 
whenever possible. Their main defect, 
however, is that they allow the differ- 
ent parts of the country to regulate 
sanitary matters according to their in- 
dividual taste; which has sometimes 
meant that one part of the Austrian 
Empire has had no sanitary laws at 
all for twenty-five years or longer. It 
is. indeed, a marvel that in the cir- 
cmamefances 0 great peatilence has 
broken out, 

The difficulty in constituting this Min- 
istry at present seems to be that so 
many of the physicians, from whose 
co-operation much is hoped, are at ‘the 
front or» engaged in hospitals, where 
they already have as much _ as they 
can do, and more. The regulations 
of the new Austrian Ministry of 
Health will be very extensive. It is 
proposed, for instance, to take steps 
to prevent venereal diseases as far as 
possible; and in particular to endeavor 
to compel all parents, when marrying 
their daughters, to make sure that both 
bride and _bridesroom are in thoroughly 
sound health and altogether in a fit 
state to marry. A father, it is com- 
plained, at present inquires how much 
a suitor for his daughter’s hand earns, 
how much he is to receive from home, 
and all about his material prospects, but 
nothing about anything which will 
throw light on the question whether 
he is likely to produce healthy children.» 

A very important part of the work 
of the new Austrian Ministry of Health 
will be the supervision of the sanitary 
arrangements and drainage of dwell- 
ings, particularly working-class dwell- 
ings. Above all, it is urged, spec- 
ulators must be prevented from putting 
up lath and plaster buildings. 

Measures are to be taken to mitigate 
the dust and smoke nuisances and pre- 
vent factories and works from defiling 
the air. 

Strict laws are to be enacted against 
food “adulteration. All food factories 
and all beverage works are to be strict- 
ly regulated in order to insure their 
products really containing what they 
profess to contain. 

Not only is the. manufacture and sale 
of all quack medicines to be prohibited, 
but people are to be instructed in the 
danger of resorting either to them or 
to quack doctors. 

In the case of a doctor finding any one 
suffering from any contagious disease, 
even if only slightly, he will be bound 
to recommend the patient’s entering a 
proper hospital for treatment; and in 
case of the latter’s failure to do this the 
doctor, must immediately report him to 
the authorities, 

The first business of the Austrian 
Ministry of Health will be aS far as 
possible to remedy the damage caused 
by the war, that is to say, to replace 
those who have fallen in the war by 
others who can do their work, and to 
restore the sick and wounded to heaith, 
and find suitable work for them; and 
above all to endeavor to improve and 
increase the rations of the civilian 
population, which, it is now frankly 
admitted, m.very seriously un- 
derfed for some time past. 

Organizations already exist for the 
protection of mothers and infants in 
arms, and also of older children; and 
these branches of the work of the new 
Ministry of Health will be left mainly 
to them. 

How badly large numbers of the Aus- |: 
trian population have been underfed ap- 
pears from a speech in the Austrian 
Parliament by a Social Democrat, Herr 
Seeliger, who said that he could show 
the House death certificates in which 
were the words ‘ Died of starvation 
To prove how urgent is the need for this 
Ministry of Health, I may say that the 
managers of the six Viennese relief 
shelters, in which on an average 86,000 
hel; ne “¢ 4 and bread are supplied 

y ween the hours of 11 A. M. and 
1 P, M., have just announced that the 
number of poor people they have fed 
and warmed during the war now ex- 
ceeds 1,000,000. These relief shelters are 
doing something to prevent ‘‘ deaths 
from stasvition™ ” Each of them can 
accommodate at a time about 250 per- 
sons, and no questions whatever are 
asked of any one who appears with his 
or her basin or jug and holds it out for 
a helping of soup. ‘Only a. quarter of a 
liter (not quite half a pint) is given, 
with a I piece of bread. Long 
before the time of opening a crowd of 
people collects me te the street. As a rule 
children are allowed to enter first, then 
women, and last of all a certain number 
of old and more or less decrepit men, 
Those responsible for these relief shol- 
ters have just made known that, unless 
more money is given them they will be 
forced ose on March 15. 

The authorities, however, are com- 
forting the people with promises of 
largely increased supplies of foodstuffs, 
und other blessings from the Ukraine: 
but those who really know much about 
the state of Austrian public mone say 
that not all the Russian eggs a 
Ukrainian wheat will ever effectual 
restore the —— C$ many of the adult 
generation. the large Austrian 
cities, saaeed, opie have not only the 
poornéss and insufficiency of the food 
1o contend against, but also lack of liv- 
ing room, and, now, greet difficulty in 
procuring the simplest and most indis- 
pensable articles of clothing, c- 
ularly boots, at any price which they 
can ord. Moreover, a good deal of 
disease is propagated owing to lack of 
personal cleanliness, which, n, isa 
consequence of the extreme dearness of 
soap and all agp used » washing,

security of claims to its members, It 
is further intended to bring abeut joint 
action of creditors of the.same debtor. 
The imperial authorities have promised 
to suprort the efforts of the association 
as far as possible. 

Subjects of the German Empire, com- 
mercial companies, registered associa- 
tions, and legaljpersons domiciled within 
the empire are eligible to membership. 
In addition to annual dues of $5 and a 
yearly contribution to be fixed by the 
Directors, which may be graduated on a 
$4 per thousand basis, according to the 
amount’ of claims declared, members 
must pay to the association 3 per cent. 
of all receipts from claims on which 
the association has taken action. Special 
costs arising in the handling of in- 
dividual claims must be paid by the 
members concerned. 

Special emphasis is laid on the fact 
that the association also deals with, 
claims which, by the imperial notice of} 
Feb, 23, 1917, are excluded from dec- 
laration, but it does not undertake 
‘\eldims with reference to Government 
securities. 

The closest possible co-operation will 
be sought with international and other 
foreign trade associations. The Ger- 
man-Russian Economic Association has 
already been approached, and that or- 
ganization has agreed to form a Rus- 
sian sub-section of the association, 
which will deal with claims on Russia 
intrusted to it by the German associa- 
tion.

Efforts of Twenty Years to Link| 8% 


_ Foreign Possessions by Cable 
Lost When War Began. 


The effort of twenty years to link up 

allt her foreign possessions with the 
home, land waé lost to Germany when 
the outbreak of the war brought the 
destruction of communication by cable 
betweén the different part of the em- 
pire, : 
** One ‘of Germany's -schemés before 
the war for creating a cable route to 
her Malay possessions free of British 
control,’’ says The Americas, published 
by the National City Bank, ‘ coritem- 
plated utilizing the American Pacific 
cable as a neutral line. Germany had 
ah agreement. with Holland whereby 
the two nations developed a joint sys- 
tem connécting the various German and 
Dutch islands in the East Indies. The 
starting point was the German island 
of Yap in the Carolines, which was 
connected with Guam and with Shang- 
hai. Seouthward’ from Yap a4 line 
reached Borneo and Celebes and thence 
to Java and Sumatra. Germany’s New 
Guinea and China colonies were also 
joined to this system. These posses- 
sions could be reached from Germany 
‘via two German transatlantic cables 
and the American system. 

** The two German transatlantic cables 
left Germany from Emden and were re- 


a at the Azores, where the Portu- 

guese Government had granted permis- 
sion for @ station, and thus reached New 
York. At the opening of the war the 
British cut these cables between the 
Azeres and Emden to prevent messages 
reaching Germany. 

Germany’s African possessions were 
included in the imperial scheme. A line 
was laid from Borkum to Vigo, Spain, 
but an application to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment to permit extension of this line 
to the Canary Islands was refused. 
Another line was laid, however, directly 
from Germany to Teneriffe, in the 
Canaries, and thence to Monrovia, in 
the independent African republic of 
Liberia. A year before the war began 
the Germans extended this line from 
Monrovia to Lomé, in the German col- 
ony of Togoland, and thence to Duala, 
in the German Cameroons. Agreéments 
were also made whereby in 1919 Ger- 
many was to pessess a line from Duala 
to wakopmund, German Southwest 
Africa. us all the German 
sions in Africa except German East 
Africa would have been joined to- the 
mother country. 

‘“*In connection with German commer- 
cial plans in South America a cable was 
laid in 1911 from Monrovia to Pernam- 
buco, Brazil, and a controlling interest 
was bought in an Argentine cabie from 
Buenos Aires and Montevideo to Colo- 
nia. .[t remained only to connect Colonia 
with Petnambuco to complete an all- 
German route from Germany to. Buenos 
Aires.. The war, however, cut short the 
plans at this point.” 


PIG IRON TRADE UPSET. 


Production in 1917 Drops in Spite of 
Greater Facilities. 


The production ef pig iron in the 
United States in 1917 amounted to 38,- 
647,397 tons, according to a builetin re- 
cently issued by the American Iron and 
Steel Institute. This total was about 2 
per cent.Mess than in 1916, although the 
facilities for making iron in 1917 “were 
considerably larger than the year before. 
Fourteen new furnaces were erécted 
last year, the records 6f The Iron Age 
show, compared with only four new ones 
in the preceding year. 

A feature’ of ‘the year’s results lay in 
the fact that the outptt of iron by mer- 
chant furnaces for sale in the open 
market increased over 1916, while the 
pig iron turned out by works which con- 
sumed their own production suffered a 
decline. The output of pig iron for sale 
was 11,676,513 tons, an increase of 3.8 
per cent. over the preceding twelve 
months. The output by consumers 
dropped from 28,181,480 tons tp 26,970,884 
tons, or 4.3 per cent. The shortage of 
coke, a vital element in making iron, feli 
mbre severely on the steel plants than 

upon the merchant furnaces. 

* However unsatisfactory ‘was the out- 
put of pig iron in 1917," The [ron Age 
says, ‘‘ the present year has started out 
still worse, for the output in January 
and February has fallen 1,600,000 tons 
short of one-sixth of last year’s total 
output, se that the year has started 
with a very serious handicap.’’

BRITAIN RETAINS HER STEEL 


Exports of Products for-Month of 
January Show Falling Off: 


British reports on exports of stecl-and 
steel products and iron during January 
indicate that Great Britain is cOnsum- 
ing more of her production in her own 
finishing mills than-in other years. It 
is probable, also, that production of 
surplus supplies has been curtailed by. 
the concentration of the industries on 
war work. In the month the total of 
iron and steel exports, excluding iron 
ore,’ Was only 139,151 tons, compared 
with 210,124 tons in January, 1917. The 
monthly average last-year was 195,466 
tons.

goods. The change has led to some 
complaint on the part of the Chinese 
importers, but apparently this ts due 
more to the loss of the profit in the 
sale of the old cases than to any in- 
herent reason. 

**Cottcn goods importers in Hong-° 
kong generally seem to feel that the 
bale method of packing has come to 
stay, and will be followed after the 
war. This will follow not only from 
the increased cost of manufacture 
and the need of holding down prices 
te consumers here, but will also re- 
sult from a shortage of wood for cases

Government of Ex-Czar Expended 
$300,000,000 on Froject.

EXTENDS INDUSTRY TO SPAIN

Babcock & Wilcox, the largest manu- 
facturers of marine boilers in the world, 
have recently added another country to 
their dominions, according to The Lon- 
don Times, having organized a subsid- 
iary company in Spain, with headquar- 
ters at Bilbao, known as thé Sociedad 
Espafiola de Construcciones Babcock & 
Wilcock. The company will manufact- 
ure Babcock & Wilcox marine boilers 
from native Spanish steel, and will also 
engage in the production of marine en- 
gines, electric cranes, conveyors, and 
locomotives. Especial interest attaches 
to, the project, because Spain has here- 
tofore been almost entirely dependent on 
gecmeny for machinery of this descrip-

The new company is capitalized at 
24,000,000 pesetas, about 
most of the capital is Sealiton gon aes 
& Wilcox, however, receiving a la 
block of stock in exchange for their 
patent rights, receiving the contract for 
the construction and active management 
of the factory, and having also the right 
to name three of the Board of Direc- 
tors. The oomapetiy is organized under 
a new Spanish law by which the Spanish 
Government, in return for considerable 
authority over the business management, 
guarantees a minimum return of 5 per 
cent. on the paid-in capital.

yes, Limited, .and 
Levinsteins in England. They are 
the two great makers of coal tar 
dyes. The first named was aided by 
Government subscription for the pur- 
pose of supplying needed colors to the 
trade and of ultimately enabling 
Great Britain to be free from deé- 
pendence on Germany after the war.

'Levinsteins, on the other hand, is a 


purely private venture, which has 
undergone vast expansion since the 
war began. Its enterprise made it 
possible for British troops. to wear 
garments of khaki,. and its dyes were 
even sent here to help color the fab- 
rics in which American soldiers are 
clad. Subsequently, the concern went 
into the making of other dyes, many 
of which had been a monopoly of. the 
big German concerns. .The merger of 
the two establishments is interpreted 
to-mean a more active competition not 
only with the German color makers— 
whose products it is intended to keep 
out of Great Britain, if possible—but 
also with those in this country. In 
the twelve months ended with De- 
cember last over $3,000,000 worth of 
dyes wére sent to the United .King- 
dom from here, and the:trade seeméd 
on the iftcrease. With the merger: of 
thé British companies there will bé 
possible a greater production and 
more specialization, and doubtless a 
large increase both in plant and cap- | 
ital to help on the work. In this 
country the two principal groups in 
the dye interests also command large 
capital. This will be needed when 
the expected competition from Ger- 
many comes after the war. Small 
manufacturers with limited capital 
will be at a disadvantage in fighting 
the trust which has been formed by 
the German dye and chemical com- 
panies.

Cotton Prices were shown in the 
and market quotations of 
Fabrics. cotton.. during the 
past week seemed to 
represent pure speculative endeavors 
on one side or the other: They had 
no bearing, direct or- indirect, on 
either production or consumption, or 
on the plenty or scarcity of the ar- 
ticle. The betting on the outlook of 
the crop, for which the. ground is 
now under preparation, is a mere 
gamble. All sorts.of statements have 
come out.as to. how large or small 
the acreage to .be planted is to -be. 
As good a guess as any is that there 
will be no curtailment this year, to 
say the least, So -far, the weather 


reports from the: growing districts 
are in the main favorable, and much 
confidence is expressed in the belief 
that the festive boll weevil will be 
less in evidence because of the_se- 
verity of the past Winter. In some 
portions of the South they have just 
finished picking the remnants of last 
year’s crop. Takings recently have 
been’ mostly for domestic mills, ex- 
ports being much hampered. Mill 
men expréssed pleasure at the an-. 
nouncement that three of the requi- 
sitioned Dutch vessels are to be used 
to bring cotton to New England, 
where it is needed. The goods mar- 
kets are in rather a. perturbed state. 
Mills are trying to confine their ef- 
forts to fewer construations, and 
some are endeavoring to secure them- 
selves against cancellations in the 
event of a decline in prices. There 
is, also, something of a disposition to 
withdraw quotations and sell at 
value. On this concerted action has 
been sought. Prices remain at high 
levels even when sales at ie hand 
are few. *

Wool continues in 

As to Wool notable: demand with-. 
and out any special. change 
Woolens. in prices. The an- 
nouncement has been 

made that the first lot of the 200,000 
bales of Australian wool released for 
the Government has arrived in this 
country. Arrivals from Argentina in 
February were only a little over 12,- 
000,000. pounds as against mofre than 
30,600,000 pounds in the correspond- 
ing month in.1917.. Just at present 
there is little buying of wool in South 
America, where there is. yet consid- 
erable to dtaw on. In South Africa 
shipments are hampered by lack of 
tonnage. Shearing is now in progress 
in several of the Western and South- 
western States, but there seems to 
have been thus, far‘not much buying 
of the new clip.- All the. prospects 
fayor a larger production th last 
year, and a yield of 300,000,000 
pounds would not be surprising. In 
January there were 000 ‘fewer 
sheep sloughtgres for meat than in 
January, 7, and the tendeficy 
seems to he toward keeping the an- 
imals for their wool. There is a sea- 
sonable dullness.in the woolen, goods 
market. Buyérs ‘have taken belated 
deliveries of Spring fabrics, consid- 
erable of which will be held over. This 
encourages the belief that ‘there ‘will 
be few cancellations of the orders 
taken for Fall. The’salés of clothing 
at retail have, in general, -been.satis- 
factory, and this circumstance has 
helped in Fall orders, despite the ad- 
vances in price which are asked. 
These advances appear most marked 
on the cheaper grades. In women’s 
wear fabrics the mills have not 
seeped to wish to push sales, even 
thoggh in some quarters a somewhat

HELPFUL AIMS OF 


THE WAIST LEAGUE 


| Large buying is reported, both for Amer- 


To Stop thieving: unk and Increase 
the Output of the Industry 
Are Among Them. 


Not the least important of the many 
things that are on the program of the 
recently-organized United Waist League 
of America is a plan to reduce—to elim- 
inate,\if possible—the present heavy loss 
arising from: thefts of merchandise in 
transit between the manufacturers and 
the retailers: This loss, it is said by ex- 
ecutives of the league, amounts to about 
$1,000,000. a year. 

Conferences between representatives of 
the league and of the leading express 
companies have established the fact that 
a good deal of this loss can be charged 
against the shipping rooms of the manu- 
facturers. Proof of careless packing is 
said to.lie ir the fact that it often hap- 
epns that when the containers are re- 
ceived by the consignees they are in 
perfect condition save for the fact that 
merchandise has been abstracted. It is 
with a view to overcoming the various 
defects in packing that the léague will 
shortly issue to ‘its members a poster, 
which is to be put in the shipping rooms, 
embodying recommendations made in a 
conference between Executive Director 
M. Mosessohn and traffic officials of 
the express companies. These recom- 
mendations, as outlined yesterday to a 
Times reporter by Mr. Mosessohn, fol- 
low: 

“It js the recommendation of the ex- 
press companies that the so-called one- 
piece container be used by the waist 
manufacturers, as it is considered safer 
than the three-piece container that is 
The latter is more 


of pilfering. 

‘* By a Grie-piecd container is meant 
the lap..end, corrugated box with flaps 
that can be securely glued, a strip of 
gummed tape being placed over the seam 
after the flaps are fastened. If the con- 
tainer is treated in this manner, it is the 
contention of the express companies 
that the chance of theft will be prac- 
tically eliminated. 

** Objection has been made to this form 
of container by some of the manufactur- 
ers because it cannot be cut down to fit 
odd lots, as can be done with the three- 
piece box. Nevertheless, quite a num- 
ber.of the waist houses have adopted the 
one-piece box, and to overcome the ob- 
jection mentioned. have purchased sev- 
efal differerit sisés c&pable: of holding 
shipments fanging from one to four 
aégens. The concerns using this con- 
tainet Have informed thé Inspectors that 
they hAVé fot only practi¢ally eliminated 
@laiins for losd on outward-bourid ship- 
ments, btit that the contents réach thé 
consignees in~better shape. 

** For the benefit of shippers who still 
have three-piece containers in stock, it 
is proposed that in using them they first 
be securely tied with heavy cord or 
cloth, or with metal tape, encircling the 
box..at least once around the ends, and 
once about the sides. This cord, cloth, 
or tape should be firmly knotted, riv- 
eted, or otherwise secured with metal 
fasteners on each crossing. Every cover 
should. be sealed to the sides of the box 
at opposite sides with not less than two 
papér seals. These seals should bear 
identification marks, should be not less 
than four by eight inches in size, and 
should be of a strength not less than 
sixty pounds to the square inch, Mullen 
test. 

“In shipping lots of less than 100 
dozen the waists should first be wrapped 
securely, with the sides and ends of the 
package protected with corrugated 
paper.. They should then be,encased in 
two thicknesses of good wrapping paper, 
and the ends of the paper should be 
firmly sealed with at least three strips 
of gummed tape. In addition to this 
the entire package should be carefully 
tied with strong twine.” 

Another thing that has to do with 
shipping, which the league will shortly 
take up. deals with the returning of 
goods by the retailers. Im the majority 
of cases where returns are made, it is 
said that the goods are sent back in 
the original containers. This not only 
has a tendency to bring the goods back 
in a badly damaged condition, but it 
often happens that the containers have 
been so badly broken by rough handling 
en route, or in the receiving depart- 
ments of the stores, that the merchan- 
dise is lost on the return trip. It will 
be the endeavor of the league officials 
to take this problem up with the stores, 
showing how the present practice tends 
toward loss and higher costs for all.con- 
cerned. 

The other purposes of the United 
Waist League of America are many. 
Unlike many of the associations now in 
existence in the garment trades, it will 
not take up questions of labor troubles, 
bankruptcies, or credits, but along other 
lines a most ambitious program has 
been mapped out by the men in the 
high places. Among the many objects 
' To give per- 
sonal, confidential service to members 
on all topics coming within the scope 
of the ‘organization; to establish basic 
fashions in the waist industry, to stand- 
ardize colors and shades; to establish 
the number of colors for a given season, 
and to, co-ordinate the colors used in the 
waist industry. with those used in other 
ready-to-wear apparel trades. 

Other.important things that the league 
will strive for will be to make a study 
of and develop foreign trade in Ameri- 
can waists; to arbitrate disputes be- 
tween members of the league and the 
firms they purchase from; to gather in- 
formation regarding the industry for 
presentation to, the public; to inter- 
change experiences regarding highly 
paid employes, and to maintain a pub- 
licity system whereby buyers and the 
public at large may have information 
regarding styles for the general purpose 
of creating a greater demand for waists. 
There will also be a social side to the 
league, which will include the establish- 
ment of club rooms, where men in the 
waist and associated trades may meet 
and exchange ideas, and the holding of 
regular luncheon meetings at which 
héipful information may be given. the 
manufacturers. 

‘By’ no. means the least of the activi- 
ties of the league will be devoted to 
helping the Government in every possi- 
ble way in the prosecution of the war 
to a successful. conclusion. To this end, 
steps will be taken to eliminate all forms 
of wasté,-from material to men, and ‘to 
put the waist industry, so far as possi- 
ble, on a war fodting.. The workings of 
the league will be governed throughout 
by a desire to conserve the resources of 
the industry, to the end that the best 


interests of all coneerned—fro the 
Government to the humblest employe—

RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Far Eastern Ones Are Active Now 
with Advancing Prices. 


The Japanese raw silk -market Con- 
tinkes active, with prices still going up.

has. taken place in the last week. The; . 


visible stock at Yokohama,’ as cabled 
on March 22,. amounted to 9,500 bales, 
with several qualities almost entirely 
missing. -Cables continue a week late 
in arrival, and there is said to be no 
promise of improvement. 

..The Canton market is following the 
lead. set in Yokohama and is also ad- 
yvancing on large transactions, principally 
for European manufacturers. Princes in 
that market have gone up about 25 
cents a pound in the last few days, and 
there is very little available silk left. 
New silk for shipment in May, June, 
and July is offered very sparingly by 
the reelers, as they are not anxious to 
sell very far ahead in anticipation of 
better prices. Exchange has gone up 
several points, which has had its effect 
in the increase in prices. 

Shanghai is rather quiet for steam 
filatures and tsatlees, and only a mod- 
erate amount of business is being done 
in. tussahs. Reelers are very firm in 
their price pretentions, however, and 
will not accept counter offers. 5 

American business continues lacking 
at Milan, but there appears to be plenty 
of buying on the part of the European 
manufacturers. Reelers are asking very 
hjgh prices there, but the buyers on the 
other side seem willing to pay them in 
order to get the silk. The rapid advance 
in Japanese silks has checked buying 
in the local market for the moment. 
It’ is ‘expected that the demand. will 
again. set in, however, as soon as the 
manufacturers become accustomed to the 
new quotations. 


‘NEWEST IN MILLINERY. 


Hats English Women Are Wearing 
and Those in Demand Here. 


The war has by no means put a stop 
to the sale of women’s fancy hats in 
England, according to correspondence 
contained in the current bulletin of the 
Retail Millinery Association of America, 


{which says: 


““Even though women in England of 
late have been giving more time to bene- 
ficial war Work than to self adornment, 
many new and charming creations are 
being brought out every day in the Eng- 
lish shops. The new Spring ~ modeis 
shown by the smartest shops are made 
of satin, Géorgette, tulle, or tissue for 
soft dress hats, and of hemp combined 
with velvét, tegal and pedal—heavy 
corded—straw for street and tailored 
wear. Oriéntal effects are very much 
in démand for evening wear. For tail- 
éred wear, severe medium and large 
sailors, with slightly rolled brims and 
télescope, flexible crowns, are very pop- 
ular. Turbans and tams are big feat- 
ures. For the most part shapes for 
dress wear, both large and small, are 
similar to those worn in the United 
States. 

** Ostrich tips, choex of ribbon—velvet, 
satin, and grosgrain—picot-edged ribbon, 
and bows are in demand in bright colors 
for trimmings. A few flowers, fruits, 
and ornaments of jet, or jet combined 
with leather, are seen. The colors dis- 
played by the shops are bright, such as 
beige, gray, brick, jade, and old Saxe 
blue. Black is also seen.’ 

Of the present local demand, the bulle- 
tin says that around the market many 
models in banded and tailored hats are 
being worn in natural milan,~some of 
which have tacings or flanges of black 
or navy satin, taffeta or velvet, and are 
trimmed ‘with crushed bands of silk to 
match the facings. White or black 
wings, pompons, ‘‘fancies’”’ of plain 
or burnt ostrich, ribbon bows and 
cockades are included in the trimmings. 
Very few flowers are uséd. 


BRITISH WOMEN BUYING. 


So Wholesale Dry Goods Trade in 
England Has Prospered. 


The wholesale dry goods trade in Eng- 
land has prospered, as a result of con- 
ditions brought on by the war, accord- 
ing to-a report from Alfred Nutting. of 
the Consul General’s Office in London. 
Though raw material costs have risen, 
it has been possible to advance prices 
proportionately. Turnover has been 
greater than ever before, and, conse- 
quently, profits have been much larger. 

Though the increased sales are at- 
tributed in part to Government buying, 
there is no doubt that the -increased 
earnings of women, as a class, have been 
one of the chief factors resulting in the 
larger volume of business. The number 
of female workers has grown enormous- 
ly, and many women are earning more 
money than they ever did before. That 
they are spending a liberal portion of 
this on clothes and personal adornments 
is evident from the prosperity of the re- 
tail dry goods establishments, whose net 
earnings have reached large proportions, 
in spite of excess profits taxes in 1917 
of four-fifths of the profits earned in 
excess of pre-war profits. 

Though these conditions are expected 
to continue while the war lasts, it is 
thought that fémale labor will largely 
be discontinued after the war, and that 
this business may suffer accordingly. It 
has also been ape by the Chair- 
man goods firm in Lon- 


plies from-now on will tend to decrease 
the profit earning capacity of the stores. 


TRADING IN GRAY GOODS. 


Fair Business Done ‘Gene Vaitenéés De- 
spite Some. Uncertainties. 


All things considered, a pretty fair 
businéss was put through in the local 
gray goods market yesterday. Sales of 
88%4-inch 60-48s were made at 15% cents 
for delivery in April, May, and June, 
and 4.70-yard sheetings sold for the 
game delivery at 18% cents. Bids of 
18% cents were in the market for May- 
July shipments of: 39-inch 68-72s with- 
out takers. Sellers are firm in their 
demands for 19 cents’ for this construc- 
tion for any kind of nearby delivery, 
but as yet this figure appears not to 
have been paid.

FOR FOREIGN TRADE 


Exporters and Winpeieniies 
- Are Tackling the Problem in 
a Systematic Way. 


ufacturers: who have come to see_ the 
advantages of foreign trade, are 
preaching and practicing preparedness 
for the handling, of world trade after 
the war as they: never did before..-The 
old practice of relying on traveling 
salesmen for this business, salesmen 
who, in the majority of cases, carried 


traveling, commission merchants, is giv- 
ing place to the establishing of foreign 
offices by each individual exporter and 
Manufacturer to a much greater extent 
than has ever been done in the Past. 
In the development of American for- 
eign trade it has long been recognized 
that representation abroad by. American 
business men. rather than by native 
houses is of the greatest importance if 


are to be successfully introduced .in 
those markets. Houses in'this country, 
therefore, which. are laying plans now 
and building up, an organization to take 
advantage of world-trade opportunities 
which it is thought will follow: closely 
on the heels of peace, are. devoting a 
great deal of attention to the selection 
and training of men of proved ability 
to establish branch offices for’ them 
abroad and to act as their representa- 
tives in those markets. 

Now, more than ever beforq it is 
realized that foreign representatives 
must be men with sufficient knowledge 
and training to be given full authority 
to act for the firrh when occasion arises 
without having to await confirmation 
of their transactions from the home 
office. In order to take this responsibil- 
ity on their shoulders, it is pointed out 
that they must not only be thoroughly 
familiar with the policies of the house 
they represent, but that they must know 
also the factory conditions. and .the 
methods of manufacturing involved in 
practically all the lines they are to 
handle. 

For this reason, it is held that one 
of the most important phasés of their 
training is the time they spend .in. the 
various factories that turn out the lines 
of merchandise whicn they aré: to sell 
in their foreign. territory. Many ex- 
porters in *this’ city are consequently 
sending men they have sélected to repre- 
sent them abroad to spend several weeks 
and sometimés a tionth. at each of the 
plants wheté the goods they @xport are 
made. ; 

A. case in pdint illustrating the im- 
portance of the khowléedgé thus gainéd 
was mentioned by one of: thé highest 
authorities in this country’s foreign 
trade. A large South American § mer- 
chant. wanted a quantity of textiles and 
called on the local representative. of an 
American téxtile house with samples of 
the goods he wanted. They-were of a 
design and weave, however, which are 
not made in this country, and, which 
the house in quéstion. naturally could 
not furnish. The representative showed 
the nearést thing to it his mills could 
give, but this did not satisfy the buyer, 
who then wént to the representative 
of another American. house. 

Meanwhile, the first man figured 6ut 
what the eost would be of changing 
the machinery to make what the Sou 
American merchant wanted. He found 
that it would cost more than the order 
in question-was worth, but, that if by 
doing it .he could be assured of that 
merchant’s business for the next year 
in other and less fantastic designs,: it 
would be a profitable deal. He com- 
municated with the buyer the next day 
and got the business on this basis while 
the other representative was waiting for 
confirmation from his home office of a 
similar transaction. It was pointed out 
that, with this man’s knowledge of 
manufacturing, and his authority, to act 
for the firm, he was able, through no 
superiority of salesmanship, to get an 
exceedingly profitable account which 
otherwise might baad been lost indef- 
initely, 

It is also said to. be more generally 
recognized that tact and diplomacy in 
introducing American goods and meth- 
ods in new markets are of prime im- 
portance, and that these points are be- 
ing considered when selections are made 
for foreign” representatives. The old 
idea that goods from this country can 
be crammed down the foreign mer¢thant’s 
throat by bluff and. bluster is giving 
place more and more to a realization 
of the fact that. it.is best, first, to give 
the foreign buyer what. he wants the 
way he wants it, and later to “ sug- 
gest’ that he try out a line which “‘ em- 
bodies some new ideas for his market.” 

A prominent South American exporter 
mentioned the case of a large manu- 
facturer of official goods who intro- 
duced his lines in South America as an 
example of the workability of - this 
method. This. concern first. covered the 
South American markets. thoroughly ‘to 
see what was wanted. They then took 
orders from the local merchants giving 
exactly what was wanted. Later they, 
conferred with these merchants, getting 
their ideas: as to some changes and 
giving their own as to what would go 
in that market. 

The-result of these conferences was 
some :trial. orders.for what was really 
the manufecturer’s . standard’ product: 
The goods were shipped down and put 
.on sale. They took so readily, and. so 
far surpassed the-type which: had origi- 
nally. been called for by the focal mer- 
‘chants, that now... practically nothing 
else is ever specified. But, it was 
pointed out, had-this manufacturer gone

Investigating Jewelry. Opportynitice 
‘In: Latin America... * 


' The example set \by the Déphirtoasiat, 4 
of Commerce, working in conjunetion 
with the National Jewelers’ Board of. 
Trade, in sending ‘an investigator into 
Latin-American fieliis in- an’ endeavor’ 
to stimulate American export trade in 
jeweiry, silverware, &c., is being: fol- | f 
lowed by the British trade authorities. 
While, according to an excerpt from the 
British Board .of Trade Journal, the’ 
scope ef the movement to increase Eng- 
lish overseas trade extends beyond the 
jewelry field, thé™first investigations 
‘will deal with the possibility of enlarg- 
ing Britain’s export trade in the mer- 
chandise in question. The excerpt con- 
tinues: 

“The Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence) has been 
in communication: ‘with representative 
associations in these trades in London, 
Birmingham, and Sheffield, with the re- 
sult that arrangements have been: made 
for a joint investigation, the ¢ost of 
which is being’ defrayed in’ part by the 
trades and part by the Government. 

“The investigator, G. F. Braddock, 
an officer of the department, will carry 
a considerable collection of samples, 
which’ will have been ‘selected as répre- |; 
sentative of the productions. of .the 
trade as a whole. He will exhibit these 
samples in various South © American 
towns and will ascertain in what re- 
spect they fall short ‘of what is required 
by the market. The samples are -priced,- 
but are not labeled with the manufac- 
turers’ names: There is no intention of 
canvassing for orders, but the investi- 
gator will, in general, give the names’ of 
2 number of manufacturérs in response 
to inquiries as to what firms make par- 
ticular types of goods. 

“For the information of the British 
manufacturer the investigator will pur- 
chase .a considerable range of the sam- 
ples of thé goods. now finding a ready 
sale in the countries visited and will 
make’ such inquiries as may be neces- 
sary to supplenient existing information 
in regard to packing, terms, names of 
suitable importers; their characteristics, 
&c: The investigator ‘will make periodi- 
cal reports and on returning to ‘the 
United Kingdom will be availablé for 
interview with the manufacturers inter- 
ested in the mission.” 


GOOD SALES OF SWEATERS. 


The Demand for Them This Spring 
Has Been. Very General. 


Reports from ‘the local sweater trade 
show that the Spring season thus far 
has been one of ‘the best on record. 
Théré seems to have been a very general 
démand in all parts'of the country for 
Swéaters of All types ‘and’ colors, and 
prieé sééthé to have been given very 
little cdfisideration. where the desired 
garment was féirid. Though quotations 
are very materially higher than they 
weré last Spring, -many of the very fin- 
est qualities are proving to be among 
the best sellers. 

Coat sweaters are gradually becoming 
the leaders, it is said, in practically all 
sections. ‘Though the season started out 
with ‘something of a run on the slip- 
over type of sweater the feeling seems 
to be growing that the latter is not as 
practical as the coat-cut type, and that 
women will not take to it generally be- 
cause it cannot be taken on and off 
without ruffling: the hair. The coat-cut 
sweaters are béing made up in gleve 
silk, fibre silk, wool jersey, and many 
in Shetland wool of both light and heavy 
weights.

TALES OF AUSTRIA’S WAR WEARINESS 





An Austrian Officer Tells of the Sufferings of His Men—‘Latest Works of Fic. 
tion by Leuis Couperus, E. Phillips Oppenheim, Robert Chambers, and Others 


MEN IN WAR. 
Adele Seltzer. 


NDREAS LATZKO is an officer in the Austrian 
A Army. Tirerein lies the significance of this beok. 
For “ Men in War” is a book of revolt against the 
war. It is the disgust of the aggressor, weary, sick, 
horrified by the long result of what his country has done. 
It is the omutery of the people, suffering, dying, maimed, 
ruined for the glutting of their rulers’ ambition. It is a 
book horrible, skillful, significant. 

“Men im War” is cast in the form of a series of 
sketches, fictional in the manner of their presentation, 
burning In the realism of their actual substance. The 
soldier-anthor hates the war. He hates what it does. 
to, men’s: lixes. He hates the smugness of the war's 
militarist masters—these Germans ang Austrians whe 

- made the war against the peace and happiness of the 
peoples of the world. He hates the Teutonic cant of the 
“Fatherland.” He is selfish, unpatriotic, net apparently 
cowardly for himself, but setarated with the war’s physi- 
eal suffering; his spirit is not admizable, but. it is inter- 

_ esting. ‘his, Austrian officer is heartily sick of it. ali.. 

In this fiction form he presents many soldiers aa 
heartily sick of it. Questioning, the vague seuse ef in- 
justice, complete revolt—these ‘are the things that speak 

’ from the minds of the‘men in these sketches. The differ- 
ent divisions of the book are scarcely stories—they are the 
merest pictures, but drawn. with the surest touch of a real 
artistry. One sketch after another shows, in a. different 

_ aspect, but always in. poignamt fashion, the same thing, 
There is hate in this book, but it is mot hatred of the 
“ enemy.” 

One of the storles—pictures—is of two officers, a Cap- 
tain with a merciful heart andi a vivid imagination, and @ 
brutal young Lieutenant to whom war is the great and 
fine business of life. The Captain hates, indeed; but he 
does not hate the Italians against whom he orders his 
men to fire; he hates the Lieutenant; he hates the thing 
the Lieutenant represents. Here is the viewpoint of the 
Austrian Captain as it is presented by an Austrian:

Captain Marschner was ashamed. A real physical 
nausea of the part he had just playedi overcame him. 
What was there left for these simple people to. da, 
these. bricklayers and contraeters and cultivaters of 
the earth Who, bent over their daily toil, had Nved 
without vision into the future—what was there left 
for them to do when the grand folks, the learned 
people, their own Captain with the three golden stars 
on his collar, assured them it was their duty and a 
most praiseworthy thing; to shoot. Italian bricklayers 
and farmhands, into fragments?. They went—gasping 
behind him—-and he—he led them on! Led them 
against his inner cenviction, because of his pitiful 
cowardice, and asked them to. be courageous and con- 
temptuous, of death. He had talke¢ them into. it, 
abused their confidence, had made capital of their lowe. 
for their wives: and children, because if he acted in the 
service of a lie, there was a chance of his continuing 
to. live and even coming back home safe again, while 
if he stuck to the truth he believed in there was the 
certainty of his being stood up against a wall and shot. 
He. staked their lives and his own on the throw of 
loaded. dice because he was too cowardiy to, con- 
template the certain loss of the game for himself 
alone’ * * * . : 

All alone, with no ear to, bear, amid the fury of 
the bursting shrapnel which fell up there as thick as. 
rain in a thunderstorm, Captain Marschner gave him- 
self up to his rage, his impotent rage against a world 
which had inflicted such things on him.' He eursed, 
roared out his full-throated hatred into the deaf tumult 
and then sprang up when, far below, almost in the 
valley now, his men emerged followed by Lieutenant 
Weixler running behind them like a butcher's helper 
driving his oxen to the shambles. 


Another story is of a mutilated soldier, his face blown 
: away beyond his neighbors’ recognition, who returns to: his 
- village to find his. sweetheart not only forgetful of him, but 
bought like any piece of property by the rich owner of the 
munition works. He stabs the man exactly as. he stabbed 
the Russians against whom.he has been fighting, but with 
a hatred that he never felt for Austria’s enemies, Here, 
too, is scorn of “ the Fatherland ” and the “ silly prattiing 
humbug ” that all such talk appears to this. Austrian’s 
mind. 

The bitterest satire of the book is contained in the 
sketch, “ The Victor.” The backgrouadi is of a “ head- 
quarters town” back from the firing line, where lives 
the famous General, the victor of S. The town is charm- 
ing, gay, presperous, happy. It is where favored officers 
come to “ haxe a good time,” There is a hospital there, 
but the General does not. allow the wounded to show 
themselves in public, for fear of damping: the high spirits 
ef the place and spoiling his. own contentment with life, 
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For contented he is, wondrously; his life fs rich with 
luxury, with ease, with applause; all this the war has 
brought him. There are times when he thinks with a 
shudder that peace: will come some day, and his splendors 
| drop from him; but peace is not yet; safe many miles 
| behind the trenches, he erders his men to fight, and 
' thanks God that there still is war. It is a bitter attack 
throughout, not, only upon one General's, point of. view 
: and the military system as a whele that permits it, but 
upon favoritism in the army, hypocrisy, callous selfish- 











: ness, autecracy—the by-products of the Teutonic military 
| idea. 

The final number in Andreas; Latzko’s program of re- 
volt against the war purports. to be extracts from the 
@iary of an officer who is supposed to have become insane. 
It is a series of horrible ravings, all on the same key. 
“ They call'me sick,” the man writes, and then— 

No! It isthe others that are sick. They are sick 
who gloat over news of victories and see conquered 
miles. of territory rise resplendent above mounds of 
corpses. . They are sick who stretch a wall of flags 
between themselves, andj theixy- humanity so as not to 
knew. what crimes. are being committed agajnst their 
brothers in the ‘beyond that they call “ the front.” 
* *.* All those are sick who can fail to hear the 
moaning, the gnashing of teeth, the howling, the

Miss Amerikanka, as her Russian friends eall her, 
tells. the story in the first person. She was in China 
when the war broke out. She had always wanted to go 
» to Russia. With the coming of war ber desive grew: not 
less, but more. She, insisted upen journeying te Petrograd 
in the Autumn of 1914, and@ her friends in Peking’s Lega- 
tien Street cammended her to two distinguished Russians, 
a.General and a young: attaché, who were called home by 
war emergencies, and started her off—otherwise com- 
Ses recaps the Trans-Siberian Railway. The story 

is of her journey, of her wisit to friends in Petrograd, ef 
her travels. to Moscow and the Volga country, and of the 
happenings that involved the General and the attaché fn 
strange intrigue and herself in romance. Yet she had 
no exciting “adventures” ; the book is of Russia, and 
ef how an American saw and studied and loved it. It 
is. ite individuality that makes it charming, its keen seeing 
and thinking that give it real value. 

Phe book is rich in graphic pen-pictures, in penetrating 
Sentences, thoughtful, well-phrased descriptions. The 
portrait of a young Russiag noble, exquisite, beauty- 
loving,, ends with the followtag:

Miss, Gilbreath is a young woman, and this is ker 
first book. It is a book full ef promise, in its. keenness of 
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observation, its intelligent sympathy, its sin- 
cerity, as in its grace of description and its 
happiness of phrase. It has the fault. of- 
many a first book in that it is sometimes 
labored, overwrought with allusion. This is 
especially the case with the_ conversation, 
wherein more than cnce characters whom the 
author has made living when she describes 
them ‘become bookish and unreal when they 
begin to tatk for themselves.

OLD PEOPLE 


OLD PEOPLE _ AND THE THINGS THAT PASS. 
BY, Louis Couperus. Dodd, Mead & Co. $1.50 
net. 


HAT extraordinary gift for portraying 
the faintest’ shades of character and 
temperament, the divergencies, little and big, 
the varying differences in viewpoint exist- 
ing in members of the same family, which 
Louis Couperus revealed to us in the three 
volumes already published in this country, 
is very evident in this new one, ‘‘ Old People’ 


and the Things That Pass.’’ It is a book 
more nearly akin to ‘‘ Small Souls,’’ perhaps, 
than to either of the other two, though it 
has little of the bitter wit which distin- 
guished that very interesting novel, and con- 
tains more than a little of the grayness, the 
effect as of a murky, sombre day, so notice- 
able in ‘‘ The Twilight of the Souls.”” For 
nearly all its characters are old people, while 
of the very few young ones, Charles .Pauws, 
known to the family as “‘ Let,” is haunted 
by a nervous, hysterical dread of growing 
old. Only Elly, Lot's young wife, longs for 
“‘ great, faraway things,’’ and feels within’ 
her the call ‘‘ to strive as far as she could,” 
finding unendurable the aimless life which 
contents the man whose ‘soul is ‘* neutral- 
tinted,’’ who is incapable of ‘‘ scarlet things,’’ 
yet at the last finds himself hiding ‘‘ an inno- 
cent secret * * * torturing as a hidden, 
gnawing disease.’ 

It is, however, with two “very old people, 
the man 93, the woman 97, and with a secret 
which was very far from innocent; that the 
novel is principally concerned. It. was the 
secret of that which had happened one night 
in a lonely bungalow among the mountains 
of Java—a night of fierce tempest and fiercer 
passions, sixty years before the time the 
novel begins. One man, the doctor,. younger 
than either of the guilty pair, but now him- 
self an old man of 88, knew what had taken 
place that night. He had demanded a high 
price for keeping the secret, a very high 
price indeed; but the price had been paid, 
and they. believed that, save for the three of 
them, no living soul now knew the truth. 
They suffered; for long, long years old Mr. 
Takma and she who had orice been the beau- 
tiful Ottilie Derksz were chained to a tragic 
memory which would not let them rest. But 
only he heard the voice that sometimes rang 
in his ears, and only she saw the figure that 
sometimes rose up in the corner over by the 
china cabinet. And they felt that they had 
escaped much, escaped the worst, because no 
one knew. 

But they were wrong; for there was one 
who had always known, who as a child of 
13 had heard and seen the horror of that 
night, and through all these years had 
watched it passing cn “‘ the sombre, ghostly 
Thing, dragging itself along its long road, 
for years and years and years.’’ He, too, 
was silent; yet little by little, first to one 
and then to another of the descendants of 
the two old people, comes knowledge of the 
passion and remorse, the exultation and the’ 
agony, the love and hatred, which made up 
“the Thing which passed, trailing its misty 
veils."’ "Though so many know, they believe 
one another ignorant of the truth. And there 
fs one who never knows—the child, now a 
woman of 60, who had inherited from these 
two those things stronger than herself, those 
things ‘‘ which slumbered in her blood,”’ con- 
trolling and wrecking her life and the lives 
of others. 

How the secret of that long-ago deed of 
passion and of blood affects the various 
characters’ in the. book is 
detail. One of them defies it, and with it 
the social law. This is the youngest of the 
three Ottilies, who decides that marriage is 
not for those of her race, refuses tu allow 
the man with whom she lives to bind himself 
to her legally, and alone among them all 
finds happiness, For the influences of the 
secret, and of the forces which -alled the. 
secret into being, run like a dark thread 
through the characters of nearly all those 
related in any wzy to the old man or the 
old woman who to outward appearance had 
attained a prosperous and peaceful old age 
after a stormy youth and were never pun- 
ished at all—unless their lives were one long 
punishment. 

‘The scene is laid at The Hague, and like 
Mr. Couperus’s other books this one con- 
tains many characters—so very many that 
they are af first a trifle confusing to the 
reader. But each and every one of them is 
individualized with such skill that long be- 
fore the novel ends we feel tnat we know 
them all. And know them, moreover, not 
only as they appear to one another, but as 
‘they seem to themselves. The old man and 
the old woman, he outwardly so kind and 
genial, she so dignified and gracious, with

E theme of the young man who falls in 
love with his foster-sister is not of it- 
self novel.

—though the latter has to do with the story, 
too—as with the concerted effort to turn 
America, in thought and feeling and ultimate 
action, away from the Allies and definitely 
toward Germany. Oscar Fischer was an 
American citizen, rich, respected, popular, 
powerful. More than once he seemed on the 
point of accomplishing something. But he 
never quite succeeded. He was unscrupulous, 
and he had a certain kind of cleverness, but, 
again and again,-with people he failed. And 
beautiful Pamela Van Teyl, quiet, careless- 
seeming John Lutchester, even Jimmy Van 
Teyl, Pamela’s brother, whom he thought his 
tool—one unconsidered individual after an- 
other was able to thwart his schemes, Yet, 
we may add, they were not thwarted easily, 
or without peril. ‘‘ The Pawns Count” is a 
real story of adventure. 

As such it has the strength and the weak- 
nesses of Mr. Oppenheim’s work. Its strength 
is not that it is probable, but that it is inter- 
esting. Its weakness, generally, is that it is 
an artificial, ‘‘ machine-made’’ novel; read- 
ers will be able easily enough to pick holes 
in its texture when the book is read.

This, however, is not meant to deny former 
efforts toward the exposition of Jewish the- 
ology, some of them of a very high order. 
Luzzatto, Geiger, Holdheim, Samuel Hirsch, 
Ludwig Philippson, Hinhorn, Isaac M. Wise, 
and many others did nfemorable pioneer 
work, producing important essays or sys- 
tematic works. Recent encyclopedias, such 
as the Jewish Encyclopedia and Hastings’ 
Encyclopedia of Religion and Ethics, con- 
tain some noteworthy monographs on Jew- 
ish theology. 
and saintly rabbi of Leghorn, wrote copteus- 
ly on Jewish theology, and teft a monu- 
mental work calleq “ Israel and Humanity,” 
which, for the sake of a larger public, he 
wrote in French, and which was published 
at. Paris, by a Christian disciple, just before 
the war. Nor must we ignore such an at- 
tractive work as “ Judaism as Creed and 
Life,” by Morris Joseph, and Claude G, 
Mentefiore's essays on ‘“ Liberal Judaism.” 
Dr. Schechter’s brilliant essays, as Dr. Koh- 
ler points out, deal only with so-called rab- 
binnic theology. Where Dr. Kohler, how- 
ever, excels all his predecessors is in fullness 
of treatment, in richness of scholarship, and, 
above all, in the use of the historical method 
for the presentation of his subject. Covering 
the whole field of Jewish theology, he shows 
everywhere the results of lifelong study of 
rabbinic and Hellenistic literature, as well 
as such enthusiasm for his subject and elo- 
quence of presentation as are certain to 
make his work attractive to every kind of 
reader. His book is written with love, learn- 
ing, and lucidity. 

The historical method is essential to a 
scientific exposition of Judaism. Judaism ts 
a historical religion, both in the sense that 
it has a long history behind it, a history of 
some 4,600 years, and that it possesses the 
qualities which fit it for history. It is not a 
static religion. Neither its dogmas nor its 
polity has been immutable. Had Judaism 
been cast within fixed forms, it would not 
have been able to continue for these many 
centuries and under such a variety of. cir- 
cumstances. What has saved Judaism is its 
mobility, its openness, its capacity for de- 
velopment and adjustment. One need byt 
think of the various epochs of Judaism and 
be convinced how needful to its survival was 
the possession of the adaptive and develop- 
mental quality. There is the primitive period 
of the Patriarchs; then the period of the 
Wilderness, then the national period with its 
Canaanitic influences; then the Captivity 
and the contact with the religioh of the Baby- 
lonian conqueror; then the Return, and again 
the Dispersion, with the varied forms of en- 
vironment it brought about; and so on to 
the very present. One can easily see that a 
fixed religion never could have maintained 
itself for so long a period and under such 
diverse conditions. Likewise, one can see un- 
der how many different forms the exponent 
of Jewish doctrine and practice will have to 
pursue his subfect. Such themes es Satan,

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A STUDY OF THE EUROPEAN WAR

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people do not want doubt, incertitude; they 
want answers at all cost, which if they can- 
mot get from scholars they will seek from 
the oracles.’’ Definite answers are what the 
average person wants, especially on religious 
themes. How do you prove the existence of 
God? How do you explain the nature of the 
soul? Are prayers answered? What can you 
tell us about the hereafter? Dr. Kohler 
frankly admits that many such questions 
cannot be answere@ mathematically. Re- 
ligious truths cannot -be demonstrated. 
* Metaphysical proofs for God’s existence,” 
he says, ‘“‘ have been outlawed since Kant. 
God is the postulate of man’s moral con- 
sciousness.”” Tradition and sentiment take 
the place of demonstration. ‘ These things," 
says Renan, speaking of the spirituality of 
the-sout and of the existence of God, “‘ are 
either things so clear that they do not need to 
be demonstrated, or when we take to analyz- 
ing them they prove so obscure that one car- 
not demonstrate them. Dogmas of this kind, 
not susceptible of speculative proof, but evi- 
dent for other reasons, lead to nothing as 
long as they are not converted into senti- 
ment.’’ Scholarship and sentiment are fused 
in Dr. Kohler’s theology. 

Probably the breadth of Judaism is shown 
best in its attitude to its daughter-religions, 
Christianity and Mobammedaniam, as well 
as to proselytes. It is true that the task of 
Judaism has been intrusted to Israel. The 
Jewish People are the priest-people, the 
i of Judaism. ‘‘ Religien 





and race form an inseparable whole in Ju- | 


daism. The Jewish people stand in the same 
rélation to Judaism as the body to the soul.’’ 
Nevertheless, Judaism has kept the door open 
to the stranger, and, until thwarted by un- 
favorable conditions, it welcomed the 
righteous proselyte. There is no reason, 
hewever, why Judaism should not again 
throw its gates open to convinced converts 
as part of its universal mission. ‘ The pros- 
elytes are just as important as Israel,’’ Dr. 
Kohler might have quoted from the Great 
Midrash, ‘‘ God loves the proselytes greatly.” 
Meanwhile, Christianity and Mohammedan- 
ism, as mediaeval Jewish thinkers held, have 
worked for the spread of the Jewish ideals 
and the enactment of the Jewish moral laws. 

‘It cannot be denied,’ says Dr. Kohler, 
after sketching the rise of Christianity in 
the course of which one wishes that he might 
have refrained from the use of the term “‘ the 
Nazarene,”’

Islam fostered the intellectual side of 
humanity, so contempt y neglected 
by the Church. The cultivation of philos- 
ophy and science was the historical task 
assigned to the Mohammedan religion. 

Dr. Kohler even apologizes for the failings 
of Islam and speaks with -atisfaction of its 
modern efforts at reform. ‘* Both the church 
and the mosque,’’ he adds, ‘‘ have a Provi- 
dential mission which they must fulfill 
throughout the ages of history.’’ : 

Of late, we have heard much about the 
future of the Jewish people. To some the 
consummation of all Jewish history seems 
to lie in the prospect of a new State in 
Palestine, which the British Government is 
said to favor in view of Palestine’s proximity 
to Egypt and to India. God’s millennial mar- 
tyrs thus shall serve as custodians of the 
canal and doorkeepers of India.~ An entirely 
different version of the Jewish purpose is 
contained in Dr. Kohler’s learned and elo- 
quent pages. ‘‘ That which constitutes the 
peculiarity of the Jew and his life force,’’ we 
are reminded, ‘is his religion, fostered 
throughout the ages, preserved amid the 
most antagonistic influences and hostile en- 
vironments, and ever i1ejuvenated by its 
unique universality of spirit.’’ Religion is 
not a mere incident in Jewish history, like 
commerce or carpentry. It is the élan vital. 
“The law is to g> forth from Zion as a 
spiritual, not a geographical, centre.” The 
task of the Jew is to help bring about the 
Kingdom of God on earth. And ‘‘ God's 
kingéom of truth, righteousners, and peace, 
as. beheld by Israel’s seers of old, will be 
fully established on eartn cnly when al! the 
forces of material, intellectual, and social life 
have been unfolded, when all the prophetic 
ideals, the visions and aspirations, of- all 
the seers of humanity have been realized, 
and the Zion heights of human perfection 
have at last been attained:” 

Thus, Dr. Kohler closes on «he note of re-— 
ligious idealism which reverberates through- 
out his five hundred pages. Coming at this 
time, his work must needs prove helpful to 
the illumination of the Jewish soul, the fore- 
cast of Israel's future, and the advancement 
of the religious ideals of the world.

T is now thirty-five years since the So- 
ciety for Psychical Research was or- 
ganized. ‘It appointed committees and 

set out to investigate the following things: 
First, telepathy or the nature and influ- 
ence of one mind upon another apart from 
the prdinary mode of perception; second, 
hypnotism and ear eetenet: third, the so- 
called Reichenbach ena; fourth, 
apparitions; fifth, spirttualion, and sixth, 
historical material bearing on-these topics. 

At the present time it may be said that 
telepathy is believed in by many intelli- 
gent persons, but it is not accepted by sci- 
ence and has not been adequately proved; 
hypnotism has been received as a genuine 
psychical phenomenon*and its characteris- 
tics are fairly well understood; the Reich- 
énbach experiments have not been verified, 
and the existence of apparitions is still in 
much doubt. As to the existence of spirits 
of the dead which communicate with the 
living, while this is believed in by many 
learned, reputable, able men and women 
it is denied by the vast number of those 
who stand for science and scientific meth- 
ods of acquiring human knowledge. 

Professor Barrett's book assumes as es- 
tablished the facts of telepathy and makes 
an elaborate brief in favor of the existence 
of supernormal agencies and of spirits of 
the-dead who communicate with the living. 
He deals with clairvoyance, prescience, 
levitation, and kindred themes, but it is the 
case of the survival after death that nat- 
urally receives the most emphasis. 

The professors and purveyors of science 
have at the present time become very 
“set” and extremely satisfied with their 
so-called biological view of the universe. 
The phenomena of mind are just phases of 
the phenomena of life in general. And the 
phenomena of life consist of a series of 
reactions and interactions, of integrations 
and adjustments. These lead to such be- 
havior as enables the living thing to go on 
functioning. Our biological reactions are 
gimple at the lowest biological level in the 
amoeba, they are highly elaborated and 
complex in human beings. But it is only 
a difference in quantity and complexity. 
There does not enter any new quality of 
energy. One starts with a stimulus and 
ends in the reaction shown in a certain 
behavior. Whether you pinch the leg of a 
frog or throw the image of a. beautiful 
picture on the retina it is the same bio- 
logical mechanism. There is no new or ad- 
ditional form of energy interpolated so far 
as can be demonstrated. It is not denied 
that such a deus ex machina may exist, 
but it cannot be found and measured. It is 
a purely extra-mural affair. 

The ability to perceive and recognize ob- 
jects by the organ of vision is a function 
that was gradually developed through 
ages of evolution by processes. that 
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can be studied and followed. The pos- 
sibility of perceiving anything by 
mechanism. other that that laboriously 
evolved: by nature is rather naturally 
denied. We know how our visual sense 
was born and grew up. If we. can 
perceive things by any other process than 


‘that which nature furnished us we must 


have this new mechanism established by 
the same elaborate laboratory methods as 
were used to show what the ss mech- 
anism is.

affair. The continual reiteration of curi- 
ous human experiences does not and .can- 
not carry conviction because they inter- 
pose a new factor in the established: bio- 
logical ‘chain. 

It is the same with the phenomena of 
levitation and of communication from the 
spirits of the dead. 

We cannot say that Professor Barrett 
has done anything more than have his 
predecessors. His method is.the same. 
The accumulation of “ evidential.” testi- 
mony by perfectly _respectable-people will, 
perhaps, produce a few converts, but it will 
make no impression on the attitude of sci- 


-ence toward the matter. 


Recently a daring psychologist has been 
planning an attack on the problem by the 
scientific method. Admitting, or at least 
assuming, the correctness of the biological 
and mechanical view, he suggests that 
after all there may be a gap or a stop or a 
defection in the reflex; that possibly a new 
agent may at times and under certain cir- 
cumstances come in and change the course 
of the mechanism. And he has devised an 
instrument for testing this possibility. If 
he succeeds scientific men will gladly ac- 
cept the demonstration of the phenomenon. 
If he fails it is to be hoped he will build 
another machine. The work is being done 
at the Harvard Psychological Laboratory 
by Leonard Thompson. 


I have said almost nothing of the con- 


tents of Professor Barrett’s book, because 
it to me furnishes only a text for the dis- 
course I have made. It is unnecessary to 
say that the author is sincere and intelli- 
gent and occupies a prominent position as 
professor of experimental physics. 

The book tells of many curious experi- 
ences, but they are the same type of won- 
derful and almost. convincing incident. The 
author dwells a good deal onthe past. He 
brings in our ancient friend Mr. Hume 
and the mysteries of the early days. And 
the author believes in Hume and Palla- 
dino and the much overrated Mrs. Piper. 

We have sympathy with his point of 
view and of that of the psychological re- 
searchers. There are many unexplained 
phenomena occurring all the time that 
seem to suggest a supernormal, and are 
not quite satisfactorily explained by hallu- 
cinations, defects of memory and coinci- 
dence. 

We hope that the inquiry may go on 
until it is agreed that action and reaction

The author of this account, began the 
march down the Pangani as medical officer 
dn charge of the ambulance service of the 
2a Rhodesia Regiment.

‘From -Aldershot to Bucharest, from 
the Pyrenees to -Petrograd, rushes the in- 
trigue, the reader's interest. Almost every 
one is a spy of some kind or other. Ger- 
man agents spin their webs in London hotels 
—and plant dynamite, against the day of a 
Zeppelin *‘ hit,’’ on hotel roofs. An English- 
woman, who is supposed to be a Spanish 
Countess for at least a par: cf the time, is 
able to thwart the plotters by herself giving 
the countersign of the ‘* Wilhelmstrasse.”’ 
This is the sort of thing that, in ‘‘ The Un- 
seen Hand,’’ happens constantly. Islam, the 
Sinn Fein, Holland, and Spain, Rumania, the 
Russian revolution, Kitchener’s death—these 
are some of the happenings, places, groups, 
with which the book's plots and counterplots 
have to do.

PLEASANT little fairy tale-of New York 
is Elizabeth Jordan’s new novel, ‘‘ The 

Wings of Youth.”’ Its two leading characters 

are Lawrence and Barbara Devon, brother 

and sister, she a year the elder of the two. 

Orphans, good-looking, of c irse, enormously 

rich, and socially very well placed indeed, 

they were both discontented and unhappy. 

Barbara was bored; Lawrence had made a 

mess of things at college and elsewhere, and 

now, though only 23, found himself generally 
regarded as one who was sure to fail. It 
was because of Lawrence's discouragement 
and desire to begin ‘anew, somewhere where 
he was unknown, and so would not be handi- 
capped by other péople’s expectation that he 
would fail, and Barbara’s longing for the 
unexpected, that they made and carried out 

a plan. This was the plan: They would give 

it out to all their friends that they were 

going to Japan; instead, they would go to 

New York, with $50 apiece in their pockets, 

there to see whether one or both of them 

could ‘‘ make good” in the way of actually 
earning money. But not together; at the 

Grand Central they were to separate, each 

goin; in a different direction, and remain- 

ing ignorant of the other’s doings. All of 
which they did,: and their subsequent aq- 
ventures make .up the story. 

There are coincidences in abundance, and 
Dame Fortune shows herself more than a 
little partial to them, but their experiences 
are not unentertaining, especially these 
which fall to the share of Lawrence. The 
accounts of the rehearsals and of Epstein, 
who declared that ‘‘ There ain’t no beauty 
i: modern plays..* * * because our thea- 
tres has fell into the hands of common and 
ignorant men” are quite amusing, while 
Rodney Bangs, the red-haircd p'aywright, 
is the best character in the book.

“The Fighting Spirit” Is the Reason Why France, England, and 
Italy Are Unconquerable in the Decisive Battle 


ET wus go back two years— to 
Verdun. 
On Feb. 25, 1916, after a 


furious though brief bombard- 
ment the Crown Prince’s troops, in dense 
masses, hurled themselves upon Verdun. 
Everything bent before them. In forty- 
eight hours they smashed through all 
resistance to a depth of nearly eight 
miles and began to scale the cliffs, sup- 
posedly impregnable, which command the 
Woevre plain and the banks of the Meuse. 
On that 25th day of February a sensa- 
tional communiqué announced that “ in 
the presence of the Em- 
peror and King the Bran- 
denburg regiments have 
stormed Douaumont, the 
corner-pillar of the prin- 
cipal line of Verdun’s per- 
manent fortifications.” 
The communiqué added 
that the fort was “ solidly 
held by the Germans.” 
Another announced the 
capture of 30,000 prison- 
ers, 200 cannon, and great 
quantities of war mate- 
rial. By the Kaiser’s 
order a holiday was 
granted to all German 
schoo] children, flags cov- 
ered Berlin, the church 
bells pealed forth, the pub- 
lie buildings of the big 
German cities were illu- 
minated. . 
Enthusiastic eulogies re- 
sounded like flourishes of 
trumpets in the German press. 
“What we are going to obtain,” 
wrote a certain General von Blume in 
the Muenchener Neueste Nachrich- 
ten, “is the final decision of the war.” 
And Major Moraht, in a paroxysm of 
delirium, exclaimed, im the Berliner 
Tageblatt: “ No, we are not dying to im- 
press the neutrals. Our aim is clear and 
simple: it is the destruction of the French 
armies; after that, Lord Northcliffe, will 
come the. destruction of the English 
armies.” Finally, above all the voices 
ef the valets, arose the voice of the 
master—the Kaiser, addressing the at- 
tacking forces, cried: “The enemy is 
giving way! The end is coming! ” 
That is what we see if we look back 
two years. That was the first act of the 
drama. We know what the others. were; 
we know how the hordes. were stopped; 
we know how a rampart of breasts and 
of cannon arose in the path of the raging 
flood and withstood for four months its 
repeated assaults; we also know how all 
the lost ground, all the stormed forts, all 
the captured hills, were retaken one by 
one.

fight. There was nothing anywhere but 
cowardice and disorder.” There you have 
the root of the Russian defeat. It was 


caused by soldiers who believed in noth- 
ing, not even in themselves, not even in 
their country, not even in the destiny of 
civilization. 

Never will justice be done to the im- 
portance, among the many conflicting 
elements of a battlefied, of the morale of 
the combatants. Sometimes it makes one 
feel like weeping to hear far-distant 
strategists reduce the impact of two na- 
tions to a problem of tacties or of can- 
non; it makes one cry out in rage to hear 
far-away spectators talk of raising up

some of their most important as- 
pects the terrific battles now rag- 

L ing along the whole western front 

from Arras to below La Fére re- 
semble those which were fought about 
Ypres in the earlier period of the war. 
There is the same modern Nebuchadnez- 
zar and his boasting Generals hurling in 
massed formation his obedient subjects, 
with seemingly ruthless disregard of 
their destruction, against the devastating 
fire of the enemy’s machine guns and 
cannon. There is the same superiority in 
numbers of troops and weight of artil- 
lery,.on which solid reliance might with 
good reason appear to be placed. There 
is the same God—with little or no im- 
provement in moral character—in whose 
“ unconditioned alliance” unshaken con- 
fidence in a “German victory” may se- 
curely repose. Already the same shouts 
of such a victory are being sent to the 
rear, and are having the expected results 
in cheering the hearts of the Teutonic 
allies and in encouraging a more open 
renewal of German propaganda in neu- 
tral lands. 

On the other side we see the same 
splendidly strong but quiet trust in the 
rightness of their cause; the same effi- 
cient but unexpressed contempt for mere 
superiority of numbers; the same steady 
endurance of primary disaster with con- 
fidence in the final issue; the same will- 
ingness of the smaller units to sacrifice 
themselves to the safety of the whole— 
all of which qualities have characterized 
the forces of our British allies from the 
retreat to the Marne down to the present 
time. All these memories encourage the 
hopes in us, which still Temain, in the 
stout heart of the British Nation; hopes 
that this more tremendous and appalling 
crisis will end as did that which passed 
with the conclusion of the battles about 
Ypres. 

But with us in America there is a tre- 
mendous difference in our attitude ac a 
people toward these two crises in the 
zrand history of this war. There were 


a few of us even then—and we are now’ 


not ashamed, but rather proud to recall 
that we belong to the good few—who 
had thrown to the winds the call to a 
studied neutrality; had, in some sense, 
already surmised the supreme issues at 
stake; and were ready on the. spot to 
commit our property, our lives, and our 
sacred hcnor, as a united American peo- 
ple, to the cause of the Entente Aliies. 
We-had no doubt from the first as to 
where the right was, and on which side 
were our interests and the most precious 
interests of the freedom of mankind. We 
thought we saw where the progress of a 
truly valuable culture, and the progress 
of a truly Christian practical civilization, 
lay; and we earnestly desired to have our 
country see things in the sameway. If 
the country had done this at the time of 
the crisis introduced by the battles of 
Ypres, or even some time later, there is 
little doubt that the war would have 
been “over, ended by the defeat of the 
Pan German movement, some time ago. 


During that earlier crisis the hearts of — 


these few were carried in their mouths, 
and their very breathing was scanty and 
labored, as they watched the line of bat- 
tle sway back and forth, lest the German 
hordes should smash and gas their way 
through to the sea. But the American 


Nation looked oh with comparative indif-. 


ference. They had not yet learned to 


comprehend, they had scarcely stopped to © 


consider, what the war meant. They did 
not sense the critical nature of the bat- 
tles about Ypres, the vast importance of 
the question immediately at stake— 
Whether the German or the Belgian and 
British forces should control the sea- 
coast of Northern France. 

The case is, how different, at the 
present hour! The heart of the nation

Unique Experiment of a Manufacturer—Based on the Theory That Agriculture 
Can Be Made Fascinating to City Youths if Properly Taught 


TT": man of this story lived on a 
farm as a boy. The work he did 
there was the best part of his 

education. -From his contact with 
nature, through planting, cultivating, 
and harvesting, he was taught the strict 
connection between cause and effect— 
that a seed produces after its kind, that 
endeavor pays, that. something cannot 
come from nothing. 

With these lessons of the farm well 
learned, he went to a city and won 
notable success. His name is connected 
with an article of manufacture known 
from one end of the country to the other. 
When war was declared he was named 
on one of the national defense agri- 
cultural committees; he was already 
thinking how, out of his experience on 
the farm and in business, he might best 
serve his country. A new idea embody- 
ing both experiences and centring around 
an important third factor—boys—had 
hold of him. He obtained the consent of 
his Chairman that he might do his part 
by working out the idea. 

Herein is narrated for the first time 
the cause of his undertaking, which may 
have an important bearing on a vital 


national problem. It is a whim of the 


man that he tell his story anonymously, 
as a private in the ranks, to avoid any 


halo of credit for himself. The work. 


was done at the Military Farms, Marble- 
head, Mass., and all who have seen what 
was accomplished there know where the 
credit belongs. 

“ My idea,” said the man, “ was to in- 
terest boys in farm work, to give it the 
attraction of play, or rather a game—you 
know football -is as strenuous as pitching 
hay—and at the same time to give mili- 
tary training. We are going to need 
more and more boys on the farms, now 
and after the war; it is really one of 
our great national problems. I read 
about plans to put city boys on the 
farms during the vacation time, as a part 
of the food campaign. I know some- 
thing about that—the handicaps. Take 
the farmer’s side. The boy is sent to 
him at the busiest season of the year. 
He has no time to teach the boy, and 
the city boy knows nothing about farm 
work. When set to weeding vegetables, 
he is likely to pull up the vegetables as 
well as the weeds. Unless the farmer 
is unusually intelligent and patient, or 
the boy exceptionally~quick in picking 
up farm work, friction develops. I be- 
lieve it is fair to say that the average 
result of the contact of the city boy with 
the farmer is that the boy acquires a 
dislike for farm life and returns to the 
city with an unsympathetic feeling for 
the country. 

“This is not as it should be. A’ boy 
should naturally learn to love a farm. 
There is not only the advantage to him 
of increased physical vigor, but the dis- 
cipline and the strengthening of his mind 
from direct contactwith nature’s proc- 
esses are of great help to him, whether 
his later life be spent in the city or the 
country. If a boy is to see some of the 
real values in-farm life and work he 
must get the right sort of an introduc- 
tion. 
him.” ‘ 

At the time the United States entered 
the war the manufacturer owned a large 
farm near Marblehead, Mass. This he 
selected for the place of his experiment. 
He called it the Military Farms. One 
hundred boys were enlisted for the first 
year’s test. The average age of the re- 
cruits was 17, and they were all from 
families living in that part of New Eng- 
land. At the very outset the spirit of the 
enterprise was cleared of any sense of 
farm drudgery by the announcement that 
the boys were not only to be taught how 
to grow food for the soldiers, but also 
how to become soldiers themselves. Nat- 
urally, they arrived at the farm, in the 


That is what I have tried to give 


early part of last June, in a high state 
of enthusiasm. It was- not allowed to 
cool. 

All the practical psychology of the 
business man who had built up a large 
industry was employed in starting his 
plan right. The soldier side of the en- 
terprise was introduced first, with the 
beautiful farm fields and pastures as a 


_background to a military setting. _ Uni- 


form and gun were ready for each boy, 
and an outfit of tents for the whole of 
them. Under the direction of Captain 
Harry A. Dame, a physical director who 
had had much experience with boys, the 
recruits were organized as a_ military 
company. The boys elected their own of- 
ficers. Then they picked out their own 
camp site and were taught how to put up 
their tents, in which they were to liv 
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sheep. It was a new thing to be brought 
in touch with the animals and to find 


gut things about them. The boys learned 


to look at dumb brutes in a different 
way. 

“Boys,” said the head dairyman, 
“these cows give an average of 300 
quarts of milk a day, but if a rough fel- 
low came in here and frightened them at 
milking time, they would give twenty-five 
quarts less. That shows what kind, 
gentle treatment means to them. Take 
a horse—you might think a horse would 
not mind rough, swearing talk. I know 
it to be a fact that if a man went into 
the stable at night /and mistreated one 
of the horses with angry words and 
blows all the other horses would feel it, 
too, and the rest of all of them would be 


disturbed for the remainder of the night.

three to a tent, instead of in prosaic 
farmhouses. 

Gradually the boys were made ac- 
quainted with the farm work. There 
was a corps of instructors to explain 
why things were done in a particular 
way, so that their interest grew with 
each day. They beheld results brought 
about by their own hands; the.value of 
purpose and intelligence in setting about 
doing a thing dawned upon them more 
clearly than ever before. Every hill of 
corn had its own moral lesson, too. If a 
hill lacked the required number of grains, 
it might be hidden for a time, but the 
truth would surely come out later. 
Nature was “on the square”; it re- 
warded honest effort, but the slacker, 
the faker, it has unfailingly exposed. 
Every day it was a lesson in character— 
that all through, in every way, it paid 
to do things well. 

’ There was the lesson, too, of the wis- 
dom and the right of a man’s choosing 
what he liked to do. The boys were told 
to pick out the work that suited them. 
Some elected to cultivate crops, others 
to tend the animals, horses, cows, and 


Horses, from association, become pals, 
like you boys in the tents. When one 
teammate is separated from the other 
for a few hours each becomes restless, 
and the horse left in the lot will run back 
and forth and neigh and neigh for his 
companion.” 

Though it was all done gradually; 
there was no loss of time in getting under 
way the complete plan for instruction in 
farm work and soldier training. It was 
not long before everything, during the 
hours of duty, was done by system, after 
the pattern of military discipline. Bugle 
calls marked off the day, and no other 
signal could have been chosen. that 
would have pleased the boys half as 
much. The first bugle was at 6 in the 


‘ morning, for rising. After the boys had 


dressed there immediately followed the 
setting-up exercises. Breakfast was at 
6:30. At 7 they went to work on the 
farm. Unless the boy preferred one task 
for the whole morning the time was 
broken into two periods—for instance, 
three hours at work in the onions and 
the remainder of the time at something 
else. Dinner and rest came from 12 to 


1. Farm work was taken up again and 


continued until 5. From 5 to 6 was the 
hour of drilling. 

“You ought to have seen what a 
change that made,” said the manufac- 
turer in unfolding his plan. “ The boys 
were naturally beginning to get tired at 
5 o’clock. But what a transformation the 
donning of the uniforms made! It shows 
what an influence atmosphere is. Shoul- 
ders went back, chests expanded, and the 
boys marched out to the drill ground 
with positive snap.” 

Supper time was from 6 to 6:30, and 
from then until 7:30 there were games. 
Then came a half hour for singing. Un- 
der a singing master the boys learned 
patriotic and popular songs. After the 
first lessons they would often take up 
the songs in the field while at work. 
From 8 to 8:30 was devoted to what was 
called “stunts.” A chosen leader called 
upon one boy after another to do some- 
thing to entertain the crowd. 

“There was education even in this,” 
continued the manufacturer. “ It brought 
the backward boy out—made him come 
before the crowd and contribute his share 
of the fun. He could face his fellows bet- 
ter after that—stood better on his feet. 
Boys have a way of disciplining the fel- 


- low who will not do his part, and the 


selfish or mean-tempered boy soon gets 
a sharp lesson. The boys find each other’s 
good points, too. One of the most strik- 
ing things brought out was the affection 
which the tentmates developed for each 
other. After watching those boys I could 
better understand the stories from 
France about a soldier risking his life to 
rescue a wounded companion. I have no 
hesitation in saying that every one of 
the boys, after his experience at the Mil- 
itary Farms, sees a deeper meaning than 
ever before in the word ‘ friend.’ There 
is no better part of an education than 
_that.” 

In pay for work done on the farm the 
boys were divided into three classes, 
A, B, and C. Grade C boys received $4 
a week; Grade B boys, $5; Grade A boys, 
$6. There was in these divisions pro- 
vision for a healthy emulation. As fast 
as a boy showed improvement he was 
advanced to a higher grade. The boys 
were allowed, in addition, 50 cents a day 
each to provide their food, in soldier mess 
fashion. There were also prizes for 
excellence in particular kinds of farm 
cultivation. Wherever feasible, the plan 
was shaped to draw out initiative by the 
offer of special rewards, for in this 
enterprise the farm was not the land, 
but the boys. They were being culti- 
vated to see how much could be‘ made of 
them, how good a crop of men could be 
produced out of the 100. 

“I naturally enjoyed building up my 
business,” said the manufacturer, “ but 
it was nothing like this—nothing like 
seeing the change wrought in those boys 
from day to day. Yes, from day to day! 
I didn’t plan to be there all the time, but 
that’s what resulted. I belong to I don’t 
know how many golf clubs, but they all 
went by the board. The first thing I 
knew I was one of the boys. I joined 
in with them and went through with the 
whole thing. Say, I would go broke bet- 
ting on this plan. It will work wherever 
it is tried. The stuff.is in the boys; all 
that is necessary is to bring it out, and 
the farm is the place. ‘I wish 400,000 of 
our boys could have the advantage of 
such farm and soldier training this Sum- 
mer, and I am telling-you about my plan 
in the hope that it will spread. I hope 
some of the gentleman farmers around 
New York will try it. I can guarantee 
that nothing they ever did will give them 
so much enjoyment. If any one is seek- 
ing a selfish return, I think the chances 
are that it will add ten years to his life: 
Let any one write to Military Farms, 
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Marblehead, Mass., and he will receive 
an answer.” 

Before the season was at an end the 
boys had been instructed in every kind 
of farm work—preparation of the soil, 
planting, germination of the seed, caring 
for the crop, marketing, &c. There were 
regular meetings under instructors. It 
was the new kind of farming that was 
taught, for the manufacturer knew some- 
thing of the drawbacks and the short- 
comings of the kind practiced in his 
boyhood days. The advantage of fore- 
thought, of system, was laid before the 
boys. There were illustrations in the 
form of charts of the farm. These showed 
that plots of ground were set aside a 
long time in advance for certain crops, 
that provisions were made for the seed 
and for the scientific testing of it in the 
amounts required. The time of the 
planting and the amount of help needed 
were noted in the charts. The boys 
learned that there was no haphazard 
about the farm, that the crops and the 
work were all under a comprehensive 
system covering every detail. 

If a ditch was dug on the farm, and 
many were, the boys were later instruc- 
ted by an expert in the general princi- 
ples of drainage. The same method was 
followed in the building of a large cellar 
for storage. The importance of “ equali- 
zation” or marketing a crop gradually, 
according to supply and demand, was 
presented, and the farmers need for 
plenty of cellar room pointed out. 
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Throughthelessons . 
there was empha- 
sized again and 7» 
again the require- { 
ment that success- 
ful farming meant ~* 
the use of the best 
business principles ~ 
—that at the bot- ff 
tom a farm must 
be seen as a money- 
making plant, like 
a factory in the 
city. 

Problems as they 
arose were put 
right up to the 
boys. ‘The early 
cabbage market 
slumped and left a 
large lot on hand. 
A meeting of the 
beys was called. 

“What are we 
going to do with 
the cabbage? ” was 
the question put to 
them. 

“Store it,” said 
one boy, “ until the 
market goes up.” 

This brought new 
information as to 


cabbage, for the expert said that, 
az it was eaily cabbage, it would not 
keep. 


“ Make sauerkraut out of it, and then 
store it,” said another boy. This the ex-

“Let’s make it

proposed another. 
The suggestion was 
carried unanimous- 
ly. Two hundred 
hogsheads of 
“pep” were made; 
it is being market- 
ed now. 

With the boys’ 
help there were 
turned out on the 
jarm last season 
1,000 bushels of 
beets, 100 tons of 
squash, 7,000 bush- 
els of carrots, 1,000 
bushels of par- 
snips, 100 tons of 
kay, 2 silos of en- 
silage, large crops 
of potatoes and va- 
rious kinds of 
beans, and $1,500 worth of table corn. 
The boys themselves sold $1,200 worth of 

fresh vegetables to persons who came in 
automobiles. [Parenthetically, it required 
a little longer to drive a bargain when a 


pretty girl was a member of’ the motor 
party.}] Three hundred quarts of milk 
were sold daily. 

Toward the end of the season the 
parents of the boys came to see them in 
large numbers. What they said gave the 
manufacturer - promoter the greatest 
pleasure of the seasoh. A. composite ex- 
pression would be something like this: 
‘“]T wouldn’t have believed such a 
change could take place in my son in 
such a short time. Why, he looks like 
he could take care of himself anywhere 

—he’s so strong physically, so alert-look- 
ing mentally. And, somehow, a new in- 
spiration has got hold of him. He 
doesn’t look to his parents to do every- 
thing for him now. He wants to do for 
us. He says, ‘ Father, I can do that, let 
me do that for you,’ and he says, ‘Mother, 
you sit down; I will go after what you 
want.’ ” 

Some of the boys who were at the farm 
are already in the United States Army. 
Letters: have been received from them 
telling how much help the farm training 
of last Summer has been to them. 

The Military Farms will scon start on 
its second season with a new lot of 150 
boys. There are many more applicants 
than places. 

“It is a chance for the gentleman 
farmer to take ‘up something real,” said 

manufacturer. “Let him, crop boys 
this year when the war every day calls 
more directly to each one of us. I hope 
to hear from some of the gentleman 
farmers.” 


Rare Old Tome, of Archaic Flavor, Dated 1914 


Not Four Years but Four Centuries Seem to Have Elapsed Since a 


/ 


Certain Author Penned His Thoughts on the Great War

F circumstances had vouchsafed to me 
both time and money, I am inclined 
to believe that I should have become 
a collector of rare tomes—Elzevirs, 

Caxtons, and other precious relics of the 
past. Such old volumes of value from 
the antiquarian’s standpoint as I possess 
have come to me, however, more by 
chance than by design, and, as I browse 
around my library, now and then, I light 
upon a book that has become more pre- 
cious to me, as time passed, than I had 
realized. It is the kind of velume, dear 
to all collectors, that increases in value 
while you sleep, gaining interest and 
worth through the mere passage of time. 

It is in this category that I place a 
bibliographical prize that I rescued 
recently from a pile of antique literary 
rubbish in a neglected corner of my read- 
ing room, a forgotten volume in a good 
state of preservation, bearing the his- 
toric date 1914. 

My priceless old tome is entitled: “ The 
War and America,” and is the work of 
the late Hugo Miinsterberg, who, in 
the dark ages before Prussian militarism 
actually started out te uplift a world 
fatally addicted to the pursuits of peace, 
taught modern psychology to the under- 
graduates of Harvard University. 

In the first chapter of his book the 
good Professor Miinsterberg presents us 
with convincing proof of his unrivaled 
eminence as a psychologist. He says: 

I trust that the Germans will know how 
to protect the harvests of their fields. It 
is true no fanaticism sharpens their sword 
like those of their rivals; no craving for 
revenge, no mad longing for new power. 
The Germans feel admiration for the 
French genius and have respect for their 
political aims. The Germans will feel no 
hatred against England, either. To be sure, 
they think the English selfish, and they 
have suffered from that selfishness. But 
they look up to the masterful energy with 
which England pushes its worldwide in- 
terests of State. There is no nation of 
Europe with which Germany would like 
more to live in deepest harmony and peace 
than with Great Britain. Nor do the Ger- 
mans grudge the advance of Russia from 
darkness; they have sympathy with the 
Russian inner struggles; they love Dos- 
toievsky and Tolstoy. No, Germany's cause 
would be lost from the start, if only hatred 
could lead to victory. 


The archaic flavor of the above is 


delightful. Time, so iconoclastic in its 
dealings with literary outpourings, seems 
determined to place Miinsterberg’s val- 
edictory among the permanent classics. 
It is not, however, to the “inner strug- 
gles” of Russia only that our author is 
sympathetic. He has penetrated beneath 
England’s surface and goes to the root 
of that great nation’s fall from the rare- 
fied realm of superiority in the follow- 
ing burning words: 

England has not only made a grave mis- 
take by breaking the traditional peace with 
Germany. It has, I cannot help feeling, 
somewhat lowered its dignity by a cheap 
appeal to the second-rate women’s clubs 
in which nobody cares to study the real 
facts. 

My precious tome is full of startling 
surprises. How many centuries ago did 
the author of “The War and America” 
write the following: 

The Russian policy appears to the 
average American as an internal affair 
which is no concern of the world at large. 
He has not the slightest idea that Russia's 
policy is the strongest on this globe, the 
most persistent, the most pregnant with 
consequences for Europe, Asia, and, ulti- 
mately, America. | England is mighty, but 
Russia is mightier. All other nations are 
in a hurry, Russia has time; all other 
nations economize with men, Russia can 
waste and waste and will always grow. 
All other nations have wavered in their 
enterprises, Russia remains unswervingly 
loyal to its aim of world control. 

And again of Russia he says: “A 
superstition binds the people into a solid 
mass just as firmly as any liberal ideals 
bind free nations like Germany or Amer- 
ica. The* Russians have that force of 
blind brutality which easily makes the 
unthinking fanatic superior to the sensi- 
tive. As of the Germans it is true of 
the Russians that nation and Emperor 
are one.” Was it strange that, as a col- 
leetor of rare old books, the above sen- 
tence made my heart leap for joy. Not a 
day can now go by without increasing 
the money value of my Miinsterberg 
masterpiece. I doubt if there is anything 
extant in print that proves so conclusive- 
ly as does “ The War and America” the 
fact that, between 1914 and 1918, lie not 
four years but four centuries, centuries 
that have imbued the writings of the 
kind-hearted Miinsterberg with a flavor

of antediluvian mystery and attractive- 
ness. 

One of the most charming characteris- 
ties of “ The War and America” is that 
the reader may dip into it anywhere and 
find the precious remains of an obsolete 
point of view. “Germans know,” we 
read, “that the. fight is not for distant 
places or for the gains of the mighty.” 
And, a few pages later, the author ap- 
parently feels the stirrings of prophesy 
within his soul. Patheticalty, he says: 
“The last day which I spent in Europe, 
Summer before last, I was in the ruins 
of Pompeii. When the ship left the 
European coast a dark cloud was hang- 
ing over Vesuvius and it looked as if 
the crater might break and endless 
masses of lava once more flood over the 
gay, flourishing villages. All the peoples 
of Europe have settled and toiled on 
the slopes of Vesuvius, and the crater 
has erupted, and the glowing torrent is 
again pouring over the homes of peace- 
ful men. Will Europe, the beautiful, 
become a great Pompeii? Ah, England, 
France, Belgium, Serbia, America, from 
afar in the spirit world the author of my 
rare old tome watches you iin melancholy 
dismay as you wantonly do to Europe 
what nature cruelly did to innocent 
And he sees his beloved Ger- 
many the helpless prey of Russia, the 
conscienceless Colossus; of France, the 
unreconciled and unprincipled; of Eng- 
land, the aroused pirate; and, to his 
amazement, of America, the grasping, 
soulless materalist. And, possibly, he 
has been informed by some good German 
who has “ passed on” that the Entente 
Allies admitted publicly that they knew 
they were breakirg the law of nations in 
1914 when they “ smashed through ” Bel- 
gium in their effort to get to Berlin. 

It is, perhaps, when Miinsterberg’s 
antique book is dealing with German- 
Americans that the author most clearly 
brings to light the peculiar vagaries of 
the. whirligig of time. Listen to this, 
written shortly after the outbreak of the 
war of wars: 


It was as if the German-American 
masses had only waited for a convincing 
goal common to all in order to be filled 
with that enthusiasm which secures 
strength. The lightning of the European 





thunderstorm has suddenly shown them 
_their true duty. The policy of this country, 
“which they love with their whole hearts, 
must be one of sincere friendship not only 
with England but alse with rmany. 
They will break down this anti-German 
agitation; they will punish every effort to 
inject hatred of Germany into the veins of 
the American political body. Their Na- 
tional German-American: Alliance. with 
two and a half million voters as members, 
their intellectual leaders, and their eco- 
nomic ce and industry, 
their farmers and their workingmen, old 
and young, men and women, first genera- 
— and second and third, every religious 
North Germans and South Germans, 
y roe Bann and Swiss—they will be united 
and will show a crushing power of which 
the reckless torchbearers of German hatred 
did not dream. * * 

I know that twenty-five millions will take 
care that this national sentiment is ulti- 
mately not misled, as it has been in the 
first hour of confusion. They will take 
care that this powerful American influence 
cannot be prostituted to a breach of neu- 
trality In order to back the allies of Russia 
who are trying to throw into the dust

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Rockefeller Foundation’s First Report for 1918 


Dr. Vincent Makes Public the Advance Sheets and Describes War Work, as Well as 
Continued Activities in Health Building Throughout the World 


E work of the Rockefeller Founda- 

tion in 1918 has two objects: First, 

to help win the war; second, to 

make the world a better place to 
live in after the war.” 

Dr. George E. Vincent, who resigned 
from the Presidency of the University of 
Minnesota in 1916 to become President 
of the Foundation, outlined a few days 
ago the plans for the current year and 
the progress of the special activities re- 
cently begun. He lent to the writer of 
this article the advance sheets of the 
Foundation’s forthcoming report, making 
public for the first time the details of this 
year’s activities. For the relief of present 
suffering the organization has turned 


over $5,000,000 to the Red Cross. 


“The aim-of the Foundation has al- 
ways been to work for the welfare of 
mankind throughout the world,” said Dr. 
Vincent. “That general’ statement cov- 
ers the purpose of. all its work. But it is 
an obvious truth now that ‘the welfare 
of mankind throughout the world’ de- 
pends upon the victory of the forces of 
freedom in this war. It follows, natural- 
ly, that the Foundation must devote far 
the greater part of the money it has 
available for war work. This is being 
done in different ways by appropriation 
to relief and other agencies, and by ac- 
tivities directed or taken part in by the 
Foundation itself. 

“The entrance of the United States 
into the war has made a marked differ- 
ence in the arrangement, so to speak, of 
the Foundation’s war work. Prior to that 
time, it will be remembered, we had a 
War Relief Commission in Europe. When 
the United States entered the war the 
Foundation decided to withdraw this 
commission, and to put a large sum of 
money at the disposal of the Red Cross 
instead. This was in line with a policy 
of consolidation which was followed, be- 
cause the Trustees felt that it was un- 
wise to multiply independent agencies of 
relief which, in practice, would often 
overlap. The need is for unified, well- 
organized work, and the Trustees felt 
that the best thing the Foundation could 
do for the relief of suffering in the war 
was to turn over funds for such re- 
lief to the Red Cross. That was an out- 
right gift, and if you follow the money 
of the Rockefeller Foundation you will 
find it in Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., Y. W. 
C. A., and other activities in which the 
Foundation is not — the spending 
of it at all. 

“The only so-called war work which 
the Foundation is superintending in Eu- 
rope is the anti-tuberculosis campaign in 
France. This is being carried on by the 
Foundation’s International Health 
Board, working with the French author- 
ities; at the same time it is closely re- 
lated to the, relief and health activities 
of the American Red Cross. But,” Dr. 
Vincent added, “ we do not call that spe- 
cifically war work. That is a part of 
our public health work, and, as a matter 
of fact, it is supported, not by our def- 
inite war allotments, but by our public 
health funds. 

“As a special European war work, 
however, I might mention the care of 500 
Belgian children in Switzerland. That 
was begun by the Foundation in 1915. 
After the United States entered the war 
negotiations were begun with the Red 
Cross with a view to its assuming re- 
sponsibility for these children. In the 
future their care will be under the aus- 
pices of the Red Cross, but in any case 
the expenses of their maintenance will 
be paid by the Foundation in the future 
as in the past. 

“In this country our chief work is in 
medical research and. in the recreation 
activities of the training camps. We 
are of course co-operating with the 
agencies organized already. In the case 
of the training camps the Foundation has 


already made large gifts to the various 
associations doing that kind of work. 
That work is one in which the Foundation 
is greatly interested. 

“In the matter of medical research the 
situation is somewhat different. We have 
placed funds in the hands of the Medical 
Division of the Council of Nationa] De- 
fense, but we have also established, in co- 
operation with the Rockefeller Institute, 
a War Demonstration Hospital on the 
institute’s grounds, and are aiding the 
institute’s work in the discovery of 
serums, the perfecting of war surgery, 
and the study of ‘ shell shock,’ and all the 
mental and nervous weaknesses that have 
to do with the war. 

“These are war activities which we 
began in 1917, and to which we have al- 


same time, the feasibility of a unit port- 
able military hospital, designed by 
Charles Butler after study of military 
hospitals in Franee and England, would 
be tested out. 

The hospital admits male patients over 
16 years of age, giving preference, of 
course, to certain kinds of wounds, ulcers, 
compound fractures, &c., wherein dem- 
onstration is most practicable. In the 
notice to physicians regarding the ad- 
mission of patients the purposes of thé 
hospital are stated as, “first, to treat pa-

lotted funds for 1918. Carrying out the 
plans connected with these phases of 
war work forms the greater part of our 
war program through the present year. 
That is,” he added, “as we sge it now. 
Of course, one cannot make any iron- 
bound ‘war program’ and simply stick 
to it, Conditions and needs may change, 
and in that case our work must change 
with them.” 

The two outstanding war activities in 
the direction of which the Foundation it- 
self.co-operates are the War Demonstra- 
tion Hospital here and all the allied 
work of medical research, and the anti- 
tuberculosis campaign in France. 

It was early decided to organize a 
small hospita? service for treatment of 
infected wounds by the methods worked 
out by Dr. Carrel and Dr. Dakin, in 
order to demonstrate, to American sur- 
geons about to serve abroad the technique 
of the methods. It then proved advisable 
to combine with the facts of demonstra- 
tion the conditions of war service in just 
so far as that was possible here. At the 


to demonstrate these methods in a prac- 
tical way to American surgeons.” 
Next Fall the Foundation will publish 


-the report of its work in 1917, and par- 


tially of its 1918 appropriation to its 
various activities throughout the world. 
The advance sheets show the work being 
done by the Foundation in research for 
the war, including the Demonstration 


- Hospital, the study of nervous disorders, 


and the work with serums. The report 
will contain, after stating the fact of the 
hospital’s. establishment, the following 
summary: : 


This hospital is completely equipped with 
operating room, laboratories, kitchen, and 
laundry. It is built in sections and can 
be taken down and moved on motor trucks 
to any site. It embodies the features which 
French and British experience have proved 
to be essential in a base hospital. In this 
group of buildings the Carrel-Dakin 
method of sterilizing wounds by periodic 
irrigation with a germ-destro: roying fluid is 
being demonstrated. 

To the War Hospital, to eu Institute 
Laboratories, and to the Institute Hos- 


and experience. These men fall into three 





groups: one which devotes itself to war 
surgery, a second which studies bacte- 
riology in the laboratories, and a third 
which is instructed in the diagnosis and 
treatment of pneumonia in the hospital of 
the institute. The work is practical, in 
that it calls for actual work with their own 
hands by the officers in attendance upon 
the courses. * * * During 1917, 392 
medical officers of the army and navy 
attended classes at the hospital and in the 
inatitute. 

The preparation of serums by the in- 
stitute and the distribution of these to the 
Government: hospitals have constituted 
another Foundation supported contribution 
to the war. During 1917 nearly 3,000 
doses of serums were distributed. By 
far the largest amount was for combating 
meningitis. Next came the serum which 
has given excellent results with one of the 
four types of pneumonia. A small quantity 
of anti-dysentery serum was also sent out. 
Arrangements have been made for greatly 
increasing the output of these serums, 
which are prepared with the utmost care, 
and are eagerly sought, not only by the 
United States medical authorities, but by 
those of our allies as well. 


In the matter of invade in France 
Dr. Vincent warns the public against an 
initial misconception. 


“Don’t get the idea that the anti- 
tuberculosis work in France is a desper- 
ate war emergency,” he said. “The im- 
pression in the minds of many people 
here at home exaggerates the evil of 
conditions there. Tuberculosis in France 
is bad, but the situation is not desperate. 
It is not true, for example, that the 
repatriated French people coming home 
from Switzerland by way of Evian are 
generally afflicted with tuberculosis; 
very few such cases have been found 
And in many country districts in France 
there is no more tuberculosis than there 
is in similar districts here. | 

“What is bad about the tuberculosis 
situation in France is the spread of the 
disease in the cities, especially Paris and 
Lyons. Of course tuberculosis is 2 
serious infectious disease, and where 
there is overcrowding it spreads. 

“The purpose of the Foundation 
always is,” he went on, “to show that 
certain things can be done successfully, 
to show how they can be done success- 
fully, and then, as soon as it is practi- 
cable, to turn them over to the commu- 
nity. This is as true of the anti-tuber- 
culosis work in France as of anything 
else.” 

Of this work the report says: 4

have been selected as fairly typical of 
urban and provincial —— ol — 
of these areas a complet: 
tem is being established with pt 
equipment and a trained staff. 

The educational campaign includes news- 
paper articles, posters, pamphiets, ma- 
terial for use in the schools, illustrated 
postcards, motion-picture films, stereopti- 
con Slides, and traveling exhibits. 

The commission has also established in 
connection with four dispensaries nurses’ 
training courses, which are being attended 
by seventy persons. It is hoped that con- 
vincing demonstrations of dispensary and 
other methods will help the French Gov- 
ernment gradually to establish a national 
and local system for the control and ulti- 
mate extinction of the white plague. 


Of its contributions. to camp com- 
munity work; the Foundation’s report 
will offer the following summary: 


The Government has from the outset 
insisted that the training camps—espe- 
cially those of the national (draft) army 
—are not to be thought of as necessary 
evils to be mitigated, but as positive edu- © 
cational institutions of immense potential 
value. Whereas in the past the worst

gt may come as a surprise to the pub- 
lic that the Rockefeller Foundation is 
only meeting the extra burden of war 
work by—to use Dr. Vincent’s phrase— 
living beyond its income. Most people 
think of the Rockefeller Foundation as 
having so much money that it can do al- 
most anything. A great deal of money 
it has, of course; but in the face of the 
tremendous needs of the time, its income 
is relatively not large. Last year the 
Foundation spent some of its principal. 
This year it is facing the same neces- 
sity. An interesting comparison is con- 
tained in the Foundation’s brief state- 
ment that its entire income would sup- 
port the work of the American Red Cross 
for just seventeen days, while ‘the gift of 
its total principal would maintain the ac- 
tivities of the American Red Cross, at 
its present rate of expenditure, for less 
than ten months. The report explains in 
detail: 

While it is true that the Foundation’s

income could not pay any appreciable share 
of society's bill for administration and 
charity, it is also a fact that for purposes 
of experiment, of demonstration, and of 
fostering comprehensive projects, the in- 
stitution has substantial resources. 
Dec. 1. 1917, the principal fund of ad 
Foundation had a book value of $120,77 
000 and a market value of $104.000, oon. 
The income of this fund for the year 1917 
was $7,153,852. To this were added a 
balance carried over from 1916, a gift by 
John D. Rockefeller of $5,500,000, and 
the sum of $5,000,000, taken by vote of 
the Trustees from the principal fund. 
The der's relinquish t in July of 
the right he had reserved in his deed of 
ift to control the annual expenditure of 
2,000,000 of income for purposes con- 
sistent with the charter, did not add to the 
total income of the Foundation. It did, 
however, increase by more than $900,000 
the sum at the complete disposal of the 
board in 1917. In 1918 the entire income 
will be available for unrestricted use. 
The following statement of receipts, dis- 
bursements, and obligations in 1917 pre- 
sents in summary form the Foundation’s 
current resources and the different pur- 
poses to which these are being devoted. 
In order to understand this budget one 
must distinguish between “ appropria- 
tions” and “ disbursements.” For exam- 
ple, in May, 1917, the Foundation ap- 
prepriated $5,000,000 to the Afmerican Red 
,» and agreed to pay this sum in ten 
monthly installments of $500,000 each. 
Seven such payments, a total of $3,500,000, 
were included in the disbursements of 1917; 
the remaining $1,500,000 appears in the 
budget. of 1918.

“ The Foundation’s funds must be con- 
centrated upon a few convincing demon- 
strations and statesmanlike programs, 
else it will not justify its existence,” said 
Dr. Vincent. “ To scatter our funds over 
a number of relief agencies would not 
have much effect. It might even replace, 
instead of adding to, other gifts. Our 
work must follow a different ‘ line.’ 

“ Many people think of the Trustees of 
the Rockefeller Foundation as being a 
group of amiable philanthropic gentle- 
men who do not pay muclz attention to! 
the concrete details of the Foundation’s 
work. That is quite the opposite of the 
truth. Before every meeting each Trustee 
receives a complete docket of the matters 
in hand. Each Trustee goes over those 
in detail, and they are all discussed at 
the meetings. Our expenditures must be 
carefully made and our activities care- 
fully chosen. 

“It is obvious,” Dr. Vincent went on, 
“that a private Foundation cannot un- 
dertake the activities or responsibilities 
which belong to Government. On the 
other hand, we will never consent to use 
a cent of the Foundation’s money im any 
way that would influence public opinion. 
The public would rightly resent the use 
of invested funds in any way that would 
influence political opinion or action on 
political, economic, or social questions. 
We are often asked for contributions 
which would come under that head, and 
we refuse them all.” 

The Foundation continues its support 
of the program of the National Commit- 
tee on Mental Hygiene in making sur- 
veys of methods of public care for the 


insane and the feeble-minded, and in 
carrying out demonstration studies of 
abnormalities in a given community and 
of the mental characteristics of crimi- 
nals. It is contributing to the after-care 
of victims of infantile paralysis. During 
1917 steady progress has been made by 
the Foundation’s International Health 
Board in its campaign in many parts of 
the world against hookworm, malaria, 
and yellow fever, and in the general pro- 
motion of public health work. The hook- 
worm work was extended to three Bra- 
zilian States, Siam, the Fiji Islands, 
Seychelles Islands, and to Alabama, 
Arkansas, Georgia, and Maryland. Late 
in the year the board began, in the Ping- 
shiang Colliery in Kiangsi Province, 
China, its first attempt to deal with hook- 
worm control in mines. The board was 
at work in 1917 in thirty-seven areas, 
which included twenty-five foreign coun- 
tries and twelve American States. The r 
reports of the Foundation show a grati- 
fying increase in co-operation, both legis- 
lative and financial, by foreign Govern- 
ments. And in all its work the Interna- 
tional Health Board aims to “ fix atten- 
tion upon problems of public health.” 

The health work in the Philippine Is)- 
ands has been extended recently by the 
floating, in active service, of the hospital 
ship Busuanga, on Nov. 12, 1917. The 
Foundation fitted out the vessel and will 
contribute to its maintenance for five 
years; at the end of that time the ex- 
penses are to be assumed by the Philip- 
pine authorities. 

One of the most important announce- 
ments of the Foundation for 1918 is of- 
the expected opening in September of 
the School of Hygiene and Public Health 
at Johns Hopkins University, the cost of 
establishing and maintaining which is be- 


Ying borne by the Foundation. Dr. Will- 


iam J. Welch, formerly of the Johns Hop- 
kins Medical School, will be the director. 

“ We are at war, and we must win the 
war,” said Dr. Vincent, “ but I think it « 
means much that there should be,. in the 
midst of war, this great international 
agency quietly at work, not to tear down, 
but to build up.”

no apology for the quite complete failure 
hitherto of our airplane service of con- 
struction to point to the, fine spirit of the 
young men who have volunteered to enter 
this branch of our army. It does not 
satisfy the complaint that excessive tol- 
erance is accorded to those who are 
openly cr secretly obstructing the work 
of the Government to have it pointed out 
how splendidly tolerant has the whole 
body of the people been to the policy of 

iption. The slogan, “ Leave it to 
the President,” must be insistently in- 
terpreted as advice to the President and 
to Congress to “ leave it to the men who 
know.” 
- There is no doubt that our official 
class, civil and military, has been filled 
up with numbers of little men. But the 
nation is full of big men, experienced, 
trustworthy, and sincerely and intensely 
patriotic. Why should we be lacking in 
shell, or airplane motors of the mest 
satisfactory and newest pattern, when we. 
have been, and still are, making them for 
foreign Governments by the scores of 
millions of dollars’ worth? Let the red 
tape be cut, let partisanship be banished. 
Let motives of personal and blood rela- 
tionship be disregarded. And so iet the 
boundless resources which certainly ex- 
ist in this country, and which the people 
are ready to offer as soon and as long as 
they can be sure that the best use wil! be 
accorded them—of energy, wisdom, and 
devotion—be made wholly available. 

It may not prove a bad thing that 2 
shell exploded so near our well-meaning 
and faithful but hitherto inexperienced 
Secretary of War, since he was not at all 
injured by its fragments. It might not 


be a bad thing if some gun with a range - i 


of 3,000 miles should send a shell or two 
to explode in the very centre of Wash- 
ington. It could be taken as an example 
of what his Satanic Majesty William II. 
promised our Ambassador would take 
place as the seqience of a “German 
peace ” following a “German victory.” 
But, second, if we really want to win 
this war, we must frown down and sup- 
press all kinds of what is known by the 
odious name of “profiteering.” The

It is not the great corporations alone 
or chi , however, who are now guilty 
of this odious crime. The name applies

not strike as many and as heavy blows - 
per hour as his strength -permits. 

But, finally, is it not piain, now that 
the plans of Germany and her allies 
stand so clearly revealed, that there can 


be no further talk, or even thought, of 


@ peace gained by compromise or by 
Yielding one inch of Vantage ground to 
the desperation shown in «he battles now 
raging along the western front? Against 
a “German peace” as procured by a 
“German victory” we must set our 
faces in a yet more determined and in- 
flexible way. To proclaim such a peace 
is to be a itor not only to one’s coun- 
try but to humanity at large. Even to 
whisper that blessed, that adorable, word 
in such connection .is almost akin to 
blasphemy. There must be another kind 
of peace following another kind of vic- 
tory. And, dreadful as it is to say, or 
even to think in one’s heart, the only 
peace which the world can accept must 
be won on the battlefield—that is, must 
be won by going on i with 
the killing of our sadly misled and deep- 
ly guilty but unrepentant brethren of. 
Germany, Austria, Turkey, and Bul- 
garia. I mention them all as substan- 
tially in the same category, for in the 
same category ‘they actually are. - 

And doubtidas in no leng time we shall 
have practically to acknowledge this 
truth. We shall have to say to our al- 
lies: “ We are altogether one with you; 
we’ surrender every sign of aloofness; 
your enemies are our enemies and your 
friends are our friends.” And, indeed, if 
this war keeps on much longer, it is not 
unlikely that that will be which ought to 
be; there will not be a truly neutral na- 
tion in the whole world. ~ . 

If we brace and gird ourselves, and 
hasten preparation in all these ways, we

may face the crisis brought on by the 
battles now raging along the entire 
front from Arras to below La Fére with 
the same splendid calm confidence which 
still animates our British and—French 
allies, who are fighting them in our be- 
half. But we must also face the certain- 
ty that what of burdens and losses fol- 
lows this crisis will fall ever more 
heavily upon us. Are we going to take 
it all on our shoulders and stand up to 
it?.

AST June there were nine or ten 
American Y. M. C.~ A. men in 
France helping the French and 
British. Today the American 

staff <in Europe numbers over 1,500. 
There are now seventy-five Y. M. C. A. 
canteens with the American Army in 
France, including a number with the 
troops actually in the line. These latter 
canteens are under continual shellfire. 
They are situated in the trenches and 
dugouts, and are serving hot tea, coffee, 
and candy to American soldiers who are 
fighting Germans. 

In the United Kingdom there are fifty 
or sixty Y. M. C. A. centres. These, for 
example, are with the American lumber- 
ing camps which have brought their men 
and skilled methods to the forests in 
Scotland and to the bases of our de- 
stroyer fleet. There are two or three 
centres in Italy and one at Gibraltar. 
The Red Cross and Y. M. C. A. are the 
two big organizations and they work 
together. There is no overlapping. Gen- 
erally speaking, the Red Cross works for 
the sick, the Y. M. C. A. for the well. 
One covers the field of relief, the other 
of recreation 


Under the Y. M. C. A. banner all sorts 
of efforts are being carried forward by 
all sorts of people. College professors 
are serving tea and chocolate in can- 
teens and bankers are changing gramo- 
phone needles, but there is not the waste 
of ability that a superficial view might 
warrant. The various kinds of capacity 
gradually fall into place in the grand 
scheme. The Y. M. C. A., like other 
great organizations in which the man- 
agement is good, absorbs personality and 
ability and makes the best of them, and 
the net result, as it should be in a war 
like this, is to make our soldiers live bet- 
ter and shoot straighter. 

I am indebted to the General Secre- 
tary, E. C. Carter, for the facts in this 
general review of the Y. M. C. A. work 
in France. I have drawn largely on Mr. 
Carter’s talks to newly arrived workers 
who report to him in the general head- 
quarters at 12 Rue d’Agguesseau, one 
of the greatest beehives of human ac- 
tivity to be found in the whole world. 

The task which the expeditionary force 
of the Y. M. C. A. has had set before it 
is a very great one. It undertakes, in a 
measure, in a very real measure, to take 
the place of the American home, the 
American church, the American school, 
the American college; the American stage 
—all that is best in the life of America. 
The officers, who in normal times are 
able to give a great deal of attention to 
the welfare of their men, say that in 
France they are so absolutely new to the 
European war game that every waking 
moment must be spent in learning Euro- 
pean war methods; and so they must 
look to the Y. M. C. A. for the welfare 
of their men, and throw on it a far 
greater burden of responsibility than 
ever before. 

The difficulties in France, the man- 
agers say, are not really, but only rela- 
tively, great. It is not hard to do things 
here, only it is ten times more difficult 
to do things here than back in America. 
Money will not buy timber, or petrol, or 
transportation, or labor in France at 
the present moment. There may be sent 
to. the camps all the various buildings, 
built in sections, almost fireproof so far 
as construction is concerned, and yet 
when they are delivered to the camp, if 
there are no carpenters among the 
French soldiers or the American sol- 
diers, and no German prisoner labor, 
there may be no one to make the hut 
ready when it arrives. Maybe there will 
be a professor and a teacher and a bank 
teller to do the work, and that hut may 


be built upside down. There is a won- 
derful architect’s department in Paris 
with plans of these buildings, yet when 
the buildings are sent out the results 
are sometimes, to say the least, interest- 
ing. 

There is a great deal of rain and mud 
and cold in France—a good deat of it 
was here before the war—but life is 
far more costly now, because the war 
has vastly diminished the supply of coal 


.and wood and light. Our men feel it a 


great deal more than they ever did be- 
fore, and if any one comes here looking 
for warm rooms and conveniences and 
regular meals and the same kind of liv- 
ing. that he had in France before the 
war, he had better get on the next 
steamer and go back to America. 

On every steamer thére has always 
been some one about whom the other

of that, and- we are quite sure that the 
others are not the same kind of people 
that trod the deck of the steamer.” 

_One day a man came into the office 
and said: “Ishope you are not going to 
send me back.”

The 
man said, “If you found out about me 
I was afraid you might. I went to the 
New York office and explained to them 
I was what the survey would call ‘an 
idle rich man.’ They asked if I could 
drive a car. No; I had always had a 
chauffeur. Could I play or sing? No. 
Could I keep books? No. Did I smoke? 
Yes. Did I drink? Yes. Did I gamble? 
Yes. And they accepted me and sent 
me over, and here I am. I am just too 
old to serve in the army and believe that

Many men are going to be reborn be- 
fore they have been at this job much 
longer, because it is so much vaster

“ As we go out we try to remember,” 
said Secretary Carter, “that we are 
encompassed about with a great cloud of 
witnesses. First of all, there are the 
men themselves, who are looking to us 
and to our conduct to represent all that 
is best in American life. There are 
hundreds and hundreds of men in Amer- 
ica who hardly ever attend church or 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
and who have never read the New Testa- 
ment much; yet when they see a man 
or woman bearing the sign of the Red 
Triangle they feel now ‘If I ever am in 
trouble there is some one I could go io.’ 

“We tell our workers that it is our 
job to let them know how to go through 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death and 
fear no evil; and God forbid that we be 
so worldly that we are unable to help a 
man to go through the valley without 
fear! But there is a more difficult job; 
it may be easy to teach a man how to 
die; it is far more difficult to teach him 
how a man may go through the Valley 
of the Shadow of-Death, to come through 
alive and after the end of the war to go 
back and live as close to God as if he had 
died, to take his place as a Christian 
citizen, to make a fairer America and a 
fairer world. 

“ Our aim is to ‘snes that the coming 
of this force to France shall be a blessing 
and not a curse to the people of France, 
a. blessing and not a curse to the men 
themselves, and a blessing and not a curse 
when they return to America after the 
war is over. This has not been the case 
in former wars, as we look back over 
history. When has the coming of an 
aimy to a foreign land been a blessing 
to the men themselves or to the people

members said they didn’t see why the 
New York office sent him. Secretary 
Carter tells me that on one steamer two 
of the members came into his office and 
said: “Mr. Carter, we just want to 
speak to you privately right at the be- 
ginning; just about half of the people 
on our steamer ougnt to be sent home.”

They are doing a marvelous 
piece of work.” “ Perhaps they are not 
the same people,” Mr. Carter replied; 
“perhaps you are not the same people 
you were on the steamer. It may be 
that the pull of this work and contact 
with the men, with the realities of life, 
have changed them and changed you.” 
And they replied: “ We are quite sure 


He happened to spend a night at the 
Pavilion Hotel, one of the association 
hotels here in Paris for enlisted men. 
He went up to one of the workers the 
next morning and said: “Last night 
there was a big American Sergeant who 
had just come to town on leave. He was 
about half-seas over from drink and 
wanted to go out and paint Paris red. 
I got him upstairs, (I knew exactly how 
he felt.) I got him to bed and got him 
to sleep. The next morning at breakfast 
he grasped me by the hand and said: 
‘Old man, I can’t thank you enough for 
saving me from disgracing myself, my 
uniform, and my country.

mong whom they came, or to those 
fathers and mothers, sisters and swee%- 
hearts to whom they have returned after 
the war? We are here to help change 
the course of history—to make these 
men so fit, to give them such high ideals 
that they may be better fighters, that 
they shall rise to better effort than they 
otherwise would have done, and so has- 
ten the end of the war and in addition 
be a blessing to themselves and to Amer- 
ica. So our men will look to us as the 
idealist force in the army. We have got 
to play the game. 

“We have here at the present mo- 
ment E. H. Sothern and Winthrop Ames, 
men who have come to help bring the 
very best of the American stage. Noth- 
ing had been said on the subject of wine, 
as far as I know, but Mrs. Ames said 
to me: ‘I hope you won’t think it 
strange, but we have decided we will not 
drink even light wine during the whole 
time we are in France, because we know 
that some officers and men think it 
rather strange for Y. M. C. A. workers 


to do so, and, although we have come~ 


over simply for the preliminary work, 
we are part and parcel of the organiza- 
tion, and we do want to play the game.’ 

“ When in the history of the Christian 
Church have a thousand missionaries 


sailed in six months across the ocean to - 


another land? While the objective of 
most of us is our own people, we are 
missionaries to the British, the French, 
the Italians, and the German and Aus- 
trian prisoners that we may meet. They 
are going to judge America and the 
American church by our conduct, be- 
cause some way or other they think of 
the personnel of the Y. M. C. A. as rep- 
resenting the flower of America. 

_ “Then there is another company of 
witnesses, even more numerous, and that 
is the fathers and mothers and sisters 
and sweethearts back in America, who, 
as our women or men, stand, in a can- 
teen and give out the last, not cup of 











~ 
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cold water but cup of hot coffee, to their 
boys as they go to the line for the first 
time, would give anything to be in our 
places. They have a right to ex that 
we worthily represent the composite best 
of Christian life and the Christian homes 
of America. 

there is a third company that 
encompasseth us, and that is the great 
allied army, particularly the British and 
French, who for nearly four years have 
fought our fight, borne our burden, 
stood between us and tyranny. They 
are still crying out, ‘When is America 
going to enter the line?’ It is only re- 
cently that America has held even one 
inch of trench, and even though thete is 
now an American sector, our American 
contingent is strongly buttressed on 
either side by French regiments. Nearly 
a year has elapsed and we are not really 
in the war. The French and British 
soldiers may well cry, ‘How long, Lord, 
how long.’ We are training our men for 
war, but four years ago the British and 
French had to throw untrained men in 
the face of the German legions and get 
their training by death and in no other 
way. 

“Our men are having the wonderful 
opportunity of the most skilled training 
- before they are thrust in. Therefore we 
tell our workers that it behooves us to be 
sure that our influence in the American 
camps tends to teach the American 
soldier that as he passes from America 
to England and France he passes over 
holy ground, that we are not really 
worthy to unloose the shoes of French 
and British soldiers who have been fight- 
ing so long, not only for themselves, but 
for us. 

“There may be a few Americans who 
brag. When an American soldier swag- 
gers into a British or French camp, as 
I am sorry to say he does now and then, 
and says, ‘ Now, you will see, now that 
America is in the war, we will teach the 
Germans something,’ it is not strange 
if there is bloodshed in the camp. There 
is a great -work to accomplish today in 
order that the American soldier may re- 
alize how much we have to learn from 
France and England, from the military 
point of view as well as in other ways. 

“T remember in one of our camps I 
saw a sign, ‘No French soldiers allowed 
here.’ I asked the Secretary what thee 
matter was and he said: ‘These French 
soldiers are a lot of ginks.. We can’t 
have them around.’ Then I went to an- 
other camp; there was a room full of 
French and American soldiers; they list- 
ened to the talks, given half in French 
and half in English, which must have 
seemed crazy to half of- them, but the 
Americans cheered for the French and 
the French cheered for the Americans.

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The Americans thought the French were 
the finest people on earth, and the 
French thought the Americans were the 
finest people on earth, simply because 
the Secretary in charge of that camp al- 


lowed the French soldiers to come under 
’ the contagion of his enthusiasm and pass 


it on. We-have a very big task in this 
direction both with the British and the 
French. 

“Then there is a fourth company of 
witnesses—the women in all countries 
whose lot is harder than that of the men, 
even of those who are in the trenches, 
who for so long, day after day, have 
searched the papers in eagerness and in 
fear for the wounded, the killed, and 
that yet more terrible list, the missing, 
hoping sometimes to gee them in the 
first list, because it may mean a period 
in hospital or a period at home and a 
These 
women know how to work; and how they 
have worked—the Frenchwomen in this 
very France who follow the plow that 


there may be enough food and to spare; 


then there are the British women in 
the canteen and munition factories. — 

“We have yet to put our women be- 
side the British women in the canteens, 
(the British women-bear it and bear it 
with a smile.) They are scrubbing 
floors, washing dishes, serving tea—glad 
to do it without complaint because of 
the great need for unselfish service and 
menial labor. If this war is to be seen 
through to the finish, we have got to 
take their places and help bear their 
burden with the strength and vitality 
and vigor of America’s unrealized re- 
sources, and in humility and sacrifice 
and sympathy send these on and make 
them available to the rest of the world. 
It is going to be a very difficult task. 

“Missionaries are really a disagree- 
able lot of people. I have lived in the 
mission field for fifteen years, and have 
been a missionary for fifteen years. We 
often get such a very vigorous sense of 
mission that we tend to become ‘holier 
than thou.’ I know that on some of the 
steamers coming over our workers have 
been so bristling with a sense of mission 
that they have wanted to put the whole 
steamer right, and have made themselves 
offensive by their conduct. The mis- 
sionary, with all his sense of mission, 
should carry it written on his heart and 
not on his coat sleeve. He must learn 
how to serve in sympathy and in faith, 
as we go out as servants to all. 

“Our people here must-be prepared 
for cold and rain and disappointments. 
Again and again we send out some 
equipment to a hut, and a Secretary full 
of enthusiasm. He arrives in a desolate 
town of France simply swarming with

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American soldiers, who have no place to 
go. He goes around and calls on the 
men and officers, and talks to the men. 
All these things have been shipped, and 
they will probably be here day after to- 
morrow. A week passes—two weeks, 
sometimes three weeks. He is just at 
the end of his tether and comes into 
Paris and blows us up for not sending 
the stuff. - 

“We look up the records, investigate, 
find it was sent; then we trace it; we 
find the destination was misread by 
some half-blinded French soldier at a 
switch, and he sent it to some distant 
part of France, and the shipment will 
not be seen for four-or five weeks. One 
man came into our office practically on 
his way to America. He had been two 
weeks in his headquarters, a little room, 
his chair a box, his table a board, his 
light a candle on those nights when he 
could get a Al Racial ly nothing 
in the way of equipment. He said if the 
Paris office could not back him up prop- 
erly he would go back. We told him 
we had sent the shipment, and Dr. Free- 
man carried him back to his line. It 
happened that the battalion was lined 
up, returning from a route march in the 
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street. When they saw their Secretary 
returning the whole battalion raised a 
great cheer of welcome because he had 
tome back.- He had not known that 
without equipment something more pre- 
cious had been given to that battalion— 
his own friendship and self. 

“During these first days and first 
months the minds ‘of the men will ex- 
pand. There will be, as each learns 
the manual and various things in mod- 
ern warfare, travels across the sea and 
lives in a strange land, an inevitable 
intellectual expansion. When, however, 
after a few months, he gets into the mill, 
and there are no more classes to go to 
and life becomes mechanical and drab, 
intellectual dry rot will set in unless our 
intellectual aid is there to see that the 
men do not throw away their books, 
and that those men whose lives are 
spared go back larger and more sym- 
pathetic because of their experience over 
there.” 

There still remains to tell of the Y. 
‘M. C. A. with the French Army. This 
work is already as extensive as that with 
the American Army, but for obvious rea- 
sons is so different that it requires a 
separate story.

Art at Home and Abroad

T= figure subjects and portraits 
in the Academy exhibition are not 
of the highest order. None makes 
a clear and deep impressior. of an 
individual point of view sustained by an 
impassioned or strongly intellectual in- 
terrogation of the character of the sub- 
ject. None stamps a personality inef- 
faceably upon the memory. 

Two or three, however, come very 
close to achievement, and one, at least, 
is eloquent of a lifetime of fidelity to 
ideals. The portrait of Mrs. Leonard 
Cox by Kenyon Cox lolls its sumptuous 
length in the South Gallery, but its place 
should have been one of greater honor. 
The tone of the color is hot; the reds 
of the background and draperies have 
the Venetian splendor, with muffled 
shadows and lights that have depth. 
The sitter’s type is appropriate to the 
warmth and magnificence of the color in 
which she is enveloped. Her full parted 
lips are a more living crimson than any 
of the accessories; her attitude is lan- 
guid without the suggestion of fragility. 
The beautiful throat-and thin hands are 
muscular, the action of the figure speaks 
of reserves of energy back of the in- 
dolent mood. And the drawing in the 
throat, in the hands, in the relaxed fig- 
ure, is of authority, of stirring rectitude, 
a victory over all the powers of evil em- 
bodied in easy-going methods and par- 
tia] solutions of essential problems of 
technique. 

Sidney E. Dickinson’s portrait of 
Emily Hallowell also disdains compro- 
mise, but reaches its distinction by an 
easier and shorter road. It is gaunt and 
hard and brown, and these qualities are 
presented with the insistence of carica- 
ture. A portrait by Robert B. Brande- 
gee, badly cracked and otherwise show- 
ing the assaults of time in the guise of 
an enemy, has beautiful qualities. It is 
an attentive study of characteristic 
traits, an energetic reading of character, 
and a fine example of plastic modeling. 


The portrait of Mrs. William M. Chase - 


and her son; Dana, painted in collabora-

tion by William M. Chase and Irving R. 
Wiles, has more of the latter than the 
former in its general aspect, whatever 
the division of labor arranged. 

Leopold Seyffert’s portrait of Mrs. 
Leopold Seyffert, to which the first Hall- 
garten prize-was awarded, is an aggress- 
ive statement of a few salient facts. 
The Munich group could not have ar- 
ranged a more arresting palette. The 
tumultuous swirl of cloud forms back of 
the figure interferes with the harsh dig- 
nity of the rendering, cheapening and 
confusing the general effect. Colin 
Campbell Cooper’s “ Portrait of a Lady ” 
carries out the spirit of its title; there is 
a brown and straightforward portrait 
of Lieutenant Roland Deane by Robert 
Tolman, and a_ redder and sturdier 
“ Portrait of Lieutenant B.,” by Howard 
Renwick, first fruits of the entry of 
American portraiture into the war. 

Victor Hecht’s portrait of Miss Pal- 
mer has distinction of color, the “ Self 
Portrait,” by Lazar Raditz, to which 
the second Hallgarten prize is given, has 
a look of artificially polished surface 
that hardly accords with the rich brown 
of the color—an effect of old oak var- 
nished instead of rubbed down by hand. 
There are other portraits by William 
Thorne, Philip L. Hale, Abraham Har- 
rison, Albert Rosenthal, August Fran- 
zen, Mary Fairchild Low, Josephine M. 
Lewis, William L’Engle, Hester Miller, 
John F. Folinsbee, Sergeant Kendall, 
Alphaeus P. Cole, Henry R. Rittenberg, 
‘Louis Betts, William Cushing Loring, 
Cecilia Beaux, William J. Whittemore, 
N. Sarony Lambert, and A. Brewster 
Sewall. 

The four cases of miniatures in the 
Academy Room form the exhibition of 
the American Society of Miniature 
Painters ‘and are accepted by the jury 
of the academy as arranged by the jury 
of the society. Nearly seventy minia- 
tures are shown and the range in color, 
treatment, subject, and interest is re- 
markably wide. 

Ichiro E. Hori -contributes a portrait 
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of Admiral Togo, in which attention is 
concentrated on the keen dark face en- 
livened by piercing eyes. The white of 
the background and uniform is empha- 
sized by the decoration on the Admiral’s 
coat. It is a very unassuming little por- 
trait, but has the inner vitality charac- 
teristic of the good periods of Japanese 


“Mr. Walter E. Downing,” by Mabel 
Beatrice Smith, is distinguished by its 
admirable draftsmanship and research 
into character, also by the ease with 
which the very difficult problem of a 


‘man’s ordinary costume is mastered 


without resource to inappropriate pic- 
turesqueness or convenient blurring of 
all detail. 

A number of the miniatures are paint- 
ed with a free brush and a water color. 
technique; May Fairchild’s portrait 
sketch of Milan Trost and the portrait 
of Cadet S. M. Lewis by Stella Lewis 


‘Marks are examples. It is an effective 


method of suggesting breadth, but needs 
to be very sensitively developed to avoid 
the appearance of slipshod workmanship. 

Gertrude L. Pew’s portrait of Marine 
Poole is excellent in the pose of the fig- 
ure and the drawing of the hands in par- 
ticular. The painting of the gown, a 
strong yellow veiled by filmy gray, also 
is extremely skillful. The yellow back- 


_ ground is almost too metallic and intro- 


duces a note of sharp color that fails to 
unite with the rest of the picture. Of 
the two examples contributed by Elsie 
Dodge Pattee, “ Barbara” has most of 
distinction. The sense of a perfected 
type with infinite finish of detail, to- 
gether with the subordination of detail 
to the general impression, is admirably 
given by this highly experienced painter. 

“ Elizabeth,” by Alice T. Searle, also 
conveys a clear impression of type, in 
this instance ruddy health and warmth 
of temperament. - The young face has 
rich contours and the features are kept 
in seale with the somewhat large frame- 
work, giving the effect of amplitude and

dignity with the naturalness of child- 
hood. The “ Portrait No. 2 of Mary 
Foote” is an interesting contrast to the 
“ Elizabeth "—a _ slightly compressed, 
careful version of a serene type. 

A portrait of Miss Olga Varelius, by 
Caroline King Phillips, has a clean, hard; 
not unattractive precision, a truly Scan- 
dinavian clarity and brightness of tone, 
and the other extreme is seen in Brenetta 
Crawford’s atmospheric portrait of 
Lieutenant E. S. Crawford. There are 
‘good examples of the work vf Alice 
Beckington, William J. Whittemore, 
Maria J. Strean, Helen Winslow Durkee, 
Edith V- Cowls, W. Sherman Potts, 
Lydia Longacre, Katherine S. Myrick, 
and Mabel R. Welch among others. Tak- 
ing it as a whole, the little collection 
eompares very favorably with the por- 
trait section of the Academy exhibition.

Art at The Penguin. 

At The Penguin the Modernists hold 
full sway. Such exceptions as the con- 
servative and very beautiful pastel 
“ Audrey,” by Virginia Keep Clark, only 
emphasize the newer formulas in use 
by most of the exhibiting artists. . In 
looking at such an exhibition it is wise 
to keep in mind the fact that for the 
most part the formula is the thing; a 
modernist will say something in an 
idiom that has been invented for his gen- 
eration and it will be neither more nor 
less interesting than if he had said it 
in the idiom of ‘two or three decades 
earlier. Most of what is said in art is 
no more compelling than most of what 
gets itself into words spoken or printed. 

~It is a rare and joyous moment when a 
picture.is found that expresses a vigor- 
ous idea, a deeply personal point of-view, 
or a sane and lovable temper of mind. 

. Such a picture may be painted by a prim- 
itive or a late Renaissance artist, by a 
Courbet or an Inness, by a Cézanne or 
a J. Alden Weir; it is quite unnecessary 
to worry about its hold upon future art 
lovers. 

Nothing wholly compelling appears at 


FLORENCE eo NOYES the Penguin, but a number of things 
SCHOOL 


speak of a wholesome interest in tech- 
nical methods and a fresh outlook on 
the contemporary world. Edgar Kelly 
should be designing stage scenery. -His 
“In the Park” is‘full of the unreal 
charm of reality ever so slightly ex- 
aggerated to focus the interest on the 
significant elements of a scene. Glen 
O. Coleman uses the same emphasis in 
“The Village Square,” but his hand is 
heavier and his intention too obvious 
and insistent. He does not mean us ever 
to forget the redness of the red build- 
ing; but in remembering it we forget 
everything else that goes to make up 
the total of the picture. 

One little painting, “Homme a Gen- 
oux,” by “Manolo, a gray kneeling figure 
against a background of smoky crimson, 
has an unforgettable quality, an emo- 
tional appeal that has nothing to do 
with the subject matter and everything 
te do with the sensitiveness of the art- 
ist’s vision and the reticence of his high- 
ly trained hand. It lurks in an obscure 
place, low on the wall, but you go back 
to it from more aggressive works. 





Medern Art. 

The exhibition of modern art at the 
Bourgeois Galleries includes a number 
of examples still bewildering to a gen- 
eral public arid others that have been 
endured, pitied, and embraced in the 
course of a prolonged acquaintance. The 
Frenchman, Henri Rousseau, is repre- 
sented by two beautiful little pictures 
eloquent of Gallie patience and sprightli- 
ness in the development of technical per- 
fection. A figure subject by Mme. 
Roche, the wife of Albert Gleizes, has a 


ponderability and thickness. There is 
still-life by Delaunay, and symbolic, 
probably scientific, and unquestionably 
aggressive, canvases by Athos Casarinl. 
George Of contributes a little of his 
finest color, and William Glackens has a 
picture of a girl’s heed against an 
orange-vermilion background which is 
altogether his most satisfying achieve- 
ment in point of color, lacking altogether 
the acidity and superficiality characteriz-

sensitive in feeling and rich in the re- 
sources of the prlette. Marin’s land- 
scape in Delaware County is extremely 
clever, but it is totally lacking in the 
sense of weight and structure. One sees 
merely the skin of the landscape with 
indications of its external features ar- 
ranged in an amusing but insignificant 
design. 

An artist named Bluemmer, whose 
work is new to these galleries, shows 
vivid studies of city houses, primitive in 
design and very knowingly discriminated. 
The manufacturing centre of Paterson 
flames like a torch against the lumi- 
nous background. A sea beach scene by 
Walkowitz is curiously freed from the 
vulgarity so often associated with these 
occasions of human relaxation. The 
sprawling forms on the sand are as 
devoid of self-consciousness as the fish 
in the sea and the birds in the air. Their 
naturalness is that of gesture and posi- 
tion, the omission of detail, together with 
the altogether remarkable expressive- 
ness of.the synthetic modeling lines, 
giving them an almost spiritual beauty, 
the essence of life depending as little as 
possible upon physical support. The 
color is superb, pure and fresh and blonde, 
and so exactly that of the region that it 
brings the very salt of the sea winds to 
the observer. : 

There are paintings by Joseph Stella 
and Mauric Prendergast, Arnold Freed- 
mann, the cubist Anders, and a number 
of others, all interesting in their several 
of intellectual .stir and interrogation re- 
freshing to receive. 





Dutch and Flemish Paintings. 
In the group of Dutch and Flemish 
paintings now on view at the Gimpel and 
Wildenstein Galleries is a remarkably 


“fine example of the technical expertness 


of the younger Teniers.- The subject is 
“The Return of the Prodigal,” and the 
beauty of the blonde tonality, . golden 
browns and silvery grays, with an en- 
livening thread of- crimson playing 
through the pattern of color, places it_in 
the first rank of the painter’s achieve- 


ment. The various figures also have an _ 


air of greater elegance than often ap- 
pears in his personages, the Prodigal 
wears his fine clothing with a habituated 
air, the women serving him are graceful 
in gesture and form. The characteristic 
Teniers humor reveals itself in the 
mimicry of the foreground ape and the 
gusto with which the little scene beyond 
the courtyard door.is enacted; and there 
is a touch of ironic characterization in 
the self-satisfaction rests on the 
young scamp’e face, the complacency 
that smiles from his eyes and curves his 
sensuous lips. 

A picture resembling the Teniers in 


several particulars, but pitched in a~ 


higher key with paler color and greater 
distinction of design, is J. M. Molenaer’s 
“Assembly of Ladies and Gentlemen.” 
“The Feast,” by Dirck Hals, is another 
harmony in yellow and gray, sparkling 
with life and good humor. There is a 
large laudstape by Albert Cuyp, with 
a milkmaid and farm beasts in the fore- 
ground, in the background a hay wagon 
and windmills bathed in that pellucid 
light of late afternoon which no one can 
so successfully evoke as this painter of 
tranquillity and golden hours. 


Rubens is represented by two pictures, 


a “St. Cecilia” in his least sincere and 
most irritating mood, and a “ Madonna 
and Child” of worldly splendor 
and distinction. The other names on the 
list are Jacob van Ruysdael, Jan van 
Ravesteyn, Govert Flinck, Gerard Ter- 
burg, Cornelius De Vos, Jan van Goyen, 
Nicolaas Maes, Horemans, De Heem, and 
Moreelse.
